The  Queen  has  rejected  any 
suggestion  that  the  date  of  her 
official  birthday  should  be 
changed  io  create  an  autumn 
Bank  holiday  to  replace  May 
Day  which  commemorates 
workers'  solidarity. 

Moving  the  Queen's  official 
birthday,  traditionally  cele¬ 
brated  in  June  with  Trooping 
the  Colour  and  an  appearance 
by  the  Royal  Family  on  the 
balcony  at  Buckingham  Pal¬ 
ace,  was  one  of  a  number  of 
ideas  put  forward  during  dis¬ 
cussions  on  abolishing  the 
May  Day  Bank  holiday  in 
favour  of  a  date  in  October. 

But  Ministers  and  officials 
recognized  that  the  carefully 
planned  annual  royal  routine 
would  be  disrupted  and  after 
informal  soundings  it  was 
made  clear  that  the  Queen  did 
not  favour  the  idea. 

It  would  also  have  broken 
with  a  routine  that  developed 
fitfully  during  the  reign  of 
Queen  Victoria. 

A  number  of  other  pro¬ 
posals  have  been  discussed  by 
Ministers  who  want  May  Day 
abolished  because  of  the 
bunching  of  Bank  holiday’s  in 
the  spring  and  they  are  also 
anxious  to  get  rid  of  the  May 
Day  holiday,  created  by  the 
Labour  Government  in  1976 
and  introduced  two  years 
later,  because  it  angers 
backbench  Conservative  MPs 
and  their  supporters  in  the 
country.

Their  decision  may  have  serious 
implications  for  all  auction  bouses 
because  the  court  decided  that  the 


standard  disclaimer  which  is  often 
used  is  not  sufficient. 

Mr  Andrew  Hall,  prosecuting  for 
the  Hereford  and  Worcester  Trading 
Standards  Department,  said:  “There 
is  a  responsibility  for  the  auctioneer  to 
ensure  that  a  description  he  uses  is 
true.  Mr  Wand  could  have  taken  the 
elementary  precaution  of  having  the 
painting  valued  before  the  sale”. 

After  the  hearing,  a  spokesman 
from  the  County  Trading  Standards 
Department  said:  “The  disclaimer  Mr 
Ward  used  is  a  standard  one  found  in 
most  sale  catalogues.  This  case, 
therefore,  sets  something  of  a 
precedent'1. 

Mr  Christopher  Darke,  chairman 
ofthe  British  Antique  Dealers’  Associ¬ 
ation  (BADA),  said  last  night  “It  is 


significant  in  two  respects.  First,  we 
have  always  thought  the  auctioneers' 
descriptions  were  pretty  worthless  and 
nobody  reads  the  disclaimers.  But  if 
you  buy  from  a  member  of  BADA, 
you  do  not  have  to  go  to  the  Trades 
Description  Act  as  we  have  our  own 
guarantees  and  arbitration  system.  We 
will  either  give  you  your  money  back 
or  throw  the  offending  dealer  out” 

The  subject  of  the  case  was  a 
relatively  modest  painting  of  a  hilly 
landscape,  claimed  by  Mr  David 
Ward  in  the  catalogue  of  Phipps  and 
Pritchard  to  be  by  Thomas  Ginin 
(1773-1802).  It  was  sold  by  Mr  Ward 
for  £3,250  in  a  village  faalL 

The  art  dealer  who  bought  the 
painting  sent  it  for  confirmation  of  its 
value  to  Sotheby’s,  who  discovered 


the  painting  was  by  William  Pearson, 
one  of  Girtin’s  followers  and  worth 
only  about  £400. 

As  Mr  Ward  refused  to  pay 
compensation,  the  dealer  complained 
lo  the  Trading  Standards  Department, 
with  reference  to  the  general  dis¬ 
claimer  in  the  catalogue  which  said 
buyers  had  to  satisfy  themselves  about 
the  authenticity  of  works.  Mr  Ward 
was  fined  £100  with  £50  costs  under 
Section  One  of  the  J968  Trades 
Description  Act.

Nationwide  Anglia  Building 
Society. 

The  announcement  was 
timed  to  follow  the  publica¬ 
tion  of  the  Government’s 
housing  Bill  last  week,  which 
emphasizes  its  commitment 
to  the  private  rented  market. 

The  society  will  provide  the 
money  in  the  next  five  years  to 
finance  Quality  Street,  a  joint 


venture  company  with  Mr 
Paul  Mugnaiom,  who  re¬ 
signed  recently  after  five  years 
as  director  of  housing  at 
Glasgow  District  Council. 

The  intention  is  for  the 
company  to  own  and  manage 
40,000  homes  by  1992  in 
Glasgow,  Edinburgh.  Dundee, 
Liverpool,  Newcastle  and 
London,  producing  19,000  lets 
each  year  with  a  market  share 
of  about  5  per  cent  in  all  the 
conurbations  except  London, 
where  it  will  be  about  1  per 
cent 

The  scheme  will  also  create 
some  13,000  jobs,  mostly  in 


the  construction  industry  but 
some  on  improvements  and 
maintenance. 

The  new  company  is  ex¬ 
pected  to  be  based  in  Glasgow, 

where  work  will  be  con¬ 
centrated  in  the  first  two 
years,  largely  because  of 
Glasgow’s  recent  bousing  re¬ 
vival  and  because  Mr 
Mugnaioni  knows  its  market. 

The  initiative  is  the  first 
significant  innovation  in  foe 
housing  market  since  bousing 
associations  and  co-op¬ 
eratives.  Its  aims  are  to  pro¬ 
vide  affordable  quality 
housing  for  rent. 


Mr  Tim  Melville-Rqss, 
chief  executive  of  Nationwide 
Angle,  said  at  the  launching 
that  the  project  could  go  ahead 
with  the  existing  housing 
benefits,  but  that  it  needed 
government  support,  both  in 
the  form  of  capital  subsidy  to 
the  company  and  benefit  to 
the  tenants. 

“The  Department  of  the 
Environment  are  very 
supportive  and  we  have  had 
discussions  with  ministers. 
We  now  need  the  Treasury  to 
agree",  he  said. 

Mr  Tony  Stoughton-Harris. 
Mr  Melville-Ross's  deputy  at 


the  society,  and  current  chair¬ 
man  of  the  Building  Societies 
Association,  said  he  believed 
that  the  initiative  would  put 
the  credibility  back  into 
rented  housing,  and  he  felt 
sure  itiai  other  societies  would 
follow  the  lead.  There  will  be 
four  basic  sorts  of  property: 
luxurious,  city  centre  flats; 
quality  homes  in  family

Fake  stamps 


Curator  warns  collectors

A  big  collection  of  fake  stamps 
has  been  traced  to  West 
Germany  and  destroyed  after 
detective  work  by  Mr  Bob 
Schoolley  West,  stamp  curator 
at  the  British  Library. 

However  the  library  has 
warned  that  many  of  the 
stamps,  manufactured  as  rep¬ 
roductions  but  virtually  in¬ 
distinguishable  from  the  origi¬ 
nals,  are  still  in  circulation. 

“We  want  to  put  people  on 
their  guard.  Some  of  the 
material  is  accurate  beyond 
belief  and  Em  sure  at  some 
stage  they  will  be  passed  as 
genuine",  Mr  West  said  yes¬ 
terday. 

He  said  he  did  not  know 
how  many  had  been  re¬ 
produced  and  sold,  although 
“the  number  could  be  vast".  It 
would  depend  on  the  number 
of  variations  and  their  con¬ 
dition,  whether  pristine,  can¬ 
celled  or  even  on  envelopes. 

Mr  West  is  less  concerned 


about  the  most  valuable 
stamps  because,  being  rare, 
they  will  be  quickly  identi¬ 
fiable  as  forgeries.  “It's  the 
middle  market  I'm  concerned 
about  —  the  sort  of  things  the 
man  in  the  street  might  buy 
for  £100  or  £200" 

In  1 985  Mr  West  dealt  with 
a  routine  request  from  a 
German  to  view  a  number  of 
rare  stamps  from  a  range  of 
countries,  including  Hawaii, 
Mauritius  and  Romania. 

The  man  signed  the 
library's  copyright  declara¬ 
tion,  saying  that  they  were  for 
his  private  use  only,  and  look 
63  colour  prints  and  mono¬ 
chromes.  “It  was  £2,000  worth 
of  photographic  work.  So  large 
was  the  order  we  gave  him  a 
slight  discount" 

In  March  last  year,  Mr  West 
saw  an  advertisement  in  Gib¬ 
bons  Stamp  Monthly,  the 
philately  magazine,  placed  by 
PROPHILPORUM,  a  com¬ 
pany  advertising  reproduc¬ 


tions  of  rare  and  valuable 
stamps.  “My  mind  started 
licking.  Then  I  looked  at  the 
address,  raw  it  was  Bremen 
and  it  all  clicked." 

It  is  normally  against  Gib¬ 
bons  policy  to  run  advertise¬ 
ments  for  such  material 
because  they  can  be  deceptive 
to  the  point  of  forgery.  Mr 
West  assumes  the  advertise¬ 
ment  was  a  late  booking  and 
could  not  be  checked  in  time. 

He  said  he  contacted  Trea¬ 
sury  solicitors  who  put  him  in 
touch  with  copyright  solicitors 
based  in  Bremen,  where  be 
made  two  visits  in  the  search 
for  the  company.  “They  obvi¬ 
ously  hoped  we  would  go 
away.  But  eventually  we  gave 
them  seven  days  notice,  before 
taking  them  to  court.” 

The  company  was  forced  to 
sign  admissions  of  breach  of 
copyright  and  agreed  to  pay 
the  British  Library’s  costs  and 
to  destroy  the  fake  stock. 


Union  rejects  terms  as

Computer 
centres  to 
cost  £22m

Britain  is  to  get  a  national 
“supercomputing"  centre  paid 
lor  by  IBM,  the  multinational 
company. 

IBM  (UK)  said  yesterday 
that  it  would  be  setting  up  the 
centre  as  part  of  an  initiative 
to  establish  at  least  five  such 
supercomputing  centres  in 
Europe,  all  of  them  linked  on  a 
scale  similar  to  the  network 
already  established  in  the 
United  Stales. 

According  to  Mr  Brian 
Whitaker,  the  company’s  aca¬ 
demic  systems  marketing 
manager,  IBM  Europe  is 
providing  about  £22  million 
over  the  next  two  years  for  the 
setting  up  of  the  centres,  wife 
its  subsidiaries  putting  up  any 
extra  funding. 

The  cost  includes  a  parallel 
programme  under  which  five 
universities  with  suitable  IBM 
machines  will  be  given  soft¬ 
ware  and  hardware  capable  of 
turning  them  into  super¬ 
computers. 

The  location  of  the  UK 
centre  is  likely  to  be  an¬ 
nounced  in  January,  with  a 
number  of  academic  institu¬ 
tions,  including  Glasgow 
University  and  the  Manches¬ 
ter  Business  S&ool  befog 
considered  as  possible  hosts. 

Mr  Whitaker  said  that  the 
aim  was  to  make  the  centre 
similar  to  that  at  Cornell 
University  in  New  York  slate, 
where  the  supercomputer  sup¬ 
ports  the  work  of  1,300 
researchers. 

Britain,  already  has  more 
than  20  supercomputers  in 
place,  more  than  any  other 
European  country.  However, 
the  number  of  people  trained 
to  exploit  their  capabilities  is 
still  limited.

Ten  girls  and  seven  boys  are 
with  foster  parents  after  police 
and-  soda!  workers  spent  a 
month  in  Congleton,  Chesh¬ 
ire,  collecting  evidence  about 
what  police  believe  was  one  of 
the  biggest  child  abuse  net¬ 
works  in  Britain.  - 

Detectives  are  questioning 
18  men  and  women  at  three 
Cheshire  police  stations  and 
charges  are  expected  today. 

Allegations  about  alleged 
widespread  child  sex  abuse  on 
a  council  estate  in  Congleton, 
a  small  market  town  used  as  a 
country  retreat  by  Manchester 
businessmen,  were  first  made 


in  October  to  social  workers, 
who  passed  the  information  to 
Cheshire  police. 

After  a  number  of  children 
and  adults  bad  been  inter¬ 
viewed,  the  social  services 
applied  for  and  were  granted 
place  of  safety  orders  by  a 
magistrate  on  Monday. 

Police  and  social  workers 
arrived  shortly  after  dawn 
yesterday  on  the  council  es¬ 
tate.  A  number  of  adults  were 
taken  into  custody  for  ques¬ 
tioning  while  children  were 
moved  or  removed  to  foster 
homes. 

Mr  David  Wakefield,  social 
services  director,  said:  “In  the 
light  of  information  placed 
before  a  magistrate,  place  of 
safety  orders  have  been  ob¬ 
tained  in  respect  of  the  child¬ 
ren  whose  welfare  might  be  at 
risk. 


“A  team  of  experienced 
social  workers,  child  care  staff 
and  foster  parents  are  now 
caring  for  the  children,  pend¬ 
ing  further  inquiries  by  social 
services  and  the  police. 

“The  police  and  ourselves 
are  working  closely  together 
and  every  effort  is  being  made 
to  avoid  distress  to  the 
children.” 

Social  services  staff  in  Ches¬ 
ter,  who  believe  more  alleged 
cases  may  come  to  light,  are 
manning  a  helpline  and  await¬ 
ing  calls  from  parents  or 
children  seeking  assistance. 

“Our  only  concern  is  in 
ensuring  no  child  remains  at 
risk  and  that  immediate  help 
and  guidance  is  available  to 
them  and  any  parents  worried 
that  their  son,  daughter  or 
both  have  been  drawn  into  the 


affair”,  a  senior  county  coun¬ 
cil  official  said. 

Mrs  Judy  Parry,  founder  of 
Manchester  C&rfdwatcft,  has 
also  enlisted  volunteers  to  run 
her  organization's  telephones. 
“It  takes  enormous  courage 
first  to  accept  this  son  of 
appalling  abuse  is  taking  place 
and  then  even  more  courage 
to  confide  in  anyone”,  she 
said.

Dr  Raine  Roberts,  a  Man¬ 
chester  police  surgeon  and  a 
consultant  in  child  sexual 
abuse  to  the  NSPCC,  was 
called  in  by  parents  to  cany 
ont  independent  second  opin¬ 
ions  about  their  children. 

In  evidence  submitted  to 
(be  inquiry  on  Monday  she 
said  that  the  two  consultants. 
Dr  .Marietta  Higgs  and  Dr 


Geoffrey  Wyatt,  had  commit¬ 
ted  '‘outrageous  sexual 
assaults”  on  children  by  their 
methods  of  examination. 

Yesterday  Mr  Robert  Nel¬ 
son.  QC,  for  the  two  Middles¬ 
brough  consultants,  told  Dr 
Robots  that  her  view  of  the 
whole  affair  was 
“malcoloured”.  She  replied: 
“1  hope  not.  I  am  trying  to  be 
impartial  and  objective.” 

Asked  if  her  criticisms  did 
not  “look  like  a  very  hard  and 
very  personal  attack”,  Dr 
Roberts  replied:  “I  don't  think 
it  looks  hard.

In  five  district  health 
authorities  which  it  examined 
in  detail,  the  audit  office 
concluded  that  an  extra

be  performed  if  the  theatres 
were  fully  used. 

The  report  tells  of  inad¬ 
equate  forward  planning  on 
admissions,  a  lack  of  co¬ 
ordination  between  hospital 
departments,  and  a  serious 
unbalance  between  staffing 
levels,  bed  availability  and 
operating  time. 


The  report  also  acknowl¬ 
edges  that  using  the  theatres  at 
full  capacity  would  cause 
health  authorities  severe 
budgetary  problems. 

Mr  Robert  Sheldon,  chair¬ 
man  of  the  all-party  commons 
public  accounts  committee, 
said  senior  Department  of 
Health  ■*  officials  would  be 
questioned  soon  on  the 
report's  “very  serious" 
findings. 

Mr  Paddy  Ross,  chairman 
of  the  consultants’  committee 
of  the  British  Medical  Associ¬ 
ation,  said  government 
underfunding  of  a 
“crumbling”  sector  was  to 
blame  and  be  said  the 
situation  was  getting 
“dramatically  worse”. 

The  report  cites  figures  of 
29,000  urgent  operations 
being  delayed  more  than  a 
month  and  164.000  other 
operations  more  than  a  year, 
and  criticizes  the  Department 


of  Health  for  failing  to  deal 
with  the  long-standing  prob¬ 
lem  of  under-used  theatres.

Test  tube  baby  clinics 
merge  to  treat  more

Hospital  in  London.

The  team,  working  at  the 
Cromwell  with  Dr  Ahuja,  who 
is  also  a  research  fellow  at  the

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A  passenger  train  being  used 

to  test  a  flooded  track  in  Wales 
travelled  on  to  a  clearly  col¬ 
lapsed  bridge  without  slowing 
down,  an  inquiry  was  told 
yesterday. 

The  two-car  diesel  loco¬ 
motive  plunged  into  the  swol¬ 
len  river  T  owy  near  Uandeilo, 
Dyfed,  with  the  loss  of  four 
lives  on  October  19  this  year. 

Mr  Carwyn  Davies,  a  local 
farmer,  told  the  Department 
of  Transport  inquiry  in  Swan¬ 
sea  that  he  saw  the  train 
“shoot  off”  the  Glanrhyd 
Bridge  in  the  early  morning 
mist  as  he  tried  to  wade 
through  waist-deep  water  on 
his  land  to  reach  a  telephone. 

He  said  the  bridge  was 
“dearly  down”,  and  although 
the  train  was  carrying  special 
British  Rail  staff  because  of 
the  flooding,  it  neither 
slopped  before  the  bridge  nor 
slowed  down. 

Survivors  told  how  flood 
waters  swirled  around  the 
track  as  the  train  ploughed 
through  the  countryside,  and 
one  said  rail  staff  offered  little 
assistance  after  the  crash. 

Mrs  Ann  Angus,  an  Ameri¬ 
can  writer  aged  65,  said  there 
was  so  much  water  on  the 


tracks  that  she  was  “aston¬ 
ished  and  flabbergasted”  that 
the  0527  Swansea  to  Shrews¬ 
bury  train  was  allowed  to 
continue. 

Minutes  before  the  crash, 
she  spoke  to  two  fellow  pas¬ 
sengers,  Mr  Ben  Evans  and  his 
wife.  Pat,  of  Ammanford, 
Dyfed,  about  their  fears  for  the 
train. 

“It  was  not  a  lake  —  it  was  a 
raging  torrent.  We  were 
terrified”,  she  told  the  inquiry. 

She  said  the  train  had

Mr  George  Anderson,  the 
train  guard,  said  he  tried  to 
rescue  the  Evanses.  As  he 
stood  in  the  second  coach  and 
tried  to  pull  Mrs  Evans  oul 
couplings  gave  way  and  the 
first  car  was  washed  away. 

“Another  two  minutes  and 
they  could  all  have  got  out", 
Mr  Anderson  said.  He  praised 
the  bravery  of  Simon  Penny 
and  the  driver. 

“John  Churchill  and  that 
young  boy  deserve  medals.

He  said  the  Central  Wales 
line  was  reported  flooded  at 
three  places  the  previous 
night,  but  none  of  those  was 
close  to  the  bridge.

Appeal  judges  yesterday  re¬ 
fused  to  allow  an  unexpected 
witness  to  be  called  to  give 
allegedly  “highly  relevant 
evidence  in  the  Birmingham 
bombs  case  on  behalf  of  the 
six  jailed  Irishmen. 

Lord  Gifford.  QC  for  the 
six,  who  arc  appealing  against 
21  murder  convictions,  asked 
for  leave  to  call  a  taxi  driver 
who  made  a  statement  claim¬ 
ing  that  there  may  have  been 
“collusion”  between  police 
and  Birmingham's  Winson 
Green  prison. 

After  reading  the  statement, 
the  Lord  Chief  Justice.  Lord 
Lane,  sitting  with  Lord  Jusuce 
O'Connor  and  Lord  Justice 
Stephen  Brown,  said  that  they 
concluded  the  evidence  was 
“not  credible”. 

Lord  Gifford  said  the  state¬ 
ment  was  made  by  a  former 
Birmingham  taxi  driver,  now 
living  in  Ireland,  to  Instr 
police  on  November  4.  The 
driver  was  involved  in  rescue 
operations  after  the  public 
house  bombings  in  1974.

Survey  of  long-term  jobless 

Young  people  still  believe 
they  will  find  employment 


A  new  chapter  begins  at  72

Unemployed  young  women 
Teel  more  angry,  cheated  and 
isolated  than  young  men  over 
their  inability  to  find  a  job, 
according  to  a  survey  of  the 
social  effects  of  long-term 
unemployment  among  the 
young. 

A  report  of  the  survey  by  the 
independent  Policy  Studies 
Institute  says  both  young  men 
and  women  tend  to  vent  their 
anger  on  individuals  rather 
than  society. 

Parents  provide  financial 
support  but  that  means  their 
children  remain  dependent  for 
longer,  placing  considerable 
strains  on  the  family. 

In  spile  of  the  anger,  frustra¬ 
tion  and  feeling  of  isolation, 
researchers  found  that  young 
unemployed  people  show  a 
remarkable  resilience  and  op¬ 
timism  for  the  fijture  and 
many  believe  they  will  get  a 
job.  ’ 

“Many  look  forward  with 
hope.  Far  them  life  cannot 
really  get  any  worse,  it  can 
only  improve",  the  authors 
say. 

Until  now,  research  on 
youlh  unemployment  has  con- 
wmrated  on  jobs  and  training 
but  three  research  studies  in 
different  parts  of  the  country 


and  published  in  one  docu¬ 
ment  by  the  institute,  give  an 
insight  into  the  wider  con¬ 
sequences  of  unemployment 
for  the  young. 

Miss  Susan  McRae,  one  of 
the  researchers,  said  there  was 
widespread  acceptance  among 
men  and  women  that  “you 
only  get  what  you  earn".  As  a 
result,  there  was  little  appar¬ 
ent  rancour  about  inadequate 
financial  resources. 

Part  of  her  research  investi¬ 
gated  the  question  raised  by 
the  fact  that  40  per  cent  of 
young  women  questioned 
said  that  unemployment  left 
them  both  angry  and  isolated, 
although  they  did  not  engage 
in  social  protest. 

She  found  in  general  that 
men  and  women  did  not  have 
views  about  their  unemploy¬ 
ment  threatening  the  social 
order.  “If  anything",  Miss 
McRae  says,  “they  are  quite 
conservative  in  uieir  views 
and  generally  accept  the  domi¬ 
nant  mores  of  British  society'*. 

She  continues:  “Feelings  of 
anger  among  these  un¬ 
employed  young  men  and 
women,  when  acknowledged 
to  exist,  are  most  often  di¬ 
rected  at  objects  of  psychologi¬ 
cally  manageable  proportions: 


other  people  in  particular. 
Anger  against  the  State  for  not 
providing  jobs,  based  on  a 
perceived  right  to  work,  is 
either  missing  or  seen  to  be  a 
waste  of  time. 

“Rather  than  unemploy¬ 
ment  creating  a  pool  of  hostile 
young  people  desirous  of 
overthrowing  society,  what  it 
seems  to  be  creating  is  an  ever- 
Iarger  pool  of  unhappy  young 
people  waiting  their  turn  to 
join  society.'* 

Miss  McRae  says  that 
potential  employers  who 
faiied  to  reply  to  job  applica¬ 
tions  and  people  working  in 
benefit  offices  were  often  the 
butt  of  the  unemployed 
person's  anger  and  frustration. 

Two  researchers  from 
Swansea  University  found 
many  cases  of  stress  and 
conflict  within  the  families  of 
young  unemployed  people. 
Money  was  the  main 
problem. 

The  third  study  dealt  with 
young  couples  thinking  of 
setting  up  house  together. 

Young  people  in  irregular 
employment  were  less  likely 
to  form  stable  relationships 
and.  if  they  did,  went  into 
different  types  of  housing  than 
young  people  with  secure  jobs. 


Young  people  in  long-term 
unemployment  became  in¬ 
creasingly  dependent  on  par¬ 
ents. 

“The  ideal  of  a  normal 
transition  from  school  to  work 
and  from  dependence  to  in¬ 
dependence  is.  for  these  young 
people,  breaking  down  and 
they  are  becoming  increas¬ 
ingly  dependent  on  both  the 
State  and  the  family”. 

Dr  Michael  White,  who  co¬ 
ordinated  the  projects  for  the 
institute,  said:  “I  would  not 
want  the  research  findings  to 
appear  that  we  were  talking 
about  the  lost  generation  with 
no  hope  at  all.  In  fact,  we 
found  that  young  people  today 
are  continuing  the  straggle 
into  adulthood  and  learning 
how  to  manage  in  very  tough 
conditions. 

“It  is  encouraging  to  find 
that  despite  all  the  difficulties, 
young  people  assume  they  will 
get  work.  It  would  have  been 
far  more  worrying  if  we  had 
found  that  they  were  opting

Lawyers 
draw  more 
complaints

Solicitor 
fined  for 
contempt 

A  country  solicitor  and  his

Investigators  hunt 
for  US  Nazis  in 
open  UN  war  files

Investigators  from  the  Justice 
Department  have  started 
combing  thousands  of  newly 
opened  UN  files  on  war 
crimes,  hoping  they  will  find 
evidence  to  prosecute  former 
Nazis  now  living  in  the 
United  Suites. 

The  six  investigators  from 
the  department's  war  crimes 
unit  were  the  first  to  be 
allowed  in  when  the  records 
were  released  on  Monday. 

The  names  of  more  than 
36,000 suspected  criminals  are 
contained  in  the  microfilmed 
files,  which  Nazi-hunters  hope 
will  provide  new  leads  in  their 
pursuit  of  ageing  Nazis. 

“Every  minute  delayed  al¬ 
lows  these  people  to  escape 
justice  and  lead  wonderful 
lives  into  old  age,"  said  Rabbi 
Marvin  Hier  of  the  Simon 
Wiesenthal  Centre,  which  led 
the  fight  for  the  archives  to  be 
opened.  “It  is  important  that 
we  get  as  many  as  we  can 
before  they  die.” 

The  40-year-old  files  of  the 
UN  War  Crimes  Commission, 
to  which  access  has  long  been 
severely  restricted,  are  ex¬ 


pected  to  detail  Nazi  and 
Japanese  crimes,  including  the 
mass  murders  of  Jews. 

One  New  York  newspaper 
said  yesterday  it  had  obtained 
access  to  a  file  detoiiira;  al¬ 
leged  atrocities  against  Greek 

Jews  by  Herr  Alois  Brunner, 
an  aide  to  Adolf  Schmaiin, 
who  is  now  living  in  Syria. 

UN  officials  said  they  were 
concerned  about  the  dangers 
of  revelations  of  “unsubstan¬ 
tiated  information  and  hear¬ 
say  evidence"  about  suspected 
collaborators. 

Mr  Irv  Rubin,  Chairman  of 
the  Jewish  Defence  league, 
yesterday  pledged  retribution 
for  any  former  Nazis  traced 
through  the  files.  “Any  found 
here  win  find  us  making  their 
lives  totally  miserable  —  one 
hell  of  a  migraine,"  he  said. 

The  Justice  Department  has 
intensified  efforts  to  trace  and 
deport  suspected  war  crim¬ 
inals.  Five  hundred  cases  are 
being  prosecuted  and  three 
men  were  returned  to  Ger¬ 
many  and  the  Soviet  Union  in 
the  past  year  on  evidence 
produced  by  the  department 


The  opening  of  the  archives 
“is  a  major  development”, 
said  Mr  Neal  Sher,  the  depart¬ 
ment  spokesman.  “Until  now 
the  office  had  to  ask  by  name 
for  any  individual  file  it 
wanted.  We  are  very  hopeful 
that  wbai  we  will  find  will  aid 
in  actual  prosecutions  and 
identify  new  cases  in  the 
United  States." 

The  Wiesenthal  Centre  esti¬ 
mates  that  10,000  Nazis  and 
collaborators  entered  the  US. 

Access  to  tire  records  be¬ 
came  as  issue  after  disclo¬ 
sure  last  year  that  President 
Waldheim  of  Austria,  then  the 
UN  Secretary-General,  was 
named  in  a  closed  fife  that 
contained  allegations  about 
bis  activities  while  serving  as  a 
German  officer  in  Greece.

Best-selling  American  author  pays  damages  to  murderer

writers,  Joe  McGinniss,  the  best¬ 
selling  author,  has  agreed  to  pay  a 
convicted  murderer,  Jeffrey  Mac¬ 
donald,  $325,000  (£181,000)  to  settle 
a  $15  million  nuisance  damage  suit 

The  story  of  Macdonald,  who  was 
convicted  of  the  brutal  murder  of  his 
pregnant  wife  and  two  young  daugh¬ 


ters,  was  told  by  Mr  McGinniss  in 
the  book  Fatal  Vision,  which,  was 
later  turned  Into  a  successful  TV 
mini-series. 

Macdonald,  who  is  in  prison  for 
life  for  the  murders,  did  not  sue  Mr 
McGinniss  for  libel  but  for  fraod.  He 
claimed  Mr  McGinniss  had  pre¬ 
tended  to  writes  book  sympathetic  to 
him  to  gain  his  co-operation.  He  also 
claimed  Mr  McGinniss  owed  him 
royalties  he  was  supposed  to  be  paid 
for  his  co-operation. 


A  three-month  trial  in  Los  Angeles 
ended  in.  a  mistriaLin  August  when, 
the  jurors  were  deadlocked.

McGinniss  agreed  to  pay  the  money 
to  the  former  army  Green  Beret 
doctor  without  admitting  liability. 
The  case  has  aroused  widespread 
attention  in  the  publishing  industry 
because  it  sought  to  hold  an  author 
liable  for  breaching  an  implied 
contract  to  write  a  favourable  book 
about  his  subject. 


‘I  think  the  fact  that  the  case  even 
got  to  trial  initially  has  an  extremely 
chilling  effect  upon  any  non-fiction 
writer,”  Mr  McGinaiss’s  lawyer,  Mr 
John  Sturgeon,  said  after  the  settle¬ 
ment  “Once  you  have  to  defend 
yourself  in  a  lengthy  trial,  they  have 
punished  you,  win,  lose  or  draw.-The 
writer  is  at  the  mercy  of  someone  who 
has  a  lawyer  that  is  willing  to  take  on 
his  case  and  has  nothing  else  to  do. 

“Mr  McGinniss  is  an  author  and  a 
teacher  and  he  can't  really  do  either 


if  he  has  to  spend  another  three 
months  in  trial.  We  believe  the  book 
stands  as  a  monument  to  good, 
thorough,  accurate  investigative 
reporting.”

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‘Spirit  of  Geneva’  shines  through  US-Soviet  relations

Geneva 

“Let’s  go  to  Geneva  and  talk,” 
remarks  the  sour-looking  Man¬ 
hattan  husband  to  bis  equally 
“Chappy  spouse,  in  the  feding 
*™5  New  Yorker  cartoon  tatting 
pride  of  place  in  the  US  press 
centre  —  a  reminder  that  it  is  two 
years  to  the  day  since  President 
Reagan  and  Mr  Mikhail  Gorb¬ 
achov  first  broke  the  ice  with  their 
“fireside"  summit  here. 

It  is  a  mark  of  the  fundamental 
improvement  in  superpower  rela¬ 
tions  which  has  taken  place  since 
those  first  historic  conversations 
that  both  the  US  and  Soviet 
delegations  meeting  here  in  frantic 
last-minute  preparations  for  the 
third  summit  have  both  evoked 


the  optimistic  "spirit"  of  that 
opening  meeting. 

In  the  meantime,  the  ties  — 
which  have  got  immeasurably 
better  at  lower  level  because  of  the 
'  frequency  of  contact  between  of¬ 
ficials  negotiating  arms  control, 
regional  conflicts  and  the  other 
main  summit  topics  —  have 
survived  such  potentially  damag¬ 
ing  blows  as  zbe  DandofFafmr 
and  the  spy  and  bugging  w»nHai 
surrounding  the  still  unfinietwd 
new  US  embassy  in  Moscow. 

Mr  Georae  Shultz,  the  US 
Secretary  of  State,  referred  this 
week  to  that  first  Geneva  summit 
as  being  pivotal  to  the  improve¬ 
ments  in  the  superpower  relation¬ 
ship  which  have  followed,  and 
which  have  all  but  erased  from  the 


diplomatic  slate  memories  of  Mr 
Reagan’s  references  to  the  Soviet 
Union  as  “the  evil  empire". 

Mr  Eduard  Shevardnadze,  the 
Soviet  Foreign  Minister,  a  very 
different  figure  from  his  dour 
predecessor,  Mr  Andrei  Gromyko 
(“Afr  Nyet),  whom  Mr  Sbuttz 
met  in  January  1985  to  open 
ppffitfotmns  on  the  continuing 
nuclear  and  space  talks,  also  chose 
to  refer  back  warmly  to  the 
dialogue  which  began  here,  close 
to  the  spot  which  once  provided 
the  borne  for  the  League  of 
Nations. 

"I  think  that  this  Geneva  spirit 
is  alive  and  is  beginning  to 
materialize,"  he  said. 

Muds  of  the  private  exchanges 
between  the  two  ministers  over 


the  past  48  hours  has  been  geared 
to  agreeing  exactly  what  form  the 
Washington  summit  trill  take. 

“It  will  by  necessity  be  quite  a 
different  animal  from  the  previous 
two  because  it  will  be  hdd  on 
national  soil,"  a  Western  official 
explained.  "Gorbachov  wfll  want 
to  ensure  he  does  not  offend  his 
public  at  home  with  the  way  his 
visit  is  portrayed." 

Mr  Gorbachov's  decision  to 
grant  the  US  NBC  network  a 
formidable  scoop  by  offering  them 
an  unscripted  60-minute 
presummit  interview  follows  re¬ 
cent  precedent  in  which  the  Krem¬ 
lin  leader  (whose  list  of  interview 
requests  is  numbered  in  thou¬ 
sands)  gave  interviews  to  French 
and  Indian  television  on  the  eve  of 


his  visits  to  Paris  and  Delia.  But  it 
is  the  first  time  he  has  agreed  to 
such  a  Western  interview  on  the 
eve  of  a  summit,  indicating  a 
change  in  negotiating  tactics. 

“Essentially,  this  meeting  in 
Washington  is  going  to  be  all 
about  communications.  You  have 
the  original  ‘great  communicator* 
in  Reagan  against  the  new  world 
champion.  Gorbachov,  and  they 
aregomgtoslug  it  out,"  a  Geneva- 
based  diplomat  said. 

As  this  week’s  emergency  ses¬ 
sion  in  Geneva  has  demonstrated, 
covering  superpower  get-togethers 
is  a  frustrating  trade  consisting  — 
until  the  keenly-awaited  final 
press  conferences  —  in  nit-picking 
of  an  almost  asinine  quality.  Mr 
Charles  Redman,  Mr  Shultz's 


balding  and  shy-looking  spokes¬ 
man,  has  had  to  bear  the  brunt  of 
most  of  that.  A  typical  exchange 
goes  along  the  following  lines: 
"Chuck,  can  you  characterize  the 
substantive  issues?"  Answer  "I 
am  not  at  liberty  to  go  into  those," 
followed  by  a  groan  from  the  500 
assembled  newsmen  blinking  in 
the  TV  lights. 

As  the  1986  Reykjavik  summit 
showed,  both  sides  —  but  most 
notably  the  Soviet  Union  —  are 
prepared  to  teak  early,  selected 
information  about  the  negotia¬ 
tions  if  they  believe  it  will  help 
their  cause  or  image.  It  has  been 
significant  this  wek  that  the 
Western  TV  crews  paring  frus- 
tratedly  about  the  elegant  lakeside 
vistas  have  found  greater  co¬ 


operation  from  officials  at  the 
large  Soviet  mission  than  at  the 
nearby  American  one. 

“The  Soviet  ride  won  the  public 
relations  battle  at  the  Geneva 
summit  in  1985  and  again  in 
Iceland  in  1986.  With  the  help  of 
Mis  Raisa  Gorbachov,  there  are 
early  signs  that  they  may  win  it 
again  in  Washington  in  1987,  but 
that  will  be  much  more  difficult.” 
commented  a  European  veteran  of 
the  two  previous  summits. 

Senior  diplomats  here  are  con¬ 
vinced  that  the  acid  test  of  the 
Washington  summit  will  not  be 
the  razzmatazz  surrounding  it,  but 
the  solid  progress  the  two  prin¬ 
cipals  can  make  towards  a  pact 
cutting  their  long-range  weapon 
stories  by  half 


The  hard  life  in  Hanoi 


One  job  is  not  enough  for 
the  Vietnamese  to  survive 
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When  a  Western  embassy 
sought  permission  to  take 
over  a  villa  next  to  its  chan¬ 
cery  recently  the  Vietnamese 
authorities  found  that  it  was 
home  to  140  people. 

In  Da  Nang  a  local  govern¬ 
ment  official  admitted  pri¬ 
vately  that  he  and  his  wife 
shared  a  single  room  with  his 
mother  and  two  children.  The 
shared  kitchen  was  50  yards 
away,  making  rainy-day  cook¬ 
ing  a  chancy  business. 

Appalling  living  conditions 
and  the  daily  struggle  for 
survival  are  the  reality  for 
most  Vietnamese  in  what  is 
now  one  of  the  four  poorest 
countries  in  the  world,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  United  Nations. 
Most  Vietnamese  families 
must  juggle  several  jobs  and 
perhaps  a  family  business  to 
make  enough  money  to  feed 
everyone  ami  keep  up  with  an 
inflation  rate  estimated  by  the 
International  Monetary  Fund 
at  800  percent  last  year. 

In  Hanoi,  where  80  per  cent 
of  the  population  either  work 
for  the  Government  directly 
or  are  dependent  on  govern¬ 
ment  salaries  of  between  3,000 
and  5,000  dong  a  month,  the 
central  state  department  store 


From  David 
offers  a  pair  of  child’s  blue 
trousers  for  1,640  dong  and  a 
shirt  for  170.  A  soldier’s  bat 
costs  250 and  a  TV  set  50,000. 

Mrs  Lan  Nyugen  Thi,  who 
has  worked  15  years  in  the 
store,  sells  soap  and  other 
necessary  but  precious  items 
—  soap  is  such  a  valuable 
currency  that  women  often 
trade  it  for  food.  The  resulting 
shortages  mean  high  rates  of 
uterine  cancer  and  other 
infections. 

She  makes  about  4,500 
dong  a  month  and  her  hus¬ 
band  another  6,000  as  a  major 
in  the  army,  but  to  support 
their  two  children  she  keeps 
pigs  and  chickens  in  the  yarn 
behind  their  flat  That  brings 
in  another  15,000  dong  a 
quarter. 

The  Government  is  trying 
to  withdraw  state  subsidized 
food  essentials  from  families 
tike  that  of  Mrs  Thi  and  make 
them  self-sufficient  When 
they  were  first  withdrawn 
prices  rocketed  and  there  was 
such  an  uproar  that  the 
Government  had  to  restore 
some  of  them. 

Hanoi's  streets  are  an  al¬ 
most  constant  mass  ofbicydes 
bearing  people  out  to  barter.

trade  or  finesse  enough  food 
for  the  day's  meals.  There  are 
more  light  motorcycles  than 
there  were  three  years  ago  but 
the  air  is  among  the  cleanest  of 
any  city  in  Asia,  marred  only 
by  ill-maintained  old  Soviet 
and  Chinese  trucks. 

Despite  their  poyerty  the 
Vietnamese  have  lost  none  of 
their  pride.  In  almost  two 
weeks  in  the  capital  there  was 
no  begging  and  most  people 
were  neatly  dressed.  In  Ho  Chi 
Minh  City  only  a  young 
mother  and  a  young  boy 
begged  for  money. 

Trendy  young  things  in 
jeans  and  flowered  sunhats  are 
still  rare  in  Hanoi  compared - 
to  Ho  Chi  Minh  City  but  the 
accent  is  on  younger  people 
and  ideas  in  the  city  bureau¬ 
cracy.  Half  the  People's  Com¬ 
mittee  has  been  replaced  by 
younger  members,  a  trend 
which  is  being  taken  up 
throughout  the  country.  In 
Quangnam-Da  Nang  the  new 
province  chief  is  a  mere  43,. 
and  the  provincial  security 
chief  has  not  yet  readied  40. 

These  are  but  the  most 
conspicuous  successes  in  a  war 
on  an  overmanned  party  and 
bureaucracy,  in  which  the 


most  striking  sacrifices  must 
be  made,  and  privileges  for¬ 
feited  by  those  in  power  at  the 
state  and  provincial  levels. 
Many  diplomats  in  Hanoi 
remain  to  be  convinced  that 
inertia  of  entrenched  power 
can  be  overcome. 

One  of  the  new  faces  in 
Hanoi  is  Mr  Nguyen  Mai,  the 
German-educated  deputy- 
chairman  of  the  People's 
Committee,  formerly  Rector 
of  Hanoi  University.  He  and 
the  committee  are  trying  to 
pare  down  the  city  budget  by 
taking  no  new  workers  into 
the  bureaucracy  and  trying  to 
Cut  back  present  manning  by 
up  to  30  per  cent. 

The  dty  is,  mernwhfle, 
coming  to  the  assistance  of 
professionals  like  teachers  and 
doctors  whose  heavy  work 
schedules  eliminate  them 
from  the  petty  trade  that 
supplements  so  many  Hanoi 
incomes.  At  present  a  surgeon 
usually  earns  less  than  a 
streetade  bicycle  repairman.

EEC  farm  crisis 


Thatcher  showdown  is  looming

Brussels 

The  prospect  of  a  damaging  showdown 
between  Mrs  Thatcher  and  other  EEC 
leaders  over  farm  spending  and  the 
British  budget  rebate  moved  significantly 
closer  yesterday. 

With  EEC  farm  ministers  still  at  odds 
despite  hours  of  weary  debate — including 
all-night  talks  —  Sir  Geoffrey  Howe,  the 
Foreign  Secretary,  warned  there  was 
“very  little  time  left  "  to  agree  on  farm 
policy  reforms  before  next  week’s  EEC 
summit  in  Copenhagen. 

Sir  Geoffrey  criticised  Denmark,  cur¬ 
rently  in  the  EEC  chair,  for  going  too  far 
in  weakening  proposed  mechanisms  for 
automatic  limits  to  farm  output,  known 
as  "stabilizers".  He  was  supported  by  Mr 
Hans  van  den  Broek,  the  Clutch  Foreign 
Minister,  but  French  and  West  German 
officials  said  the  stabilizers  were  not 
nearly  watered  down  enough  to  suit  either 


Paris  or  Bonn,  which  want  farmers’ 
livelihoods  protected. 

Mr  EUeraann-Jensen,  the  Danish  For¬ 
eign  Minister  and  EEC  President,  admit¬ 
ted  that  three  crucial  elements  in  the 
financial  reform  package  looked  unlikely 
to  be  settled  until  the  last  moment  These 
were:  whether  to  increase  EEC  resources 
by  partly  shifting  from  VAT  to  GNP 
(gross  national  product)  as  the  basis  of- 
revenues:  how  to  increase  social  and 
regional  funds  for  the  southern  states:  and 
whether  to  reassess  the  British  budget 
rebate. 

Sir  Geoffrey  dismissed  a  suggestion  by 
Mr  Jacques  Delors,  the  European 
Commission  President  that  since  Britain 
was  more  prosperous  in  1987  than  in 
1984,  when  the  rebate  system  was  agreed 
at  the  Fontainebleau  summit  it  could 
afford  to  contribute  more  to  EEC  coffers. 

A  British  statement  by  Sir  Geoffrey  and 
Mr  John  MacGregor,  the  Agriculture 


Minuter,  identified  five  areas  of  concent: 
cereals,  where  Britain  wants  sweeping 
price  cuts  when  output  rises  above  stria 
limits,  with  a  10  per  cent  cut  in  year-three 
of  the  deal:  oilseeds  (such  as  rape),  with 
similar  price  cuts:  viticulture,  where 
Britain  opposes  a  move  to  abandon  the 
1984  restriction  on  replanting  vines:

Bangladesh  acts  to  curb  the  bombers

In  an  attempt  to  curb  continu¬ 
ing  politically  inspired  vi¬ 
olence  in  Bangladesh,  the 
Government  yesterday  an¬ 
nounced  the  setting  up  of 
special  tribunals  to  speed  up 
the  trial  of  people  accused  of 
planting  bombs,  arson  and 
damaging  public  property. 

The  current  spate  of  politi¬ 
cal  violence  has  claimed  seven 
lives  according  to  official  fig¬ 


ures.  The  Government  had 
earlier  decided  to  impose  the 
death  penalty  as  maximum 
punishment  for  making,  pos¬ 
sessing,  or  planting  bombs. 

President  Ershad,  feeing 
strong  opposition  to  his  six- 
year  rule,  said  be  would  not 
allow  Bangladesh  to  slip  into 
anarchy  and  terrorism.  He 
accused  communists  and  left- 
wing  political  groups  of  de¬ 
stabilizing  the  country. 

More  violent  ami -govern¬ 
ment  demonstrations  broke 


out  yesterday  in  Dhaka.  A 
half-day  general  strike  was 
punctuated  by  explosions  and 
street  battles. 

On  Monday,  a  local  leader 
of  the  ruling  Jatiya  Party  was 
stabbed  to  death  in  Pabna 
during  clashes. 

•  72-hour  strike:  Bangladeshi 
opposition  groups  yesterday 
announced  another  72-hour 
nationwide  strike  to  Increase 
pressure  on  President  Ershad 
to  resign  (AFP  reports). 

The  decision  to  call  the 


strike,  beginning  on  Saturday, 
came  hours  after  a  four-day 
strike  ended.  Unofficially  as 
many  as  25  deaths,  1,445 
injuries  and  2373  arrests  have 
bran  reported. 

Newspapers  yesterday  re¬ 
ported  that  a  journalist  work¬ 
ing  for  the  BBC  had  been 
arrested  at  his  home  early  on 
Monday.  Mr  Ataus  Samad 
was  detained  under  the  Spe¬ 
cial  Powers  Art  ofl974,  which 
allows  for  detention  without 
trial  for  one  month. 


EEC  membership 
is  Ozal’s  priority

In  a  rare  public  appearance, 
the  Turkish  Prime  Minister, 
Mr  Turgut  Ozal,  confirmed 
recent  speculation  yesterday 
that  admission  into  the  Euro¬ 
pean  Community  and  a 
rapprochement  with  Greece 
would  be  his  top  foreign  policy 
priorities  if  lus  Motherland 
Party  is  returned  to  power  in 
Sunday’s  general  election. 

Speaking  to  foreign  report¬ 
ers  in  the  presidential  palace, 
the  ebullient  61 -year-old 
Prime  Minister  also  expressed 
complete  confidence  in  his 
ability  to  secure  a  second  five- 
year  term  of  office. 

Dismissing  claims  that  the 
Motherland  Party  has  been 
losing  ground  to  the  opp¬ 
osition  centre-left  Social 
Democratic  Populist  Party, 
led  by  Mr  Erdal  Inonn,  aria 
the  centre-right  True  Path 
Party,  led  try  Mr  Suleyman 
Demuel,  Mr  Ozal  said  that 
there  was  no  possibility  of  a 
coalition  government  being 
returned  in  Turkey. 

“I  believe  Turkey  will  never 
elect  a  coalition  government 
after  the  chaos  of  the  1970s.  I 
wiQ  have  a  majority  on  Sun¬ 
day.  A  new  election  system  is 
designed  for  a  two-party  sys¬ 
tem,  and  the  election  will 
decide  who  is  to  be  the 
opposition,"  he  said. 

The  Prime  Minister  also 


brushed  aside,  as  an  election 
tactic  of  the  opposition,  con¬ 
cerns  about  his  health.  But  Mr 
Ozal,  who  underwent  heart 
bypass  surgery  in  the  US  last 
February,  was  forced  to  cancel 
most  of  his  campaign  engage¬ 
ments  earlier  this  month  after 
he  developed  a  haemorrhage 
in  his  left  eye. 

Acknowledging  that  Turkey 
remains  a  relatively  unknown 
country  in  western  Europe, 
Mr  Ozal  said  that  by  the  year 
2000  Turkey  will  be  “the 
Japan  of  west  Asia”,  implying 
that  if  the  EEC  failed  to  open 
its  doors  to  Turkey,  Europe 
would  be  the  loser. 

Confirming  that  President 
Kenan  Evren  will  visit  the 
self-proclaimed  "Turkish  Re¬ 
public  of  Northern  Cyprus" 
early  next  year,  a  move  likely 
to  provoke  fury  in  Athens,  Mr 
Ozal  said  that  Turks  and 
Greeks,  who  have  bran  neigh¬ 
bours  for  centuries,  have  no 
-alternative  but  to  improve 
.bilateral  relations. 

Rejecting  accusations  that 
Turkey’s  burgeoning  inflation 
rate  —  which  is  projected  to 
exceed  45  per  cent  this  year  — 
is  widely  expected  to  provoke 
a  substantia]  increase  in  social 
tensions,  Mr  Ozal'  was  ada¬ 
mant  that  his  programme  of 
economic  liberalization  was 
the  only  way  forward. 


Manila  and  Haiti  get  dictators’  hidden  plunder

One  of  the  most  desirable  properties 
on  Long  Island,  New  York,  the  10- 
acre  Lindeamere  estate,  has  been  pot 
on  the  market  by  its  new  owners,  the 
Philippines  Government. 

The  rambling  country  house, 
sportmg  jaenzzis  with  gold  taps  in 
most  of  the  bathrooms,  was  where 
"ImeUa  hong  out  with  her  friends  at 
weekends",  according  to  a  lawyer 
who  helped  to  recover  it  through  the 
New  York  courts  from  Mrs  Imelda 
Marcos’s  husband,  former  President 
Marcos. 

In  a  separate  but  related  lawsuit,  a 
priceless  collection  of  Haitian  prim¬ 


itive  art,  which  once  graced  the 
Smithsonian  Institution,  may  also  be 
in  the  process  of  changing  hands.  A 
court  in  Washington  recently  ruled 
itself  competent  to  determine  the 
collection’s  rightful  ownership  which 
is  disputed  between  the  Haitian  Gov- 
emment  and  a  close  associate  of  the 
deposed  President  Jean-Clande 

Duvalier. 

These  obscure  and  Bnpobtidzed 
cases  are  examples  of  the  quiet, 
meticulous  way  in  which  both  the 
Philippines  and  Haitian  govern¬ 
ments  are  going  about  the  task  of 
retrieving  some  of  the  vast  wealth  the 
two  dictators  took  with  them  when 
escaped  after  being  overthrown 
last  year. 


Each  country  has  adopted  a  simi¬ 
larly  conservative  and  businesslike 
approach  to  the  task  and  is  achieving 
unprecedented  success  where  other 
nations,  allegedly  robbed  by  past 
rulers,  have  failed. 

Iu  the  1968s,  Iraq  attempted  to 
recover  real  estate  bo^fat  iu  New 
York  by  the  deposed  King  FaisaL,  but 
the  courts  ruled  that  confiscation 
decrees  issued  in  Iraq  could  not  meet 
American  standards  of  due  process. 
Iran  went  after  the  Shah’s  fortune 
through  the  same  courts. 

“We  have  the  opportunity  '  to 
ooastrnct  the  Marcos  case  with  these 
two  precedents  in  mind."  said  Mr 
Peter  Weiss,  a  lawyer  at  New  York’s 


Centre  fra  Constitutional  Rights, 
“We  were  very  careful  to  chart  a 
course  through  the  varioas  legal  and 
constitutional  requirements." 

As  a  result  the  Aquino  Govern¬ 
ment  has  recovered  real  estate  worth 
tens  of  millions  of  dollars, 

■  The  Haitians  learnt  the  same 
lessons.  "We  have  not  cast  the  cases 
in  political  terms,"  Mr  Curt 
Mechlmg,  a  lawyer,  said.  "We  have 
not  brought  wide-ranging  omnibus 
lawsuits,  nor  have  we  sought  to  put 
the  entire  Duvalier  regime  on  trial. 
We  have  only  gone  after  assets  we 
have  been  able  to  tie  to  embezzled 
Haitian  funds.” 

For  19  mouths  lawyers  followed 


the  money  trail  cheque  by  cheque,  by 
telex  transfer  or  bank  credit,  compil¬ 
ing  9,000  exhibits  and  17  volumes  of 
sworn  affidavits.  It  has  led  to  suits  in 
the  US  ami  France  involving  more 
than  $120  million  (£70  million), 
which  Mr  Mechfing  believes  may  be 
only  “the  tip  of  a  very  big  iceberg".

Down  in  “Little  Odessa,"  New 
York's  Russian  ghetto,  they 
are  not  too  impressed  by 
America’s  new  love  affair  with 
their  motherland.  "It’s,  how 
they  say,  ice-cream  of  the 
month,"  says  Mrs  Galina 
Lypovsky,  a  recent  immigrant 
munching  hot  ponchiki  in  the 
street  as  an  Arctic  wind  bowls 
off  the  Atlantic  on  to  Brighton 
Beach  Avenue. 

"It’s  a  provocation,  and 
America  is  getting  taken  in. 
They're  so  naive,  the 
Americans,"  says  Mr  Semyon 
Fei ostein,  a  greengrocer. 
"Look  how  excited  they're 
getting  about  this  summit  But 
nothing  changes  over  there. 
It’s  the  same  old  song,"  he 
says,  voicing  what  seems  to  be 
the  prevailing  view  of  Mr 
Gorbachov  in  Brighton  Beach, 
a  seafront  section  of  Brooklyn 
whose  Cyrillic  shop  fronts 
could  come  from  pre-1917 


Of  the  200,000  Soviet  Jews 
who  have  come  to  the  United 
States  since  the  mid-1970s 

about  half  have  settled  in  New 

York  and  a  majority  of  those 
are  in  Brighton  Beach. 

Apart  from  the  right-wing 
Republicans  who  have  refused 
to  let  Mr  Gorbachov  address 
Congress,  H  is  hard  these  days 
to  find  such  an  anti-Soviet  line 
outside  the  Jewish  or  6migr6 
community,  as  the  United 
States  gears  up  to  receive  its 
first  Soviet  leader  for  14  years. 

The  Kremlin  chief  is  arriv¬ 
ing  in  two  weeks  on  a  tide  of 
curiosity  and  goodwill  gen¬ 
erated  by  a  flood  of  glossy 
television,  magazine  and  news- 
paper  features  that  seem  to 
focus  on  reassuring  Americans 
that  the  Russians  are  jest  like 
them.

The  Washington  Post  gave  its 
first  blow-by-blow  coverage  of 
a  Soviet  Embassy  dinner  party 
last  week. 

Yesterday,  in  a  preview  of 
the  White  House  state  dinner 
of  the  decade.  The  Washington 
Post  asked:  "Will  Gorbachov 
wear  a  Mack  tie?” 

Hollywood  has  gambled 
that  the  thaw  is  going  to  last  at 
least  another  year.

If  today  is  like  most  other 

days,  surgeon  Babulai 

Sethia  will  walk  at  8.15am 
into  an  office  off  die 
Intensive  Care  Unit  of 
Birmingham  Children's 
Hospital,  hoping  to  find  there  only 
the  two  doctors  who  run  it  If 
today  is  like  most  other  days,  there 
will  be  other  surgeons  like  himself 
also  waiting  —  and  a  quiet  and 
intense  negotiation,  on  which  a 
child's  life  may  depend,  will  begin. 

It  is  at  such  meetings  that 
surgeons  and  specialists  compete 
for  the  few  vacant  beds.  The  two 
ICU  doctors  know  that  all  the 
specialists  will  have  an 
overwhelming  case  for  the  best 
care  medical  science  can  offer;  and 
they  know  that  all  but  one  will 
have  to  be  refused. 

No,  says  Sethia.  a  consultant 
paediatric  cardiac  surgeon,  that 
does  not  mean  some  doctors 
having  to  play  God.  What  it  does 
mean  is  making  choices  no  man 
should  have  to  face.  Five  times,  as 
the  world  now  knows.  Sethia  has 
gone  into  such  meetings  with  the 
name  of  six-week-old  David  Bar¬ 
ber  on  his  operating  list  and  lost 
the  argument  because  “this  baby 
looks  as  though  it  can  go  another 
day”. 

Birmingham  Children's  Hos¬ 
pital  is  a  place  lent  gaiety  by  the 
posters  and  paintings  of  its  pa¬ 
tients  and  the  cuddly  toys  donated 
by  grateful  parents.  This  week  it  is 
lit  by  the  quiet  anger  of  men  like 
Babulai  Sethia.  who  are  trying  to 
meet  the  most  urgent  needs  of  a 
sixth  of  the  population  of  Britain 
with  an  inadequate  resource  of  six 
ICU  beds  reduced  to  four  by  a 
shortage  of  trained  nurses. 

When  we  began  to  talk  he  spoke 
in  a  controlled  voice,  quoting 
facts,  rejecting  the  neat  phrase  that 
would  make  a  stark  tabloid  head¬ 
line.  But  some  situations  do  not 
lend  themselves  to  neutral 
language- 

For  example:  on  November  17, 
the  administration  ordered  all 
surgeons  not  to  admit  children  if 
there  was  a  “high  likelihood"  that 
they  would  require  ICU  nursing. 

Did  that  mean  that  this  key 
hospital,  serving  all  major  cities  of 
the  West  Midlands,  was  able  to 
take  only  the  less  sick  children  and 
that  the  dangerously  ill  must  be 
sent  away?  “Precisely  that.  Eff¬ 
ectively,  this  hospital  —  capable  of 


surgery  of  international  stature  — 
is  closed  down." 

Have  children  died  as  a  result  of 
that  edict?  “That  is  a  question  you 
had  best  address  to  the  admin¬ 
istration.  Ask  especially  about  two 
cases  over  the  weekend.  I  know 
what  the  answer  should  be." 

The  claim  that  the  hospital  was 
effectively  shut  was  refilled  by 
Jean  Rigby,  its  former  nursing 
director  and  now  its  genera! 
manager.  “This  hospital  is  not 
closed  to  the  really  sick,"  she 
responded.  “Last  weekend  parents 
ran  in  here  crying  with  a  des¬ 
perately  sick  child.  Of  course  it 
was  admitted.  That  baby's  life  was 
saved.  But  yes,  as  a  result  another 
operation  had  to  be  postponed." 

Could  sick  children  have  died  as 
a  result  of  the  ICU  crisis?  “We 
would  expect  that  surgeons  and 
specialists  would  have  arranged 
for  such  cases  to  be  admitted 
elsewhere.” 

Sethia  had  continued:  “f  try  to 
be  responsible,  professional  about 
this.  But  the  term  'scandalous'  is 
apt  How  else  would  you  describe 
a  situation  in  which,  unless  a  baby 
collapses  in  a  critical  condition  on 
the  doorstep,  it  will  not  be 
admitted?  Or  a  situation  where  I 
and  my  colleagues  every  day  tell 
parents  of  a  very  sick  child  *1  will 
operate  tomorrow'  while  adding 
under  our  breath:  ‘Provided  there 
is  not  a  child  anywhere  in  the  West 
Midlands  who  is  even  sicker*?" 

Sethia  joined  this  hospital  in 
August,  after  serving  in  Great 
Ormond  Street  and  in  major 
paediatric  centres  in  North  Amer¬ 
ica.  “I  came  for  the  challenge;  the 
calibre  of  work  here  could  rival  the 
best  in  the  world.  I  knew  there 
were  problems,  but  not  of  this 
scale  or  duration.”

Birmingham,  one  of  six 
supra-regional  cen¬ 
tres.  has  an  expertise 
going  back  30  years. 
Each  year.  Sethia  said, 
650  new  patients  were 
seen.  550  were  admitted  and 
between  300  and  400  operations 
were  scheduled.  Heart  disease  in 
children  progresses  rapidly,  yet  the 
survival  rate  for  those  operated  on 
was  95  per  cent. 

“We  are  now  gening  failures.  In 
other  words,  some  children  are 
dying  on  the  waiting  list.  Some  are 
becoming  inoperable  as  they  wait 
In  some  the  degree  of  risk  has 
substantially  increased. 

“Let  me  give  you  more  figures.” 
he  went  on.  In  the  past  two 
months,  he  said.  34  heart  patients 
were  sent  home  because  the  unit 
was  full.  In  the  three  months  from 
August  to  October,  37  out  of!  17 
operations  were  cancelled,  often  at 
the  last  moment.  In  the  first  10 
months  of  1987,  39  heart  by-pass 
operations  on  children  were  post¬ 
poned  after  the  blood  had  been 
cross-matched  and  presented.  The 
heart  unit  was  funded  for  191  by¬ 
pass  operations  this  year  it  will 
not  reach  125. 

“  A  sudden  crisis?  Oh  no  ”  he 
said.  “These  figures  almost  exactly 
match  those  for  last  year."  The 
situation  had  been  steadily 


approaching  for  15  years  and 
during  the  whole  of  that  time  they 
had  warned  of  the  danger. 

I  put  to  him  the  view  of  the 
West  Midland  Regional  Authority 
spokesman  that  this  was  “not  a 
money  problem,  but  a  shortage  of 
trained  nurses.  Like  all  regions  we 
are  fishing  in  a  very  small  pool  of 
trained  staff.”  That.  Sethia  said, 
was  a  “gross  over-simplification 
which  glosses  over  why  the  short¬ 
age  exists . . .  which  is  the  chaotic 
system  of  ICU  training.” 

Nurses  attracted  by  the  chall¬ 
enge  of  intensive  care  work,  and 
not  deterred  by  the  high  degree  of 
stress,  cannot  achieve  senior  posts 
in  the  discipline  without  a  Reg¬ 
istered  Sick  Children  Nursing 
Certificate  —  even  though  the 
training  for  the  certificate  includes 
not  one  component  of  ICU 
practice. 

"The  effect  of  this  hidebound 
edict  is  that  nurses  anxious  to 
progress  in  ICU  work  are  made  to 
go  away  for  a  hither  year  or  1 5 
months  to  acquire  a  certificate 
that  is  irrelevant  A  trained  staff 
nurse  will  not  take  this  backwards 
step,  and  that  is  why  we  have  a 
shortage.7* 

A  solution  has  been  proposed; 
that  generally-trained  nurses  join 
ICU  teams  to  work  under  dose 
supervision  for  three  months  and 
are  then  absorbed:  if  they  decide  to 
acquire  an  RSCNC  qualification.

It  is,  said  Sethia.  the  failure  of 
the  NHS  and  General  Nursing 
Council  to  adopt  a  common-sense 
solution  to  the  issue,  plus  the 
failure  to  fund  the  supra-regional 
centres  like  Birmingham  by  direct 
grant  (instead  of  causing  its  fi¬ 
nances  to  be  filtered  through  the 
competing  demands  of  region  and 
division)  that  has  “taken  away 
flexibility  and  paralysed  25  per 
cent  of  this  hospital:  we  have  199 
beds  and  only  146  open". 

The  Birmingham  heart  team 
alone  needs  eight  beds  in  the 
intensive  care  unit.

cancer,  liver  and  kidney  disease, 
spinal  injuries,  at  least  a  dozen 
branches  of  medicine. 

“All  Britain  knows  about  David 
Barber.  But  his  is  an  everyday 
story.  We  are  fighting  for  the  right 
to  do  our  best  work.  I  see  no  light 
in  the  darkness  being  brought 
about  by  inertia.  The  admin¬ 
istrators  say  they  have  every 
sympathy  with  our  claims:  but  you 
cannot  work  in  a  place  like  this, 
seeing  the  crying  need,  and  speak 
otherwise.  I  see  no  evidence  of 
that  sympathy." 

Jean  Rigby  insisted  that  sur- 


edgeofwhat  isanational  problem. 
"We  should  have  around  30  ICU 
nurses  here,  but  six  of  the  places 
are  vacant.  My  concern  is  that 
there  is  no  national  planning. 
Some  areas  train  no  ICU  nurses  at 
all.  Oxford  and  Brighton  are  to 
abandon  their  very  expensive  ICU 
training  schemes.  The  result  is 
that  girls  get  their  qualifications 
knowing  the  world  is  their  oyster 
—  they  can  go  where  they  choose. 

“In  this  region  we  have  in¬ 
creased  training  places  from  36  to 
48.  But  who  can  be  sure  they  will 
not  be  poached?  In  the  past  two 
\ears  this  hospital  has  taken  on  50 
extra  nurses,  spread  over  all 
departments.  As  a  result  of  our 
submissions  the  region  has  agreed 
to  phase  in  two  extra  ICU  beds  — 
that  is  in  the  next  five-year  plan, 
beginning  in  1990.” 

The  crisis  highlighted  by  David 
Barber.  Mrs  Rigby  suggested,  has 
been  deepened  by  advances  in 
medical  knowledge  and  tech¬ 
niques.  She  felt  it  said  something 
optimistic  about  a  health  service 
that  more  and  more  specialties 
were  competing  for  the  use  of  its 
most  sophisticated  resources. 

But  it  is.  surely,  saying  some¬ 
thing  profoundly  more  pessimistic 
about  a  society  that  so  arranges  its 
priorities  that  its  health  sen- ice 
managers  now  greel  discoveries 
which  will  save  babies  lives  as  a 
cause  for  tight-lipped  concern. 


Curing 

chaos 

Professor  Alan  Maynard, 
Director  of  the  Centre 
for  Health  Economics  at 
York  University,  insists:  “On 
*  ideas  oa  management  of  hos¬ 
pital  resources  have  not  moved 
on  since  Florence  Nightingale. 
Over  120  years  ago  Noise 
Nightingale  said  that  all  hos¬ 
pitals  should  classify  their 
“output*:  patients  should  be 
listed  as  either  ‘dead’, 
■relieved'  or  imretievaT. 

“The  NHS  doesn't  even 
manage  that  in  1987.  AH 
treated  patients  are  marked 
‘discharged*  —  no  record  of 
whether  they  lived  or  died,  or 
were  cured.  And  therefore  no 
possible  record  by  which  to 
establish  the  true  cost-effec¬ 
tiveness  of  any  treatment.” 

Birmingham  is.  he  alleys, 
(airly  typical  of  a  “pretty 
chaotic"  situation  in  a  health 
service  which  has  no  system  iff 
priorities  and  in  which,  there¬ 
fore,  critical  life-deciding 
judgements  are  made  on  an  ad 
hoc  basts. 

Ideally,  he  says,  the  NHS 
would  work  from  very 
precise  figures  stating 
which  patients  should  he 
treated  and  by  what  method  — 
“trying  to  get  a  luhaw  be¬ 
tween  the  minimum  cost  and 
the  maximum  benefit  in  health 
status  of  the  public.  Instead, 
too  often  all  we  get  is  an 
emotional  debate,  dominated 
by  the  politics  and  shroud- 
waving  of  those  most  closely 
involved. 

“The  underlying  cause  of 
this  and  every  other  similar 
crisis  is  that  no  one  has  the 
least  idea  of  how  the  NHS 
should  decide  its  priorities. 
There  wfll  always  be  harsh 
decisions  to  be  made.  But  they 
could  and  should  be  made 
within  a  rational  framework  of 
knowledge  which  does  not  at 
present  exist." 

There  will  be  “constant 
arguments  about  the 
numbers  of  nurses  or 
chiropodists  or  whatever,  but 
it  is  irrelevant  until  we  know 
what  they  achieve.  Nor  can  it 
be  measured  in  the  simplest 
terms,  soch  as  *95  per  cent 
survived  the  operation'.  Sur¬ 
vived  for  bow  many  years? 
Survived  in  what  condition? 
What  was  the  quality  of  the 
life  saved?  Without  these 
questions  we  have  no  good 
measure  of  outcome. 

“I  suspect  that  the  NHS  b 
under-funded:  which  b  a  bet¬ 
ter  reason  for  spending  more 
wisely.  But,  more  crucially,  the 
NHS  is  grossly  under-man¬ 
aged:  it  simply  does  not  know 
the  basic  sums  of  its 
business."

•  Plans  to  build  a 
string  of  tourist  hotels 
overlooking  an 
unspoilt  Turkish  beach 
have  now  been  banned 
in  at  attempt  to  save  one 
of  the  Mediterranean's 
most  ancient  and  most 
threatened  species,  the 
loggerhead  turtle 

Under  the  jet  black 
Turkish  night  the  last 
of  the  season’s  logger¬ 
head  turtle  hatchlings  have 
straddled  off  Dalyan  Beach, 
past  the  tireless  pickets  of 
Shore  Crabs  and  hyenas,  to 
the  sea.  The  conthsniiig  strag¬ 
gle  for  survival  by  one  of  the 
Mediterranean's  most  ancient 
and  endangered  species  b 
complete  for  another  year. 

Dalyan  is  a.  productive 
place.  Female  loggerheads 
made  dose  to  500  nests  this 
year,  each  containing  about 
100  eggs,  in  the  soft  sand  of 
this  unblemished  strand. 

Tkarkey  is  regarded  by 
conservationists  as  the  last 
battie-groond  on  the  Medi¬ 
terranean  coast.  It  took  only 
about  400,000  foreign  visitors 
this  year,  compared  with  one 
minimi  Britons  who  went  to 
Corfu  in  Greece.  But  as  the 
Turks  go  to  the  polls  this 
Sunday,  no  doubt  plans  for 
rapid  expansion  will  loom- 
large  In  thefe-  minds. 

The  Mediterranean's  two 
marine  turtles,  the  loggerhead 
and  the  green,  are  aniqaely 
vulnerable  to  such  an  explo¬ 
sion  in  tourism.  Hunting  them 
b  banned,  but  antess  their 
breeding  habitat  can  also  be 
defended  they  are  doomed. 

The  European  Herpetdogi- 
cal  Society  believes  Turkey, 
with  80  per  cent  of  loggerhead 
and  green  turtle  sites,  b  now 
the  only  country  with  suf¬ 
ficient  unspoilt  coast  line  to 
protect  them.  But  many  Turk¬ 
ish  nesting  beaches  have  al¬ 


ready  been  destroyed  and  even 
Dalyan  would  have  fallen 
under  the  cement  mixers  by 
now  without  the  passionate 
campaigning  of  a  British  ex¬ 
patriate  singer,  Mrs  June 
Haimoff,  who  lives  dose  to  the 
beach,  where  she  met  a  tele¬ 
vision  producer.  A  short  item 
on  Channel  4  News  mobilized 
its  defenders.  The  small  Brit¬ 
ish  holiday  company  Turkish 
Delight,  which  had  already 
been  urging  Turkish  authori¬ 
ties  to  avoid  a  Costa  del  Sol- 
style  expansion,  enlisted  the 
formidable  support  of  David 
Bellamy. 

Last  month  an  international 
team  of  conservationists,  led 
by  Bellamy,  were  assured  by 
Ognz  Berberogln,  the  provin¬ 
cial  governor,  that  only  a  620- 
bed  German-fmanced  hotel, 
already  ander  construction  at 
the  eastern  aid  of  Dalyan, 


would  be  completed.  “We  had 
not  realized  the  turtles  were 
there,"  be  said.  “We  shall  do 
whatever  needs  to  be  done  to 
protect  them."  Plans  are  to  be 
drawn  up  to  set  aside  more 
than  a  mile  of  beach  for  the 
turtles,  to  guard  their  nests  by 
night  and  shield  them  from 
hotel  lights. 

Bellamy  explained:  “Tor- 
key  is  an  immensely 
important  place  for 
wildlife.  It  has  the  opportunity 
to  learn  from  the  mistakes  of 
other  Mediterranean  countries 
as  it  expands  its  tourism." 

The  campaign  to  save  the 
turtle  now  switches  to  Stras¬ 
bourg,  where  next  month  the 
Council  of  Europe's  important 
nature  conservation  forma  b 
expected  to  adopt  further 
protective  measures.

Unprepared  for  catastrophe

The  disasters  of  1987  —  the 
Zeebrugge  ferry  sinking,  the  hurri¬ 
cane  and  now  the  King's  Cross  fire 
—  focus  attention  on  the  fact  that 
local  authorities  have  no  statutory 
duty  to  prepare  for  natural  or 
accidental  catastrophes.  <  Any 
peacetime  emergency  planning  is 
merely  a  by-product  of  civil 
defence. 

In  1985/86  the  government 
allocated  £77  million  to  civil  de¬ 
fence,  of  which  only  a  sixth  went 
to  focal  authorities;.  Gvil  defence 
is  strictly  defined  as  preparation 
against  wartime  attack.  No  funds 
are  allocated  for  peacetime 
disaster  preparations  and  many 
county  emergency  officers  con¬ 
tinue  to  face  the  dilemma  of  how 
to  siphon  a  little  of  their  minus¬ 
cule  wartime  preparation  budget 
for  peacetime  emergencies. 

It  is  true  that  the  government 
has  issued  an  Emergency  Planning 
Guidance  to  Local  Authorities*  but 
it  carries  no  legal  authority.  In 
1983  the  Conservative  manifesto 
promised  to  introduce  legislation 
“enabling  civil  defence  funds  to  be 
used  in  safeguarding  peacetime 
disasters".  To  date  nothing  has 
been  done  to  implement  this. 

This  lack  of  centralized  emer¬ 
gency  planning  results  in  bureau¬ 
cratic  obstacles,  confusion  of 
responsibilities  and  duplication  of

effort,  just  at  the  moment  when 
maximum  efficiency  is  required. 
Here  are  a  few  examples: 

After  the  Zeebrugge  disaster 
injured  survivors  were  brought 
back  to  Kent  Some  had  to  be 
transported  across  the  country, 
but  because  ambulance  services 
work  within  regional  divisions, 
Kent  would  have  bad  to  arrange 
rebates  or  changes  of  transport 
with  their  counterparts  in  other 
areas  of  the  country.  The  vol¬ 
untary  Red  Cross  circumvented 
the  problem  by  taking  the  patients. 

In  some  emergencies  the  county 
emergency  planning  officers  have 
called  out  voluntary  ambulances 
when  they  felt  the  local  ambulance 
services  could  not  cope;  sub¬ 
sequently,  some  local  authorities 
have  objected  to  payment  of 
agreed  expenses  for  this  help,  and 
it  has  taken  months  of  persuasion 
and  negotiation  to  resolve. 

U  is  sometimes  unclear  within 
counties  who  should  call  out 
emergency  organizations  —  health 
emergency  planning  officers  or 
county  emergency  officers.  There 
has  never  been  a  peacetime  emer¬ 
gency  exercise  which  has  involved 


co-operation  between  counties. 

In  Bradford  the  police  maintain 
a  computer  system  for  casualty 
identification  and  documentation 
(Crisis).  Despite  die  fact  that  ibis 
is  compatible  with  the  Interpol 
computer  system,  it  is  the  only 
such  computer  in  Britain  and  as 
yet  tbere  is  no  link-up  to  permit  it 
to  be  used  across  the  country. 
After  the  Zeebrugge  disaster  Crisis 
was  transported  by  the  West 
Yorkshire  Police  to  Dover  to 
assist  with  identification. 

There  is  no  established  system 
for  the  exchange  of  information  on 
coping  with  major  accidents  from 
county  to  county.  In  one  instance 
a  county  health  authority  prepared 
a  lengthy  report  on  its  problems 
during  and  after  a  major  disaster 
and  requested  the  DHSS  to  cir¬ 
culate  it  This  was  not  acred  upon. 

While  many  local  officers  strug¬ 
gle  to  encourage  “all  hazards" 
emergency  preparedness  in  their 
area,  they  are  always  conscious 
that  they  are  exceeding  their  brief 
and  entering  an  area  where  no 
public  funds  are  available. 

The  United  Slates.  Australia. 
Sweden  and  West  Germany  have 


all  recognized  that  wartime  emer¬ 
gency  preparations  are  inappro¬ 
priate  for  peacetime  disasters,  and 
each  has  a  national  disaster  plan. 

The  focal  point  for  respon¬ 
sibility  in  any  statutory  re¬ 
organization  in  this  country 
should  be  with  a  minister  for 
emergency  planning  —  sitting  at 
Cabinet  level,  as  is  the  practice  in 
other  countries. 

Today  and  tomorrow  Bradford 
University  is  holding  a  disaster 
information  seminar  which  will 
bring  together  some  repre¬ 
sentatives  from  the  professional 
and  voluntary  bodies  that  have 
been  closely  involved  with  major 
emergencies.  John  Bettridge,  prin¬ 
cipal  of  the  Civil  Defence  College, 
will  speak  on  the  definition  and 
problems  of  disaster. 

This  college  could  become  the 
counter-disaster  establishment  for 
which  so  many  emergency  officers 
and  voluntary  bodies  are  asking. 
The  main  issue  will  be  one  of 
bringing  together  these  groups  for 
the  future  of  centralized  co¬ 
operation,  with  government  leg¬ 
islation  and  funding  behind  them. 

Let  us  hope  that  the  outcome  of 
the  Bradford  seminar  will  point 
the  way  toward  an  “all  hazards'* 
peacetime  emergency  plan,  which 
will  safeguard  the  needs  for  all  our 
citizens  in  the  future.

Ragged  edge  of  reform 


When  the  new  Parliament  began, 
everyone  agreed  that  social  policy 
was  going  to  dominate  at  (east  its 
first  session.  What  Mrs  Thatcher 
called  (he  flagships  of  (he  Tory 
manifesto  are  now  embarking  on 
their  legislative  course.  The  major 
bills  on  education  and  housing 
have  been  published,  the  rates 
reform  bill  must  be  out  very  soon, 
and  the  Secretary  of  Stale  for 
Social  Services,  John  Moore,  has 
announced  next  year's  cash  bene¬ 
fits.  Parliament  has  just  approved 
the  housing  benefit  regulations 
and  the  white  paper  on  family 
practioner  services  is  imminent. 

I  doubt  if  any  Tory  would  argue 
that  we  do  not  need  reform.  The 
present  rates  system  has  got  to  be 
replaced;  we  must  find  ways  of 
injecting  higher  standards  into 
education;  we  badly  need  a  new 
stimulus  to  private  rented  bous¬ 
ing.  And  of  course  social  security 
benefits  have  to  be  revised  every 
year  —  while  the  new  system  of 
income-related  benefits  comes 
into  operation  in  April  1988. 

All  in  all.  it  will  be  a  hectic 
period  —  but  then  there  is  no  point 
in  re-electing  a  Thatcher  govern¬ 
ment  and  then  expecting  it  to  do 
nothing. 

But  the  question  is  whether  it  is 
setting  out  to  do  all  the  right 
things.  On  many  of  the  ingredients 
of  the  programme  there  is  general 
support  within  the  Tory  party. 
Most  of  these  social  security 
changes  are  accepted.  Kenneth 
Baker's  scheme  for  the  curriculum 
seems  likely  to  go  through  without 
too  much  trouble,  now  it  is  clear 
that  there  is  more  flexibility  in  the 
curriculum  than  had  been  feared. 

And  with  Nicholas  Ridley's 
reform  of  local  government  fi¬ 
nance,  the  new  rate  support  grant 
and  the  unified  business  rate 
should  not  cause  undue  difficulty, 
though  there  will  be  some  business 
opposition.  Of  course  there  will  be 
gainers  and  losers,  but  the  dis¬ 
appearance  of  help  for  those  with 
low  resources  in  the  rate  support 
grant  will  be  significantly  oflset  by 
the  transfer  of  resources  from 
better-placed  to  worse-placed  ar¬ 
eas  under  the  new  national  busi¬ 
ness  rate  system. 

So  far,  so  good.  But  there  are 
points  where  a  number  of  Conser¬ 
vatives  are  not  so  happy.  To  some 
of  us.  the  hostility  to  local 
government  seems  exaggerated. 
More  immediately,  there  is  con¬ 
cern  that  we  may  be  being 
insensitive  to  the  needs  of  the 
poor,  or  rather  the  not  quite  poor, 
many  incidentally  Tory  voters. 

Take  the  cash  benefits.  I  think 
that  a  good  many  Conservatives 


The  Soviet  Union  has  had  an  aDy 
in  Mozambique  since  the  militant 
communist  organization,  Frelimo, 
came  to  power  in  1975  after  the 
Portuguese  revolution.  In  1977 
President  Samora  Machel  signed  a 
friendship  and  co-operation  treaty 
with  Russia,  from  whom  be 
purchased  $978  million  of  arms. 
At  present  there  are  some  3,500 
Soviet,  Cuban  and  East  German 
military  advisers  in  Mozambique. 

Frelimo  is  being  challenged  by 
Rename,  the  Mozambique  Nat¬ 
ional  Resistance,  whose  leaders, 
beaded  by  Afonso  Dhlakama, 
want  to  bring  Mozambique  into 
the  Western  sphere,  establish  a 
pluralist  democracy  and  a  free- 
market  economy.  Yet  they  have 
received  no  Western  aid. 

Instead,  Britain  supports  the 
Frelimo  government,  and  now 
gives  more  aid  to  Mozambique 
than  to  any  other  country.  Three 
reasons  are  given  for  this  level  of 
support 

•  Britain  owed  a  debt  of  gratitude 
to  Machel  for  helping  to  bring 
about  the  Zimbabwe  settlement; 

•  Aid  to  Mozambique  and  other 
states  in  the  area  makes  them 
more  independent  of  South  Af¬ 
rica,  and  is  a  more  practical  option 
than  sanctions; 

•  The  Frelimo  government  wifi 
be  weaned  from  communism  and 
dependence  on  the  Soviet  Union 
and  look  Westward. 

There  is  little  to  justify  op¬ 
timism  that  the  plan  will  work.  It 
was  formed,  apparently,  after 
Madid  made  a  favourable  im¬ 


pression  on  Mrs  Thatcher  during  a 
state  visit  to  London  in  1983. 
Mozambique's  economy  was 
declining  rapidly,  and  Machel,  a 
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after  their  experience  of  canvass¬ 
ing  during  the  general  election 
would  have  welcomed  a  one-off 
basic  pension  increase  a  little 
above  the  index-linked  figure  this 
year.  And  there  are  strongly- 
expressed  doubts  about  the  de¬ 
cision  not  to  up/ate  child  benefit 
from  its  present  level  of  £7.25,  in 
line  with  inflation. 

The  government's  answer  is 
naturally  that  these  are  universal 
benefits  which  go  to  everybody, 
regardless  of  their  needs.  Their 
aim  is  better  targetting.  The 
argument  about  universality  and 
selectivity  has  been  going  on  for 
decades.  But  with  child  benefit  in 
particular  there  are  other  consid¬ 
erations  than  simply  resource 
allocation. 

One  is  that  by  providing  child 
benefit  regardless  of  income  the 
incentive  to  work  is  not  under¬ 
mined.  Giving  benefits  only  to 
those  in  need  is  always  liable  to 
encourage  people  to  remain  at  that 
level  —  in  other  words,  to  be 
dependent  Moreover,  having 
children  is  a  significant  cost 
which  is  felt  not  only  by  the 
poorest  but  also  by  those  who  area 
bit  better  oft 


It  is  often  argued  that  the 
answer  is  to  pay  child  benefits 
reasonably  generously,  but  then  to 
tax  them,  so  that  the  rich  receive 
less.  But  paying  out  benefits  only 
to  claw  them  back  is  not  particu¬ 
larly  wise.  The  government  itself 
answered  this  two  years  ago  when 
it  said  in  The  Reform  of  Social 
Security  that  to  subject  child 
benefit  to  a  means  test  or  to 
taxation  would  “result  in  an 
unacceptable  degree  of  'churning' 
(where  the  same  people  receive 
money  through  the  benefit  system 
and  pay  it  back  through  the  tax 
system)  and  means  testing.  It 
would  also  go  against  the 
government’s  belief  that  the 
responsibilities  of  all  families  with 
children  should  be  recognized." 

The  second  area  where  we  may 
be  hitting  those  slightly  above  the 
lowest  income  levels  is  the  pro- 
posed  community  charge.  As  with 
child  benefit,  the  worst-off  will  be 
broadly  protected;  but  the  essence 
of  the  community  charge  is  that  it 
will  bring  into  the  local  govern¬ 
ment  tax  net  a  large  number  of 
people  who  at  present  pay  little  or 
nothing — and  it  will,  of  course,  be 
a  flat  rate  poll  tax,  with  the  richest

passsionate  Marxist-Leninisl  but 
also  a  pragmatist,  encouraged  the 
hope  be  might  be  swung  from  the 
Soviet  alliance. 

After  his  death  in  an  air  crash  in 
1986,  his  successor,  Joaquzm 
Chissano,  also  inspired  confidence 
in  Mrs  Thatcher.  Since  then 
British  money  has  poured  into 
Maputo  and  British  officers  have 
trained  Mozambican  special 
forces  in  Zimbabwe.  But  the  civil 
war  has  raged  on;  starvation  has 
spread;  the  economy  has  further 
weakened;  and  scarce  resources 
have  continued  to  be  spent  on 
Soviet  anns- 

Maputo  still  displays  Marxist- 
Lenimst  slogans.  The  "re-edu¬ 
cation  camps",  in  which  tens  of 
thousands  have  perished,  stDl 
exist.  The  Roman  Catholic 
Church  is  still  persecuted.  In  die 
UN,  Mozambique  still  votes  with 
the  Soviet  Union  against  the  West 

Is  short,  there  is  no  sign  that 
Frelimo  has  even  begun  to  rhxrtgp 
its  policies,  or  intends  changing  its 
ideology,  its  form  of  government, 
nor  of  loosening  its  dose  ties  with 
the  Soviet  Union. 

This  scepticism  might  be  coun¬ 
tered  if  Chissano  were  to  dem¬ 
onstrate  that  the  British 


government's  faith,  hope  and 
charity  are  not  misplaced.  Lib¬ 
eralization  of  the  economy  is  vital 
to  end  the  famine.  Frelimo  admits 
that  collectivization  was  a  mistake 
and  that  free  enterprise  is  needed 
to  feed  the  people,  and  has  slightly 
relaxed  state  control. 

Families  are  allowed  to  grow 
vegetables  and  raise  poultry  in 
their  backyards,  and  even  sell  their 
surplus  on  the  market.  A  few 
multinationals  are  back,  BP,  Shell 
and  Amoco  in  place  to  develop  the 
off-shore  oiL  The  state  shops  have 
been  closed  in  Maputo,  but  few 
others  are  open,  and  they  offer 
goods  so  highly  priced  that  only 
top  party  Officials,  the  Russians 
and  visiting  Western  businessmen 
can  buy  anything. 

White  collar  workers  in  Maputo 
are  given  one  meal  a  day  as  part  of 
their  wages:  trucks  drive  up  to 
office  blocks  with  huge  pots  of 
stew,  and  the  clerks  queue  up  with 
their  plates.  Only  the  Frelimo  elite 
and  foreign  businessmen  can  eat 
the  famous  giant  prawns,  sea 
harvests  being  pledged  to  the 
Soviet  Union  for  years  to  come. 
But  even  if  as  enterprise  economy 
were  genuinely  wanted  by  the 
government,  it  could  not  function 


paying  no  more  than  the  not- 
quite-poor.  It  is  this  latter  point  — 
even  more  than  the  admin¬ 
istrative  horrors  —  that  leaves  a 
sense  of  unease  among  a  good 
many  people  who  may  themselves 
benefit  from  the  new  system. 

A  third  area  of  concern  is 
housing  benefit,  and  specifically 
the  introduction  of  a  rule  that  no 
one  with  more  than  £6,000  capital 
can  claim  it  Several  Tory  MPs 
argued  last  week  in  Parliament 
that  this  would  hit  a  number  of 
people  who  had  shown  thrift  by 
achieving  modest  savings  and  lead 
to  some  real  hardship.  There  is 
also  anxiety  that  the  new  housing 
bill  could  lead  to  insupportably 
high  rents  among  those  just  above 
the  bousing  benefit  level. 

What  all  this  adds  up  to  is  a 
belief  that  radical  reform  has  to  be 
matched  by  generosity  of  spirit 
(and  political  awareness).  Cer¬ 
tainly  new  ways  of  doing  things 
must  be  tried  —  municipal  social¬ 
ism  has  much  to  answer  for.  But 
we  have  to  be  absolutely  sure  that 
in  the  process  the  not  quite  poor 
do  not  get  a  raw  deal.

effectively  in  civil  war. 

Before  all  else  the  war  must 
stop.  To  this  end,  Chissano  could 
propose  free  elections.  Such  elec¬ 
tions,  in  which  Frelimo,  Renamo 
and  others  could  compete  for  the 
people's  confidence  would  not 
only  end  one-party  Communist 
rule,  it  would  also  settle  which 
party  represents  the  will  of  the 
majority,  and  would  whatever  the 
outcome  grant  Renamo  sufficient 
of  a  victory  at  the  outset  to  make 
its  armed  resistance  unnecessary. 

No  elections,  no  liberalization, 
are  in  sight  or  promised.  As 
recently  as  August,  a  US  fact¬ 
finding  group  consisting  of  the 
representatives  of  several  "strat¬ 
egy  think-tanks",  including  the 
Global  Strategy  Council,  and  five 
Republican  senators,  visited 
Mozambique  and  asked  Chissano 
whether  he  would  consider  hold¬ 
ing  elections  for  a  multi-party 
democracy,  or  permit  the  exten¬ 
sion  of  private  enterprise,  or  break 
his  links  with  foe  Soviet  bloc.  His 
reply:  “No,  never!" 

It  may  be  that  Chissano  wants 
peace,  development,  and  a  return 
to  prosperity  for  his  richly  en¬ 
dowed  country.  But  if  not.  and  if 
an  that  be  and  his  party  warn  is 
dictatorial  power,  then  he  will  take 
none  of  the  steps  which  would  be  a 

sigh  of  change,  nor  will  be  break 
with  the  Soviet  Union.  The  testing 
time  is  now.  British  taxpayers 
need  to  know  whether  the  heavy 
investment  made  on  their  behalf 
will  pay  the  political  dividends 
which  the  British  government  has 
led  them  to  expect.

Crime  and  two 

punishments 
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There  is  to  be  a  new  national 
organization  for  crime  prevention 
and  Mr  Hurd  is  recommended  in  a 
report  to  call  it  Crime  Concern.  To 
test  its  worth,  he  should  ask  its 
attitude  to  the  AA  school  of 

criminology. 

Last  week  the  Automobile 
Association  announced  that  Jto 
one  should  be  “punished  twice  — 
for  the  same  offence,  you  under¬ 
stand.  One  couldn't  turn  on  the 
radio  or  look  at  a  newspaper 
during  the  week  without  hearing 
or  reading  MPs  and  journalists 
declaiming  the  injustice  of  punish¬ 
ing  offenders  “twice".  The  event 
which  sparked  it  off  was  Scottish 
Tele  virion's,  and  later  Todays, 
derision  to  list  in  a  "roll  of  shame 
the  names  and  addresses  of  motor¬ 
ists  convicted  of  driving  with 
blood  alcohol  levels  over  the  limit. 

There  are  indeed  good  reasons 
to  deplore  the  listing,  but  the 
thinking  about  punishment  was 
quite  wrong.  The  truth  is  the 
opposite.  Few  of  the  opponents  of 
punishing  twice,  or  in  two  instal¬ 
ments,  explained  clearly  why  it 
was  wrong.  Some  seemed  to 
assume  that  most  other  offenders, 
rapists  say.  are  punished  once  by 
the  law  and  receive  no  further 
punishment  in  tbe  form  of  social 
stigma,  and  therefore  it  was  wrong 
for  the  drivers  to  be  singled  out 

Others  appeared  opposed  not  so 
much  to  two  punishments  as  to 
any  punishment  by  “society”.  Tbe 
law  was  the  proper  agent  of 
punishment.  Society  should  stay 
out  of  it.  Quite  what  they,  the 
Automobile  Association.  MPs  and 
others  have  in  mind  to  do  to  us  if 
we  do  deride,  for  example,  to 
avoid  the  company  of,  or  look 
down  on,  or  in  any  other  way 
punish  for  a  second  time,  released 
murderers  and  muggers,  let  alone 
drink-drivers,  they  did  not  say. 

However,  it  is  obvious,  had  they 
thought  for  a  moment,  that  many 
offenders  are  indeed  punished 
twice,  that  social  disapproval  is 
the  norm.  Moreover,  (hough  it 
may  come,  chronologically,  after 
the  legal  punishment,  it  logically 
precedes  it.  The  law  punishes 
because  society  disapproves.  Tbe 
state  contracts  with  its  citizens  to 
reinforce  their  dispositions  with 
its  sanctions.  Thus  it  is  doubtful 
whether  states  should,  as  a  rule, 
punish  anyone  who  would  not  also 
be  punished  by  society.  Punish¬ 
ment  twice  should  be  tbe  rule.  A 
society  which  tries  to  maintain  its 
order' by  means  of  policemen, 
judges  and  warders  alone,  will 
soon  lose  it.  They  are  merely 
extras,  agents  drafted  in  to  assist 
the  much  more  important  source 
of  order,  society  itself 

I  imagine  the  reason  for  the 
television  listing  was  to  increase 
viewing  figures.  But  one  .at-, 
tempted  justification  might  be  to 
activate  secondary  social  punish¬ 
ment.  For  40  years,  professional 
criminologists  have  been  going  on 
about  “middle-class  crime"  and 
“white-collar  crime"  especially 
tax  evasion,  and  what  infuriates 
them  is  the  lack  of  social  dis¬ 


approval  for  such  offences.  Why, 
they  bleat  in  Oxford  accents,  can  t 
the  man  in  the  street  see  these  are 
as  bad  -  one  suspects  worse  for 
most  criminologists  —  as  those 
street  offences  the  urban  poor  are 

forced  by  their  poverty  to  commit 

It  is  such  thinking  which  might,  n 
it  were  correct,  justify  the  bstrng- 

It  isn't  Those  listed  are  not.  as 

they  have  often  been  called,  drunk 

drivers.  Most  are  drivers  who 
have  hurt  no  one  but  been  found, 
by  the  police  driving  with  more 
than  the  legal  limit  of  alcohol.  The 
man  in  the  street,  it  seems,  has  a 
rather  refined  view,  which 
discriminates  between  those  who 
intentionally  kill  others,  those 
who  kill  them  by  driving  when 
truly  drunk,  and  those  who  neither 
intend  nor  kill  or  even  hurt 
anyone  at  all,  and  are  not  dnmk  m 
any  common-sense  meaning  of 
the  term.  Though  he  may  dis¬ 
approve  of  the  last  category,  he 
does  not  reserve  for  its  members 
the  full  disgust  invited  by  foe  roll 
of  shame.  And  just  as  they,  and  the 

tax  evaders,  are  unlikely  to  arouse 

his  wrath,  even  when  shown  on 
television,  so  tbere  are  other 
offences  which  the  law  punishes 
weakly,  which  he  would  punish 
more  strongly. 

The  fundamental  question  is 
who  decides  about  punishment 
and  crime  prevention,  the  laymeu- 
victims- taxpayers,  or  the  experts, 
the  criminologists,  tbe  Home  Of¬ 
fice,  the  politicians  and  television 
producers.  For  neatly  half  a 
century  the  experts  have  ignored 
the  moralistic  thinking  of  the  man 
in  the  street  They  have  scorned 
his  concern  for  corporal  and 


capital  punishment  They  have 
derided  his  gut  feeling  that  tax 


evasion  and  driving  after  a  couple 
of  pints  are  not  the  same  as 
mugging  and  manslaughter  when 
drunk.  They  have  reluctantly 
allowed  Neighbourhood  Watch 
but  only  if  there  is  no  danger  of  it 
becoming  what  one  of  tbe  report's 
authors  «lk  “over-active  and 
vigilantist";  that  is,  people 
successfully  protecting  the  homes 
and  the  bodies  the  experts  have 
failed  to  protect.  And  for  half  a 
century  crime  has  soared. 

Crime  Concern  looks  like  an¬ 
other  body  of  foiled  experts  — 
Home  Office  consultants  and 
representatives  of  the  liberal 
Nacro,  more  concerned  with  the 
welfare  of  offenders  than  victims. 
It's  already  set  to  tell  the  man  in 
the  street  what  to  do,  blame  him 
for  not  fitting  enough  locks  to 
deter  the  criminals  the  experts 
can't  catch  and  have  even  en¬ 
couraged,  and  no  doubt  tell  him. 
which  crimes  he  should  be  indig¬ 
nant  about  The  reverse  is  what  a 
needed:  a  commitment  to  listen  to 
tbe  social  codes  and  sentiments  of 
the-  law-abiding  majority  upon 
which  order  depends,  and  to  draft 
laws,  punishments,  and  pre¬ 
ventive  strategies  which  seek  not 
to  correct  and  demoralize  it,  but 
follow  and  service  it

I  don’t  know  why  everyone  is 
laughing  at  the  German  who 
wants  to  turn  the  old  fortress  of 
Colditz  Castle  into  an  hotel. 
Prisons  and  hotels  have  a  great 
deal  in  common.  And,  unlike 
Nepal's  Everest  View  Hotel,  the 
castle  will  presumably  not  have  to 
battle  for  custom  against  a  reput¬ 
ation  for  killing  off  the  guests. 

I  had  heard  all  sorts  ofmenacing 
folk  tales  about  Everest  View.  One 
was  that  it  had  three  taps  in  every 
bathroom,  two  for  water  and  one 
for  oxygen  to  resuscitate  guests 
passing  out  because  of  the  altitude. 
Finding  myself  in  foe  vicinity,  I 
thought  I’d  check  it  out 

I  suspected  I  had  made  a 
mistake  when  1  met  a  party  of 
sherpas  and  asked  them  the  way 
there.  They  gave  me  the  look  that 
Transylvanian  peasants  must 
have  given  to  strangers  asking  the 
road  to  Dracula's  Castle.  “You 
really  want  to  go?"  said  one. 
Having  not  slept  in  a  bed  for  a 
month.  I  did.  They  talked  among 
themselves  for  a  bit,  presumably 
wondering  whether  to  warn  me  of 
the  tales  of  guests  who  had  left  in 
coffins.  “I  have  good  bed  for  you 
in  valley."  No  thanks.  “OK.  If  you 
must.  It's  that  path  there." 

It  was  built  by  3  Japanese 
company  on  a  rocky  outcrop  to 
provide  tourists  with  a  glimpse  of 
Everest  without  the  discomforts 
usually  encountered  in  getting 
there.  The  parties  were  to  embark 
by  the  jumbo-load  from  Tokyo, 
have  a  couple  of  days  in  Kath¬ 
mandu,  then  proceed  in  a  small 
plane  to  a  specially  built  airstrip 
I3,000fl  up  in  the  Himalayas. 

They  would  then  board  yaks  for 
a  short  climb  to  the  hotel  itself,  an 
extensive,  luxurious  establish¬ 
ment  built  in  motorway-motel 
style.  What  awaited  them  there 
were  the  basic  facilities  of  20th 
century  hotel  life,  plus  a  chance  to 
admire  tbe  dawn  sun  hitting  the 
roof  of  the  world. 

The  concept  was  brilliant.  Un¬ 
fortunately  it  seems  that  no  one 
had  thought  much  about  what 
happens  to  someone  transposed 
without'  acclimatization  from  sea- 
level  Tokyo  to  a  perch  1 3.000ft  up 
in  the  Himalayas.  Altitude  sick¬ 
ness  is  what  happens.  A  severe 
headache  and  sleeplessness  at  best. 
Death  at  worst 

As  I  mounted  the  24  granite 
steps  to  the  plate-glass  front  door  I 
was  struck  by  the  total  incongruity 
of  the  place.  What  was  it  doing  in 


this  land  of  smoke-filled  stone 
huts  and  farms?  It  was  a  space¬ 
ship  marooned  on  an  alien  planet. 

Also,  it  seemed  to  have  been 
locked  up  and  abandoned.  Bui  l 
could  hear  someone  chopping 
wood.  It  was  a  Nepalese  caretaker, 
who  informed  me  that  they  were 
open  for  business  and  just  hap¬ 
pened  to  have  a  room  free. 

Thus  began  the  strangest  hotel 
night  of  my  life.  A1J  the  artefacts  of 
a  fully  functioning  luxury  hotel 
were  in  place,  just  as  they  must 
have  been  when  it  was  milling 
with  excited,  camera-toting,  and 
no  doubt  headachy  guests.  It  was 
as  though  a  little  comer  of  foe  20th 
century,  a  bit  of  Milton  Keynes 
perhaps,  had  survived  some  fear¬ 
some  Armageddon  to  be  discov¬ 
ered  intact  centuries  later. 

Tbere  was  no  light,  no  heat,  no 
water,  no  guests  and  no  staff,  apart 
from  the  one  Nepali.  But  be  was 
determined  to  carry  on  regardless. 
Through  foe  gloom  I  could  see  the 
dining  room,  with  all  its  tables  laid 
with  white  cloths,  spotless  glasses 
and  cutlery. 

He  had  learnt  his  English  work- 
rag  in  a  hospital  (which  again 
seemed  ominous).

AWAY  FROM  THE  BRINK 


A  ‘crisis  of  exclusion’  for  youth 


Yesterday’s  0.25  per  cent  cut  in  money 
rates-  in  France  and  Germany  was  those 
nation's' hardy  visible  response  to  the  cut  in 
the  US  deficit.  Only  as  a  down-payment  on 
more  substantial  action  is  it  encouraging.  Now 
that  President  and  Congress  have  agreed  on  a 
cut  in  the  US  deficit  the  need  is  for  the 
countries  which  have  a  balance  of  payments 
surplus  to  complement  that  by  injecting 
additional  momentum  into  their  own  econo* 
0  mies.  The  Germans  have  made  a  start  on  this. 

The  response  in  financial  markets  was  swift. 
The  dollar,  which  on  'Monday  registered 
disappointment  with  the  much  more  substan¬ 
tial  US  move  on  the  deficit,  picked  up  nearly 
1.5  pfennigs.  The  London  stock  market 
continued  its  modest  recovery.  Prices  opened 
higher  on  Wall  Street 

It  was  a  good  example  of  the  way  in  which 
markets  respond  only  to  unexpected  news 
while  discounting  more  substantial  events  if 
they  are  already  known.  Bid  at  least  the 
expansionary  moves  in  Germany,  modest  as 
they  are,  can  be  coupled  with  the  deficit 
contraction  in  the  US  to  suggest  that  policy 
makers  are  prepared  to  take  action  against  the 
imbalances  in  the  world  economy  that  were 
ultimately  responsible  for  the  stock  market 
crash. 

The  measures  taken  so  far  are  not  enough  to 
be  certain  of  avoiding  world  recession.  As  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  Mr  Nigel 
,  Lawson,  said  in  a  speech  to  the  American  and 
‘w  Canadian  Chambers  of  Commerce  yesterday, 
whether  the  stock  market  crash  has  a  serious 
impact  on  world  economic  growth  —  and  it  is 
bound  to  have  some  impact  —  depends  on  the 
extent  to  which  the  major  economic  powers 
can  agree  bn  the  appropriate  coordinated 
response. 

The  Chancellor  was  bring  customarily 
direct  Having  advised  the  Americans  on  their 
policies  earlier  this  month,  he  yesterday  ux^d 
a  complementary  response  from  the  countries 
in  balance  of  payments  surplus.  The  Germans 
should  see  their  domestic  monetary  expansion  ' 
in  the  context  of  the  strong  counter-infla¬ 


tionary  advantages  which  they  receive  from  a 
strong  mark.  The  Japanese  must  open  their 
domestic  markets  more  fully  to-  imports.  The 
newly  industrialized  countries  of  the  Far  East, 
particularly  Taiwan  and  Korea,  can  no  longer 
expect  to  demand  open  access  to  the  markets  of 
the  West  while  heavily  protecting  their 
domestic  markets. 

Mr  Lawson  was  right  to  urge  action  on  the 
countries  with  a  trade  surplus  and  right  too  to 
warn  that  the  US  may  also  need  to  take  further 
action.  The  Federal  Reserve  heeds  to  be  ready 
to  raise  interest  rates  to  defend  the  dollar.  This 
is  not  only  to  resist  inflation  but  also  to 
reassure  markets  that  the  US  is  no  longer 
prepared  to  use  the  threat  of  a  lower  dollar 
against  countries  in  surplus  which  refuse  to 
expand  their  economies.  The  brinkmanship  is 
too  dangerous. 

Fears  that  higher  interest  rates  will  lead  to  a 
US  recession  are  real,  though  they  should  be 
less  after  die  strong  growth  in  tiie  third  quarter 
revealed  yesterday.  In  the  end,  however,  the 
US  cannot  afford  to  run  a  protectionist  policy 
which  attempts  to  preserve  American  jobs  at 
the  expense  of  an  ever  lower  dollar  and  rising 
inflation. 

Britain  can  claim  for  the  time  bring  to  have 
got  its  policies  about  right.  The  economy  is  al¬ 
ready  running  about  as  fast  as  it  can  go,  and 
fester  this  year  than  any  other  major  economy. 
This  has  contributed  to  a  balance  of  payments 
deficit,  but  one  which  so  fer  is  manageable  for  a 
country  with  the  second  largest  stock  of 
overseas  assets  in  the  world.  Yesterday's  trade 
figures  for  October  were  again  reassuring. 

Nor  is  Britain  calling  on  the  rest  of  the  world 
to  finance  a  large  budget  deficit  Indeed  in 
terms  of  British  budget  arithmetic  it  scarcely 
has  a  deficit  at  all.  Britain’s  contribution  to  pol¬ 
icy  adjustments  is  therefore  likely  to  be  less 
than  that  of  most  other  countries.  It  will  not  be 
a  bystander,  however.  It  will  play  its  part,  the 
Chancellor  promised  yesterday.  That  part  will 
best  be  played  by  a  modest  cut  in  interest  rates 
is  the  context  of  further  action  by  other 
members  of  the  G7. 


THE  MOOD  OF  IRELAND 


In  the  aftermath  of  Enniskillen  it  was  said  that 
a  taming  point  had  perhaps  been  reached  — 
that  public  revulsion  against  murder  in  Ireland 
^  would  now  drain  support  from  the  terrorists 
V  and  ieir  allies.  Sadly  there  have  been  regular 
predictions  of  this  kind  and,  equally  regularly, 
they  havej failed  to  come  true.  The  public 
revulsion  fades  in  time  and  the  ERA  continues. 

Bat  the  puUic  mood -since  the  deaths  on 
RemembranceSundaycan  be  seen  as  part  of  a 
slower,  deeper  chaDge.  The  most  recent  sign 
was  the  new  yesterday  that  the  search 
operation  on  both  rides  of  the  border  had 
included  a  visit  to  the  house  ofMrNeil  Blaney, 
the  veteran  Republican  supporter  and  member 
ofthe  Daii,  who,  nearly  twenty  years  ago  was  a 
co-defendant  in  a  Dublin  anus-smuggling  trial. 
One  of  the  others  subsequently  acquitted  was 
the  present  Irish  Prime  Minister,  Mr  Charles 
Haughey. 

Mr  Haughey  holds  power  by  a  slender 
margin.  Yesterday  his  government  faced  the 
inevitable  parliamentary  row  arising  from  the 
%  raid  on  the  house  of  a  man  whose  vote  is  so  vi- 
r’i  tal  to  its  own  survival.  For  a  Fianna  Fail 
*  government  —  the  Irish  party  traditionally 
most  sympathetic  to  the  Republican  cause — to 
confront  this  challenge  would  signal  that  Mr 
Haughey  was  confident  of  support  from  public 
opinion.  (Sadly,  there  were  also  signs  yesterday 
that  he  was  not  confident  enough  to  face  down 
his  own  backbenchers  over  the  implementa¬ 
tion  of  the  hew  extradition  law  and  there  are 
disturbing  reports  this  morning  of  an  un¬ 
satisfactory  compromise.) 

The  joint  arms  search  at  least  symbolizes 
some  fresh  determination  to  show  inter- 
government  co-ordination  at  work.  Publicly 
announced  joint  searches  have  been  rare  in  the 
past  and  on  tins  scale,  unknown.  It  seems 
possible  that  the  tragedy  of  Enniskillen  has 
made  clearer-  to  both  British  and  Irish 
governments  the  need  not  only  to  be  co¬ 
operating  more  closely  on  security  matters  but 
to  be  seen  to  be  doing  so.  Such  co-operation  — 

u  and  results -are  the  only  way  in  which  the  An¬ 


glo-Irish  Agreement  will  last  beyond  its  first 
review  at  this  time  next  year. 

The  arms  found  on  tire  Eksund  and  the 
reports  of  previous  similar  shipments  provide 
fresh  evidence  of  the  scope  of  the  IRA's 
ambitions.  They  have  also  led  to  some 
misleading  speculation  about  the  possibility  of 
frontal  warfare  against  the  security  forces.  This 
seems  unlikely,  unless  the  IRA  has  decided  to 
change  its  strategy  completely  —  and  there  is 
little  other  evidence  to  that  effect 

The  exact  nature  of  the  IRA's  strategy  affects 
the  emphasis  of  the  security  policies  used 
against  it  That  strategy  seeks  to  separate 
Northern  Ireland  from  the  United  Kingdom; 
murders  of  policemen  and  soldiers  are  not 
committed  to  inflict  a  military  defeat,  but  to 
persuade  the  population  and  politicians  of  the 
British  mainland  that  there  is  no  point  in 
staying  in  the  north. 

The  weapons  which  trickle  through  the  Irish 
coast  are  destined  for  a  paramilitary  campaign 
which  relies  on  the  drip  effect  rather  than  on  a 
massive  insurgency,  it  is  also  a  campaign 
which  relies  on  publicity  to  weaken  British 
resolve;  exotic  weapons  help  to  grab  the 
attention  of  a  weary  public  and  to  encourage 
the  delusion  that  the  IRA  will  never  go  away. 

The  atrocity  at  Enniskillen  may  have  worked 
against  this  aim.  It  has  helped  encourage  a 
realistic  strength  of  purpose  which  has  been 
especially  evident  south  of  the  border  — 
notwithstanding  Mr  Haughey's  wriggling  on 
extradition.  As  opinion  in  the  Republic  moves 
slowly  away  from  irredentist  nationalism  to  a 
long  overdue  adjustment  to  realities,  so  that 
adjustment  has  hardened  Irish  opinion  against 
terrorism  and  the  moral  ambivalence  which 
has  often  tolerated  it. 

People  in  the  Republic  have  a  deeper 
knowledge  of  just  bow  long  it  takes  to  force 
well-rooted  terrorists  into  the  margins  of 
society  than  many  in  Britain.  Now  more  of 
them  are  prepared  to  say  out  loud  that  however 
long  it  takes,  it  can  and  must  be  done.

for  their  likely  alternate  roles  as  mothers.  Any 
organization  concerned  to  maximize  its  supply 
of  talent  must  take  the  trouble  to  ensure  that  its 
female  employees  can  as  fer  as  possible 
combine  work  and  motherhood  and  bring 
together  professional  and  domestic  life. 

Mrs  Thatcher  is  the  minister  for  the  Civil 
Service,  and  has  the  opportunity  as  such  to 
lead  by  example.  In  her  name  some  progress 
has  been  made  in  making  Whitehall  a  more 
hospitable  environment  for  women  civil 
servants.  But  female  talent  is  still  lost  at  every 
stage — at  appointment,  on  promotion,  during 
and  after  pregnancy. 

Work  practices  may  have  to  change  to  give 
women  achievers  a  fair  chance.  The  price  may 
seem  high  but  if  the  supply  of  high  quality 
personnel  is  to  be  enhanced  it  is  a  price  that  is 
surely  worth  paying  both  in  money  and  in 
shorl-run  inconvenience  to  male  officials  and 
ministers  unused  to  coping  with  part-time 
arrangements  and  job  sharing. 

Mrs  Thatcher's  remarks  are  welcome  then, 
in  a  second,  wider  sense.  To  ensure  there  are 
women's  names  to  put  on  those  short  lists  at 
the  top,  much  more  needs  to  be  done  to 
structure  employment  from  the  bottom  in  such 
a  way  that  women  are  enabled  to  take  on 
domestic  responsibilities  without  losing  fair 
opportunity  to  progress  up  the  ladder.  The 
Civil  Service  has  much  to  learn  from 
enlightened  employers  in  the  private  sector 
and,  especially,  in  local  government  where  - 
though  she  might  dislike  their  politics ,  —  some 
impressive  women  have  risen  to  positions  of 
power  and  influence. 


From  the  National  Secretary  of  the 
National  Council  ofYMCAs 
Sir,  As  Professor  Coffield  (report, 
November  19)  will  know,  the  term 
“crisis  of  exclusion’',  referring  to 
-  the  political,  social  and  economic 
exclusion  of  young  people,  is  not  a 
new  one;  it  has  been  bandied

It  is  our  hope  that  the  statement  by 
the  Prince  of  Wales  (reported  in 
the  same  article)  win  at  last  mean 
that  something  concrete  is  done 
about  this  crisis. 

For  voluntary  organisations 
such  as  the  YMCA  this  “crisis  of 
exclusion”  is  a  daily  reality,  the 
YMCA  comes  into  contact  with 
nearly  a  million  young  people 
each  year,  many  of  whom,  because 
of  personal  or  sodai  difficulties  or 
economic  hardship,  feel  alienated 
from  society,  unable  to  engage 
fully  in  the  life  of  their  commu¬ 
nity. 

The  stated  aim  of  the  YMCA  is 
to  help  young  people  develop  in 
mind,  body  am  spirit.  We  believe 
that  only  through  this  “whole” 
approach  can  young  people  really 
make  the  most  of  their  lives.  For 
this  reason  we  support  the  notion 
of  national  voluntary  service  for 
young  people,  not  as  a  panacea  for 
unemployment,  but  to  give  young 
people  a  chance  to  spend  a  year 
participating  and  becoming  re¬ 
volved  in  society. 

It  is  vital  that  community 
service  is  not  seen  as  something 
reserved  simply  for  the  un¬ 
employed  who  have  nothing  bet¬ 
ter  to  do.  Rather,  it  should  be  an 
experience  which  cuts  across  so¬ 
cial  and  economic  boundaries; 
everyone,  from  the  dustman  to  the 
Gty  stockbroker,  should  be  en¬ 
couraged  to  develop  a  greater 
sense  of  responsibility  towards  the 
community. 

Such  a  scheme  might  also  help 
to  alleviate  the  pressures  on  social 
services  by  providing  support  in 
one-to-one  caring,  conservation 
work  and  urban  renewal.

Frescoes  remembered 

From  Mr  D.  Wilson 
Sir,  In  his  perceptive  review  of  the 
exhibition  of  Edwardian  art  at  the 
Barbican  (November  16)  your 
correspondent,  Mr  John  Russell 
Taylor,  asks,  “who  now  remem¬ 
bers  the  work  of  Mary  Saiganl 
Florence? 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  Mr 
Russell  Taylor,  and  maybe  to 
readers  of  The  Times,  to  know  of 
the  existence  of  a  number  of 
frescoes  executed  by  Mary  Sargant 
Florence  which  adorn  the  walls  of 
the  assembly  hall  of  the  junior 
school  at  Bournville,  Birm¬ 
ingham,  formerly  known  as  the 
Undenominational  SchooL 
This  school  accepted  its  first 
pupils,  I  believe,  during  1917,  so 
presumably  the  frescoes,  which 
illustrate  biblical  scenes,  were 
executed  at  that  time  or  shortly 
afterwards.  They  would  have  been 
done  almost  certainly  at  the 
instigation  of  Mr  George  Cadbury, 
founder  of  Bournville  village  and 
benefactor  of  the  schooL 
As  a  pupil  of  the  school  from 
1934  to  1 938 1  came  to  know  those 
frescoes  very  wen,  since  one  or 
other  of  the  scenes  depicted 
frequently  provided  the  text  for 
morning  assembly.  The  artist’s 
name  was  often  mentioned.

Europe  post-1992 

From  Dr  Caroline  Jackson,  MEP 
for  Wiltshire  ( European  Democrat 
(Conservative)) 

Sir,  Publicising  the  1992  deadline 
for  the  completion  of  the  open 
market  in  the  European  Commu¬ 
nity  is  fine,  but  one  wonders  if  the 
message  about  expanding  oppor¬ 
tunities  can  be  got  through  to  the 
right  people  in  time.  Certainly  the 
attitude  of  British  industry  to  the 
continental  European  market  now 
does  not  augur  well  for  our  success 
after  1992. 

This  is  vividly  illustrated  in 
Spain  —  an  expanding  market 
where  pre-1986  tariff  barriers 
against  goods  from  other  EC 
countries  are  coming  down.  Span¬ 
ish  consumers  are  very  keen  on 
British  goods.  Spanish  industry  is 
seeking  British  commercial  part¬ 
ners.  Spanish  trade  fairs  want 
British  participants. 

It’s  true  that  the  value  of  our 
exports  to  Spain  has  increased  by 
20  per  cent  a  year  recently.  But  the 
French  figure  is  40  per  cent,  and 
the  Italians  may  overtake  us.  The 
record  of  British  participation  in 
important  Spanish  trade  fairs  is  a 
wretched  catalogue  of  cancella¬ 
tions  and  absence.  Even  when 
British  firms  do  participate  they 
often  fail  to  fake  the  fundamental 
step  of  gening  information  about 
products  translated. 

One  aspect  of  this  problem  is 
that  the  idea  of  Europe  as  our 
“home  market”  has  crept  up  on 
the  present  generation  of  export 
directors,  trade  association  direc¬ 
tors  etc,  whose  ideas  and  priorities 
were  formed  in  a  differently- 
orientated  commercial  environ¬ 
ment.  We  are  notorious  as  a 
nation  for  the  absence  of  on-the- 
job  training.  But  such  training, 
about  the  EC  and  about  the 
implications  of  1992,  is  urgently 
needed.  Five  successive  feature 
pages  in  The  Times  (Spectrum, 
November  16-20)  are  not  enough.

HER  MAJESTY  has  been 
advised  to  bestow  upon  the 
Water-Colour  Society  in  Pall- 
mall  East  an  honour  to  which 
public  opinion  will  give  a  cordial 
assent.  A  year  ago  the  QUEEN 
conferred  upon  the  body  the 
prefix  of  RoyaL  As  a  natural 
corollary  to  the  title,  the  dignity  i 
of  membership  is  to  be  confirmed  I 
by  the  grant  of  a  diploma  signed 
by  herself.  Besides  the  step  in 
social  precedence  which  a  Royal 
diploma  conveys,  the  favour 
places  the  members  of  the  Soci¬ 
ety  of  Water-Colour  Painters  on 
professional  equality  with  Royal 
Academicians.  It  is  as  it  were 
announced  on  authority  that  the 
country  invites  the  Society  and 
its  chiefs  to  share  with  the  elder 
and  larger  fellowship  at  Burling¬ 
ton  House  the  trusteeship  of 
British  art.  The  dignity  and 
confidence  have  not  been  awar¬ 
ded  capriciously  or  experi¬ 
mentally.  For  seventy-eight  years 
the  institution  which  may  now  be 
considered  to  have  been  ennobled 
has  upheld,  without  State  fee  or 
countenance,  by  mere  right  of 
good  work,  the  standard  of  one 
important  branch  of  painting.  To 
the  rooms  in  Pall-mall  East  the 
public  has  been  in  the  habit  of 
first  looking  to  cultivate  its  own 
taste  for  a  delightful  pursuit,  and 
to  trace  the  progress  which  has 
been  made.  GEORGE  BAR¬ 
RET’S  classic  landscapes  and 
JOHN  VARLEY’S  faithful  Eng¬ 
lish  riverside  scenes  adorned  its 
earliest  exhibitions.  Within  half- 
a-dozen  years  from  its  com¬ 
mencement,  the  more  celebrated 
names  of  COPLEY  FIELDING 
and  DE  WINT  appear  in  its 
catalogues.  A  continuous  succes¬ 
sion  of  others  as  famous  or  more 
famous  followed.  SAMUEL 
PROUT  and  DAVID  COX, 
WILLIAM  HUNT,  and  CHAR¬ 
LES  CATTERMOLE,  and  J.  F. 
LEWIS  would  have  rendered  any 
gallery  in  Europe  illustrious.  One 
of  TURNER’S  exquisite  draw¬ 
ings  has  graced  its  walls,  though 
TURNER  himself  was  not  a 
member. . .  Its  living  members 
sustain  and  embellish  the  rank 
tbeir  Society  has  inherited.  Their 
methods  of  manipulation  have 
changed  through  a  generous  am¬ 
bition  to  compass  new  effects. 
Not  a  few  have  added  to  the 
mastery  of  light  and  shade  de¬ 
scended  to  them  from  their 
artistic  forerunnera  a  subtle  sense 
of  the  harmony  of  colour  which 
has  rendered  tire  ancient  designa¬ 
tion  of  their  art  as  “drawing”  an 
anachronism.  While  building 
their  rainbow-hued  castles  in  the 
air,  they  have  never  lost  their 
hold  upon  earth.  In  simple 
loyalty  to  nature  the  contem¬ 
porary  exhibitions  and  exhibitors 
do  not  fell  an  inch  behind  the 
best  which  have  preceded  them.

He  attained  office  for  only 

onebriefperiod;andKhedid 

not  conform  to  ntostpeopjp 

idea  of  a  busy  back-bencher - 

always  jumping  up  to  make 
speeches  .  or 
supplementaries  -  many  even 
of  his  colleagues  were  unaware 
of  his  labours  m  promoting, 
legislation  (on  Sunday  obser¬ 
vance,  for  instance),  or  on 
committees,  or  in  forwarding 
understanding  between 
Britain  and  countries  oi  east¬ 
ern  Europe. 

Herbert  John  Harvey 
Parker  was  born  on  July  lb. 
1906.  and  educated  at 
Marlborough  and  St  Johns 
College,  Oxford.  During  the 
General  Strike,  he  was  active 
on  the  university  strike  com¬ 
mittee.  After  taking  hjs  degree 
he  did  research  work 
under  G.  D.  H.  Cole. 

In  1933  he  became  general 
secretary  of  the  New  Fabian 
Research  Bureau,  of  which 
Cole  was  chairman.  Parker’s 
long  association  with  the 
Fabians  emphasized  the  feet 
that  his  kind  of  socialism 
always  seemed  to  belong,  in  a 
sense,  to  the  'thirties.  In  1980 
he  became  president  of  the 
Fabian  Society. 

He  became  MP  for  Rom¬ 
ford  in  1935.  When  that 
constituency  was  divided  after 
the  war.  he  held  Dagenham 
until  1983.  He  took  a  vigorous 
pan  in  the  town’s  life,  notably 
in  connection  with  the  Fond 
works  there. 

During  the  war  Parker  was 
Parliamentary  private  sec¬ 
retary  to  Ellen  Wilkinson 
when  she  was  a  Home  Office 
Minister,  and  so  was  involved 
in  the  social  welfare  side  of  the 
Home  From. 


But  loss  of  office  enabled 
Parker  to  exercise  influence 
from  the  back  benches.- He 
served  on  several  Speaker’s 
Conferences,  and  on  the 
procedure  Committee  from 
1966-73. 


Twice  he  drew  an  early 
place  in  the  ballot  for  Private 
Members*  Bills.  On  the  first 
occasion  he  brought  in  a 
Sunday  observance  measure, 
which  was  defeated  but  led  to 
the  setting  up  of  an  inquiry. 


His  second  Bill  produced 
the  Legitimacy  Act  of  1959, 
the  principal  effect  of  which 
was  to  legitimize  the  children 
of  bigamous  marriages  con¬ 
tracted  in  ignorance  by  one  of  . 
the  partners,  and  to  leg&timree 
by  subsequent  marriage  child-  £ 
ren  conceived  or  born  while  ” 
one  of  the  partners  was  still 
married  to  someone  else. 


Under  the  ten-minute  rule 
he  introduced  a  Bill  which, 
after  18  months'  tough  nego¬ 
tiation  with  the  Home  Office, 
became  law  as  the  Nationality 
(No  2)  Act,  1964.  It 
Implemented  the  UN 
Convention  on  Statelessness, 
protecting  certain  groups  of 
children  from  becoming  state¬ 
less  persons. 


Another  of  his  unsuccessful 
measures  —  designed  to 
"remove  the  pernicious  in¬ 
fluence  of  the  over-rich  MP" 
-  was  a  Bill  to  exclude. 
Members  whose  income  ex¬ 
ceeded  a  specified  amount 


He  was  a  member  of  the 
Arts  and  Amenities  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Labour  Party  ^ 
and  took  a  special  interest  in  ^ 
forestry  and  ancient  buildings. 


In  the  AnJee  Government 
of  1945  he  became  Par¬ 
liamentary  Under-Secretary  at 
the  Dominions  Office.  (His 
PPS  was  a  Parliamentary 
youngster  called  James  Calla¬ 
ghan.)  Attlee  dismissed  him  in 
the  following  year  because, 
Parker  claimed,  the  then 
Prime  Minister  of  South 
Africa,  Smuts,  disapproved  of 
his  attitude  over  the  South 
African  Protectorates,  which 
Smuts  wanted  to  keep  under 
his  control. 


Parker  made  frequent  jour¬ 
neys  abroad.  In  the  Soviet 
Union  he  met  Stalin.  He  was 
chairman  of  the  all-party  Brit¬ 
ish- Yugoslav  Parliamentary 
group.  (And  be  edited  a  series 
oT  Yugoslav  novels  in 
English). 


His  other  books  included 
Labour  Marches  On  (1947) 
and  his  memoirs,  Father  of  the 
House  (1982).  An  earlier  book, 
42  Days  in  the  Soviet  Union 
(1946),  was  criticized  for 
putting  forward  too  much  of 
the  official  Russian  line. 

He  married,  in  1943,  Zena 
Mimardiere.  They  had  one 
son.

Mr  Arthur  Summers,  CBE, 
FRAeS,  who  died  on  October 
28  at  the  age  of  84,  made  an 
outstanding  indirect  contribu¬ 
tion  to  RAF  pilot  training 
through  his  influence  on  the 
production  of  several  genera¬ 
tions  of  RAF  trainers. 


The  celebrated  aircraft 
names  in  postwar  RAF  basic 
training,  Percival  Prentice, 
Provost  and  Jet  Provost,  all 
emerged'  from  the  Luton  fac¬ 
tory  of  Hunting  Aircraft  Ltd, 
whose  organization  he 
controlled  as  its  managing 
director.  Summers's  strength 
lay  not  simply  in  getting  the 
best  out  of  design  and  produc¬ 
tion  teams.  His  excellent  rela¬ 
tions  with  senior  Air  Force 
officers  meant  that  in  seeing  a 
programme  through  he  was 
able  to  be  sure  at  all  stages  that 
the  aircraft  was  what  the  RAF 
wanted. 


|  Bom  on  March  15,  1903, 
,  William  Arthur  Summers  left 
Oswestry  High  School  at  15  to 
join  the  aircraft  firm  George 
Pam  all  in  Bristol,  as  an 
apprentice,  and  worked  on  the 
famous  Avro  504K  trainer. 
Among  other  Parnall  con¬ 
tracts  with  which  he  was 
involved  was  one  from 
Captain  Edgar  Percival  for  the 
construction  of  the  fiist  24 
Gull  monoplanes,  in  1931. 

In  1935  Percival  asked  him 
to  become  his  works  manager, 
and  in  the  following  year 
Summers  organized  the  re¬ 
moval  oF  the  Percival  works 
and  staff  from  Gravesend  to 
Luton. 

From  1940  to  1944 
Summers  was  with  the  Hunt¬ 
ing  Group,  for  which  he 
opened  up  a  new  factory  in 
North  Wales,  and  when,  at  the 


Hunting,  he  became  managing 
director  of  the  combined 
group. 

Immediately  after  the  war, 
under  Summers's  direction, 
this  embarked  on  the  produc¬ 
tion  of  the  famous  series  of 
basic  trainers  which  for  many 
years  continued  to  bear  the 
Percival  name.  Of  these,  the 
Jet  Provost,  last  of  the  Luton- 
buih  line,  is  still  in  service,  not 
only  with  the  RAF  but  with  a 
number  of  overseas  air  forces. 

In  the  1950s,  the  Hunting 
team,  under  Summers,  was 
working  on  a  design  for  a  rear- 
engined  twin-jet  airliner,  des¬ 
ignated  the  Hunting  107.  At 
that  time  Vickers  were 
conceiving  a  similar  project, 
called  the  VC-1 1.  When,  in 
1960,  the  British  Aircraft 
Corporation  was  formed  the 
superiority  of  the  Hunting 
project  was  acknowledged  by 
the  Vickers  team,  and  it 
became  the  basis  for  the  very 
successful  BAC  1-1  {  jet  air¬ 
liner.  Summers  was  made 
director  in  charge  of  the  Hum 
factory  which  assembled  the 
aircraft,  and  played  a  vital  [art 
in  building  up  the  production 
programme. 

He  retired  as  Assistant 
Managing  Director  (Aircraft) 
of  BAC  in  1966. 

A  man  with  a  keen  sense  of 
humour,  Summers  always  had 
good  relations  with  people 
who  worked  under  him,  at  all 
levels.  In  his  spare  time  be 
enjoyed  horse  racing,  and  was 
a  keen  amateur  golfer  and 
president  of  his  local  club  at 
Harpenden. 

He  leaves  a  widow,  Molly, 
and  two  daughters.

E.  FOLSOM 

Jim”:  he  believed  in  the 
political  value,  he  said,  of 
“kissing  every  baby  in  Ala¬ 
bama  over  16  years  of  age." 

Behind  the  hard-drinking 
country-boy  image,  however, 
there  was  a  serious  political 
side  that  was  in  advance  of  its 
lime.  He  saw  that  the  South 
was  never  going  to  win  its  way 
out  of  poverty  unless  it  came 
to  terms  with  the  modem 
world,  on  racial  and  other 
issues. 

Bui  he  lost  out  to  the 
tougher  Governor  George 
Wallace.  He  made  several 
attempts  at  a  comeback,  die 
Iasi  in  1982,  when  blindness 
had  been  added  to  his  other 
handicaps.

Crucial 

issues 


Tbe  issue  of  police  brutality 
towards  blacks  was  raised  in 
two  programmes  last  night.  In 
one  a  Mack  man  stood  outside 
a  police  station  and  gate  some 
advice  for  those  forcibly  in¬ 
vited  inside  on  “how  to  keep 
your  bead  while  all  around  are 
getting  theirs  kicked  in”.  This 
of  course  was  a  joke,  the  latest 
“Guide  to  Crndaiity”  from  i 
The  Lenny  Henry  Show 
(BBCl)  and  that  endearingly 
egomaniac  Brixton  pirate  DJ 
of  incredible  street  credibility, 
Delbert  Wilkins  -  played  with 
customary  energy  and  acc¬ 
uracy  by  Henry  himself.  This 
week,  Wilkins's  continuing 
comic-book  conflict  with  the 
police  was  played  out  on  the 
cricket  field.  When  dealing 
with  such  social  tensions, 
disarming  hmnonr  is  much 
better  than  inciting  hatred  but, 
as  the  series  shows,  it  risks  a 
cosiness  which  sometimes 
anodynely  wishes  away  prob¬ 
lems  rather  than  confronts 
them. 

There  was  no  wishing  away 
brutality  for  the  Mack  man 
whose  murder  by  the  South 
African  police  was  recounted 
again  in  Cry  Freedom:  the 
Inside  Story  (BBCl).  This  was 
not  the  inside  story  of  the 
death  of  Steve  Biko  so  much  as 
tbe  inside  story  of  Sir  Richard 
Attenborough's  latest  film 
which,  as  everyone  must  know 
by  now,  combines  the  story  of 
Biko  with  that  of  a  newspaper 
editor,  Donald  Woods.  Merd- 
fnlly,  we  did  not  really  get 
inside  the  inside  story,  into  the 
endless  wrangles  and  com¬ 
plicated  deals  that  go  into  the 
making  of  any  picture,  but 
were  given  a  promotional  film 
with  location  reports. 

This  sought  both  to  confirm 
the  moral  seriousness  of  the 
enterprise  with  documentary 
background  yet  trivialized  it 
because  the  set  of  any  film, 
however  worthy,  is  full  of 
comic  absurdities.  Centre 
stage,  of  course,  was 
Attenborough  himself.  Some¬ 
how  he  always  manages  both 
to  invite  ridicule  and  admira¬ 
tion,  the  self-parody  of  his 
manner  (a  Hnck-Finn  hat 
topped  those  glasses  and  side¬ 
burns),  complementing  his 
courage  and  conviction.  If  he 
met  the  Devil,  yon  know 
Dickie  would  call  him 
“darling",  perhaps  even  sup 
with  him,  but  give  him  a  piece 
of  his  mind — and  be  criticized 
for  selling  out  to  both  God  and 
mammon.

In  the  steps  of  Nureyev

Farnkh  Ruomatov:  technique  not  seen  since  Nureyev  danced  the  role 


During  the  past  25  yean,  one  short 
sequence  from  the  once  famous  old 
ballet  The  Corsair  has  become 
known  around  the  world  as  a 
showpiece  of  classical  virtuosity, 
but  few  of  us  can  have  expected  to 
see  the  entire  ballet.  Now  the 
complete  work  has  burst  upon  the* 
West,  opening  a  long  Paris  season 
by  the  Kirov  Ballet  from 
Leningrad. 

The  company  arrives  as  the  best 
and  last  of  four  troupes  invited  to 
the  annual  Paris  Internationa] 
dance  festival  which  celebrates  its 
25th  birthday  this  year.  The 
festival's  usual  home  is  the  Theatre 
Des  Champs-ElysSes,  which  has 
just  re-opened  after  a  splendid 
renovation  of  its  original  1913 
designs. 

That  is  where  the  other  com¬ 
panies  appeared:  Ballet  Theatre 
Francois  from  Nancy,  relying 
heavily  on  guest  stars  in  a  Lifar 
programme;  London  Festival  Bal¬ 
let;  and  the  Royal  Danish  Ballet, 
whose  production  of  La  Sylphide 
had  one  of  the  stodgiest  perfor¬ 
mances  1  can  remember. 

The  Palais  des  Congr&s,  where 
the  Kirov  is  playing,  is  a  less 
attractive  hall  but  its  big  audi¬ 
torium  permits  a  top  price  of  only 
300frs  (equal  to  ordinary  ballet 
nights  at  the  Paris  Opoa  or  Covent 
Garden),  while  the  wide  stage  does

justice  to  a  spectacular  production. 

The  Corsair  began  life  in  Paris  in 
1856,  quickly  became  an  inter¬ 
national  hit  but  survived  only  in 
Russia.  Over  the  years  it  has 
acquired  innumerable  new  libretti, 
musical  interpolations  and  choreo¬ 
graphic  interpretations.  This  latest, 
premiered  in  Leningrad  only  six 
months  ago.  is  staged  by  the 
veteran  ballet  master  Piotr  Gusev. 

The  ballet  owes  its  title,  the 
names  of  four  of  its  characters,  but 
not  much  more  to  a  poem  by 
Byron.  The  hero,  Conraa,  is  a  bad 
bold  pirate  with  a  heart  of  gold. 
The  action  mainly  concerns  his 
rescue  of  a  Greek  girl,  Medora, 
from  the  clutches  of  a  slave  dealer, 
Lankedem.  Thanks  to  a  potion1 
which,  sprinkled  upon  flowers, 
knocks  out  anyone  rash  enough  to 
smell  them,  Lankedem  gets  a 
second  attempt,  but  with  the  same 
outcome. 

This  is  thin  for  a  three  act  ballet, 
but  that  hardly  matters  because  the 
confrontations,  disguising  and 
battles  maintain  enough  animation 
between  the  set  dances  which  are 
the  chief  attraction.  Besides,  to

As  for  the  dancing,  the  well- 
known  pas  de  deux  turns  out  in  this 
context  to  be  a  pas  de  irois ,  with  the 
male  role  supplemented  and 
shared  between  Conrad  and  his 
faithful  servant,  Ali.  This  role 
introduces  the  24-year-old  Farukh 
Ruzimatov  who,  in  his  first  season 
in  western  Europe,  has  at  once 
established  himself  as  the  Kirov’s 
new  male  star. 

He  comes  from  Tashkent  in 
Soviet  Asia,  and  has  a  voluptuous¬ 
ness,  a  sense  of  drama  and  a 
technique  not  seen  since  Nureyev, 
who  introduced  it  to  the  West 
when  he  too  was  24. 

However,  having  seen  three 


women  who  dazzle  most  to  this 
ballet  I  have  not  yet  seen  Olga^ 
Cbenchikova’s  Medora,  butjudg-w 
ing  by  previous  seasons  deserves 
the  praise  she  has  received. 

The  exotic  (but  m  this  role 
curiously  cool)  Altynai 
Assylmuratova  is  the  general 
favourite:  1  enjoyed  more  the 
beautifully  assured,  warm  and 
open  performance  of  Tatiana 
Terekhova,  and  also  the  marvel¬ 
lous  freshness,  brilliantly  secure 
technique  and  vivid,  clear,  whole¬ 
hearted  acting  of  the  talk  very 
young,  Yulia  Makbalina. 

And  when  shall  we  see  all  this  in 
London?  Not  soon,  I  fear.  The 
Kirov  ballet  is  in  Paris  until 
January  10  with  seven  pro¬ 
grammes:  performances  Tuesday 
to  Sunday.  The  Corsair  is  sched¬ 
uled  again  for  Christmas  week.

Slide  Hampton  passing-' 
through-  At  the  moment  the  1 
group  boasts  perhaps  its  siroa- , 
gesl-ever  front  line  with  Nat  j 
Adderley  and  Woody  Shaw  on  ' 
trumpet,  Nathan  Davis  and 
Joe  Henderson  on  saxophone, 
alongside  the  trombonist  Cur¬ 
tis  Fuller. 

There  was  an  exhilarating 
air  of  disorganization  on  their  ' 
opening  night,  mainly  due  to  a  ! 
shortage  ofrehearsal  time.  But  j 
watching  such  accomplished  , 
musicians  groping  their  way  ' 
towards  a  cohesive  sound  can  I 
be  more  interesting  than  see¬ 
ing  a  well-drilled  machine  go 
through  the  motions. 

On  most  of  the  numbers, 
such  as  Davis's  “Hot  Licks” 
and  the  opening  Clarke  theme, 
the  emphasis  was  on  hard 
blowing  rather  than  intricate 
orchestration.  The  most  am¬ 
bitious  voicings  were  reserved 
for  the  new  arrangements  of 
“The  Old  Country”. 

The  performance  came  to 
the  boil  with  a  blues  com¬ 
posed  by  the  bassist  Jimmy 
Woode.  His  complex  in¬ 
troductory  solo  prefaced  some 
effortless,  timeless  choruses, 
underpinned  by  Kenny 
Drew’s  piano.  Idns  Muham¬ 
mad,  normally  a  fiery  drum¬ 
mer,  was  unobtrusive  yet 
incisive—  in  other  words,  pure 
Kenny  Clarice.

Within  the  uneasy  dream  at¬ 
mosphere  of  the  19S8  song- 
cyde  Nocturne  lies  the  source 
of  many  of  Britten's 
preoccupations  in  the  1960s.

Britten  (inspired  perhaps  by 
Jung,  whose  writings  first 
appeared  in  English  in  the 
1950s)  explored  taboo  terri¬ 
tories  without  stepping  outside 
tbe  popular  canon  of  English 
poets.  Moreover,  his  musical 
idiom  here  is  a  Berg-like  web 
of  covert  meaning. 

Robert  Tear's  performance, 
with  the  English  Chamber 
Orchestra  ernder  Jeffrey  Tate, 
was  not  always  glorious  in 
timbre,  but  it  was  masterly  in 
its  restraint  and  intelligence. 
He  relished,  as  all  tenors  do, 
getting  bis  teeth  into  the 
“wouderoas  grots’*  and  “enor¬ 
mous  polypi”  of  The  kraken, 
but  displayed  more  subtle 
skills  too:  a  steely 
sprechstimme  for 

Wordsworth's  evocation  of  the 
September  Massacres;  a 
summoning  of  big  tone  for  the 
Mahierian  setting  of  die 
Shakespeare  sonnet  where 
the  ECO  also  crowned  a 
spotless  display  of  chamber- 
orchestra  craft 

Earlier  the  fetehiagly  cos¬ 
tumed  Nigel  Kennedy  bad 
given  a  delightful  performance 
of  Mendelssohn's  Violin  Con¬ 
certo.  Not  everything  came  off, 
for  Kennedy  is  not  a  technical 
perfectionist  (then  an  quite 
enough  id  those  around).  He 
offers  something  more  pre- 
dons:  risk,  genuine  sensibility 
and  passion.  The  concerto  was 
partnered  by  Mendelssohn's 
orchestration  of  the  Scherzo 
from  his  Octet— an  enjoyable 
rarity,  once  the  ear  becomes 
accustomed  to  those  alien 
bassoons  and  clarinets  chor¬ 
tling  away.

The  Barbican,  it  seems,  is 
becoming  a  more  and  more 
inhospitable  place  for  audi¬ 
ences.  Bland  cafeteria  food,  a 
dearth  of  properly  functioning 
lavatories  and,  worst,  a  stifling 
heat  all  contributed  to  the 
comfort  of  the  paying  cus¬ 
tomer  on  Sunday.  One  hopes 
that  the  backstage  manage¬ 
ment  takes  better  care  of 
visiting  artists,  but  perhaps  it 
does  not,  for  the  playing  in  the 
first  half  of  the  Salzburg 
Moza rleum  Orchestra's  all- 
Mozart  programme  had  a 
decidedly  depressed  aura 
about iL 

All  the  sam&  many  good 
musical  qualities  were  on 
show.  The  strings  make  a 
sophisiicatedly  lush  sound, 
while  the  woodwind  are  just  as 
highly  polished  (there  are  no 
concessions  here  to  period 
style  playing).  And  although 
the  Paris  Symphony  did  lack 
that  vital  element  of  daring 
cut  and  thrust  it  was  rhyth¬ 
mically  well-pointed,  and  in 
all  other  respects  —  of  speeds, 
ensemble,  intonation  —  per¬ 
fectly,  if  only,  acceptable. 

One  had  to  wail  until  after 
tbe  interval  for  the  orchestra 
to  show  signs  of  spontaneous 
imagination,  and  they  came  in 
a  work  that  many  lesser 
assemblies  might  have  been 
tempted  10  take  for  granted, 
namely  the  G  minor  Sym¬ 
phony.  No  40. 

Here  the  conductor.  Hans 
Graf,  instilled  in  his  musicians 
a  real  hunger  for  the  drama  of 
the  piece.  The  Andante,  in 
particular,  was  finely  shaped 
and,  helped  by  some  delec¬ 
table  woodwind  playing  (this 
was  the  more  commonly 
heard  version,  with  clarinets), 
took  on  a  momentum  rarely 
encountered  in  any  perfor¬ 
mance. 

Between  the  symphonies, 
the  pianist  Steven  de  Groote’s 
performance  of  the  C  minor 
Piano  Concerto.  K49l,  was 
accomplished,  well  detailed 
and  confident-  Despite  a 
beautifully  pure  slow  move¬ 
ment,  however,  the  problem 
was  simply  that  he  did  not 
make  the  music  sound  new 
enough.  Performance,  surely, 
is  all  about  doing  that

For  the  garden  scenes  in  this 
Cambridge  Theatre  Company 
production  of  Turgenev’s  ro¬ 
mantic  tragi-comedy,  Poppy 
Mitchell's  design  includes 
lofty  slabs  of  pale  green  to¬ 
piary,  probably  made  of  that 
spongey  stuff  people  stick 
flowers  into. 

Look  at  the  slabs  atten¬ 
tively,  however  and  they  are 
evidently  wafer-thin,  an  ob¬ 
vious  advantage  for  a  touring 
company. 

With  another  eye-catching 
feature  of  this  production 
present  in  all  the  scenes, 
namely  Celia  Imrie's  central 
performance  as  Natalya,  two- 
dimensionality  is  just  as  obvi¬ 
ously  a  severe  handicap. 

Here  is  a  woman  of  psycho¬ 
logical  complexity,  the  bored 
wife  of  a  country  landowner, 
with  a  tamed  admirer  on  hand 
to  read  her  Monte  Cristo,  who 


suddenly  finds  herself  over¬ 
whelmed  with  love  for  her 
small  son’s  handsome  young 
tutor. 

Even  when  she  grasps  what 
is  happening  to  her,  she 
admits  and  denies  it  in  alter¬ 
nate  sentences,  flustered  by  an 
unacknowledgeable  love  and  a 
jealousy  of  her  young  ward 
that  she  cannot  acknowledge 
either. 

Yet  Miss  Imrie  seldom  lets 
her  voice  escape  the  narrow 
range  she  imposes  on  it  in  the 
very  first  scene.  Quick  to 
interrupt,  unconvincingly 
swift  to  pronounce  thoughts 
that  should  really  knock  her 
sideways,  she  lets  the  words 
<come  rattling  out,  remarking 
on  the  tremors  of  her  heart 
with  the  same  show  of  enthu¬ 
siasm  she  displays  for  the 
quality  of  tbe  raspberries. 


Bill  Pryde’s  direction  allows 
her  to  give  an  interpretation 
that  bounces  along  tbe  surface, 
so  that  at  crucial  confronta|| 
tions  the  other  performers  cssr 
engage  with  their  own  chang¬ 
ing  emotions  but  not  with 
hers. 

Richard  Heifer’s  Raldtin 
presents  the  pain  behind  the 
old  admirer’s  languor;  Gerard 
Logan  is  a  conspicuously 
handsome  tutor,  touchingly 
confused  by  the  gentry's  pas¬ 
sion  for  him.  Maggie  O'Neill 
matures  from  wardship  to 
womanhood  with  fine  ve¬ 
hemence,  and  there  is  a  truth¬ 
ful,  confident  performance  by 
Daniel  Mason  as  the  eager 
boy.  But  lacking  a  eloquent 
Natalya  the  occasion  is  like  a 
month  without  a  Sunday.

Poetry  on  the  piano 


An  impressive  new  pianist 
was  Balazs  Szokolay,  son  of 
the  eminent  Hungarian  com¬ 
poser  Sandor  Szokolay.  He 
has  a  brilliant  track-record  of 
continental  awards,  and  at  26 
commands  a  virtuoso  tech¬ 
nique  of  imposing  consis¬ 
tency.  marred  only  by  a 
curious  reluctance  to  finish  a 
phrase  cleanly  and  without 
pedal  distortion. 

He  was  much  at  home  in 
Bartok,  whose  two  Elegies 
were  played  with  requisite 
sense  of  structure  and  resource 
that  belie  their  poetic  title. 

Another  accomplished 
exponent  of  Bartok  was  the 
violinist  Ani  Schnarch, 
Romanian-bom  and  now  liv¬ 
ing  in  Britain,  encompassing 
the  wide  emotional  and  tech- 
nical  scope  of  ihe  Sonata  No  1. 
She  was  ably  partnered  by 
Piers  Lane. 

Alvin  Moisey  was  a  piston¬ 
packing  pianist  in  Deux 
Etudes  de  sonorite  by  the 
Canadian  Francois  Morel,  and 
had  a  splendid  command  of 
keyboard  timbre  for  the  suite 
from  Stravinsky’s  Petrushka. 

Amelia  Young  was  a  cellist 
of  no  mean  potential  in  the 
sustained  romantic  ardour  of 
Franck's  Sonata.  Richard 
Greenwood  at  the  piano  was 
also  an  assured  partner  for  the 
more  varied  character  of 
Debussy's  Sonata. 

Miguel  Garau  and  Fer¬ 
nando  Millet,  an  Argentinian 
duo  now  based  in  France,  are 
persuasive  advocates  of  the 
kind  of  relaxed  guitar  partner¬ 
ship  that  seldom  raised  the 
emotional  temperature.  The 
aptly-titled  Las  Deux  Amis 
from  the  guitar  duets  of 
Fernando  Sor  was  played  with 
polished  style  and  verve. 

Noel  Goodwin 

Brilliant  young  Japanese  pi¬ 
anists  might  come  two  a 
penny,  but  few  of  them  come 
quite  as  young,  brilliant  and 
sensitive  as  Mari  Kodama, 
who  is  still  only  20.  In  her 
recital  she  was  able  to  explore 
deep  beneath  the  surface  of 
Chopin’s  B  flat  minor  Piano 
Sonata;  and  though  there  were 
eccentricities,  like  her  ten¬ 
dency  to  accent  certain  notes 
in  the  finale  as  though  they 

marked  the  outline  of  a  theme, 
her  interpretation  was  obvi¬ 
ously  the  result  of  due  consid- 
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arrest  attention  through  con¬ 
troversy.  Throughout  the  eve¬ 
ning  she  showed  fine  technical 
control  and  a  wide  spread  of 
tonal  inflexion,  both  of  which 
contributed  to  a  poetic  reading 
of  Ravel’s  Caspard  de  la  NuiL 
cool  headed  yet  intense. 

By  contrast  Patrick 
O'Bynie.  a  pianist  who  was 
born  in  Dublin  but  has  lived 
since  childhood  in  New  Zea¬ 
land,  seemed  weighed  down 
by  the  occasion  in  his  recitaL 
He  began  with  Douglas 
Lilbum's  Chaconne,  31  rather 
laboured  variations  which  de¬ 
manded  a  more  positive  ap¬ 
proach  than  O’Byme  gave 
them.  Then  came  Ravel's 
Miroirs,  sadly  colourless  and 
static,  and  finally  a  perfor¬ 
mance  of  Schumann's 
Davidsbundlcrtanzc  in  which 
O’  Byrne  seemed  unable  to 
distinguish  the  characters  of 
Florestan  and  Eusebius  from 
each  other. 

The  cellist  Jane  Goodwin 
and  the  pianist  Paul  Turner 
began  their  recital  with 
Beethoven's  Cello  Sonata  Op 


102  No  1,  and  at  once  it  was  ^ 
obvious,  despite  Goodwin's 
confident  though  slightly  un¬ 
comfortable-looking  tech¬ 
nique  and  pleasant  sound,  that 
something  was  missing  in 
sheer  dramatic  weight  Nei¬ 
ther  player  yet  possesses  quite 
enough  force  or  personality  to 
be  able  to  turn  the  intermi¬ 
nable  and  uninspired  finale  of 
Grieg's  Sonata  into  something 
compelling,  either,  while  it 
was  surely  an  error  of  judg¬ 
ment  of  Turner’s  to  play  with 
the  lid  of  the  piano  closed.  He 
sounded  far  too  reticent 
throughout.  Evidence  of 
Goodwin's  promise  (she  is 
still  only  21)  came,  however, 
with  her  mature  reading  of 
Britten's  Third  Suite,  where  at 
last  she  seemed  in  direct  touch 
with  what  lies  so  eloquently 
beneath  the  notes.

Every  Thanksgiving,  the 
Daughters  of  the  American 
Revolution  gather  at  the  US 
Embassy  in  Grosvenor  Square, 
London,  for  talk,  tradition 
and  turkey.  This  month  the 
Daughters  (motto:  God,  Home 
and  Country)  had  an  extra 
reason  for  meeting.  They  are 
already  making  preparations 
for  the  society's  centenary  in 
1990.  And  members  of  the 
DAR's  London  chapter  met 
for  a  sneak  preview  of  Portrait 
of  a  Daughter,  a  misty-eyed 
view  of  the  society's  contribu¬ 
tion  to  history  and  the  lot  of 
the  huddled  masses. 

Opening  with  the  glint  of 
sunlight  on  muskets,  the 
movie  romped  through  a 
couple  of  hundred  years  in 
about  half  an  hour.  Daughters 
were  seen  at  work  rescuing 
children  from  “broken  home 
situations”  and  dishing  out 
flags  and  citizenship  manuals 
to  new  Americans. 

The  last  real  "Daughter  of 
the  Revolution”,  Annie  Knight 
Gregory,  whose  father  was  a 
drummer  boy  with  Washing¬ 
ton  at  Valley  Forge,  died  more 
than  40  years  ago.  Latter-day 
Daughters,  who  have  to  be 
descended  from  someone  who 
helped  on  the  "right"  side  in 
the  revolution,  tend  to  be 
fiercely  patriotic  WASPs. 
They  are  also  generally  rather 
more  elderly  than  their 
Daughter  status  might  imply. 

Among  those  gathered  for 
the  preview  was  Nancy 
Gough,  a  Colonial  Dame  as 
well  as  a  Daughter.  Like  the 
Daughters,  Colonial  Dames 
expend  most  of  their  energies 
on  a  mixture  of  culture  and 
good  works.  In  London,  their 
main  project  is  the  restoration 
of  the  Benjamin  Franklin 
house  near  Charing  Cross,  But 
they  score  over  daughters  in 
historical  prestige. 

’•  “1  had  an  ancestor  who  was 
a  Puritan  minister,  but  to  be  a 
Colonial  Dame,  you  have  to 
have  someone  who  was  in 
public  service  before  the 
revolution;”  Mrs  Gough  says. 
"1  .had  ‘  to  dig*  deep,  but 
eventually  1  found  an  ancestor 
who  came  from  Bishop's 
Stanford,  and  was  a  member 
of  the  State  Legislature  in 
Connecticut" 

Hereditary  societies  abound 


The  Daughters  of 
the  American 
Revolution  have 
been  talking 
turkey  in  London 

in  the  US.  from  the  Mayflower 
Descendants  to  the  Daughters 
of  the  Barons  of  Runnymede. 
The  DAR  and  the  Colonial 
Dames  are  simply  two  mani¬ 
festations  of  a  flourishing 
national  obsession.  Nancy 
Reagan  is  a  Daughter.  So,  too, 
is  the  astronaut  Margaret 
Rhea  Seddon.  who  took  a 
DAR  banner  into  space  on  the 
Discovery.  But  most  of  the 
209,000-plus,  members  are  or¬ 
dinary  home-loving  women 
who  belong  simply  because 
their  mothers  did. 

The  Daughters,  whose  de¬ 
clared  aims  are  historic 
preservation,  promotion  of 
education  and  patriotic  en¬ 
deavour,  are  officially  non- 
political.  But  every  April,  on 


the  anniversary  of  the  Battle 
of  Lexington,  chapter  repre¬ 
sentatives  meet  at  the  DAR 
headquarters  in  Washington 
to  discuss  issues  of  the  day. 
This  year,  delegates  had  a 
three-hour  debate  on  Aids. 

“People  are  generally  more 
interested  in  visiting  the  an¬ 
cestral  home  of  George  Wash¬ 
ington,  or  seeing  where  the 
Mayflower  sailed  from,"  Mrs 
Gough  says.  “They’re  not 
really  interested  in  the  politi¬ 
cal  things."

Sorrowing  relatives  filed  through  the  converted 
chapel  which  serves  as  the  St  Pancras 
Coroner’s  Court  yesterday  when  the  inquest 
opened  on  28  of  the  30  victims  of  the  King's 
Cross  tragedy. 

Parents  came  to  identify  their  children,  sons 
and  daughters  even  more  shakily  to  identify 
parents. 

“It  Is  the  most  sorrowful  occasion  I  can 
remember  in  this  court”.  Dr  Douglas  Cham¬ 
bers,  the  coroner,  said.  A  small,  business-like 
figure,  he  tried  to  spare  the  relatives  anguish 
by  dealing  with  them  quietly  and  quickly. 

He  used  the  same  form  of  words  to  each  of 
them:  “In  the  circumstances  of  this  tragedy,  1 
have  got  to  make  inquiries  to  establish  the 
identity  of  everybody.  1  shall  sign  a  form  for 
burial  and  then  adjourn  the  matter  for  further 
inquiries  to  be  made.” 

The  crash  of  relatives,  police  and  press  in 
the  small  courtroom  and  its  surroundings  was 
so  great  that  the  inquest  began  early.  First  to 
be  Identified  was  Mr  Colin  Townsley,  the  fire 
brigade  station  officer  who  lost  his  life  going 
tack  into  the  Underground  station  after  the 
first  rescues.  A  colleague,  divisional  officer 
Michael  Whhty,  gave  the  necessary  brief 
evidence. 

The  most  poignant  moment  came  with  the 
appearance  of  Miss  Ragini  Singh  to  identify 
•h ree  of  her  family:  her  brother  Rai  Singh,  her 


sister  Mrs  Sosheila  Cottle,  and  her  nephew 
Dean  Conte.  She  took  the  oath  in  a  dear  voice 
and  did  her  doty  before  collapsing  weeping  into 
the  arms  of  a  friend. 

Miss  Yvonne  Holden,  her  face  stained  by 
tears  and  still  in  a  state  of  shock,  had  to  be 
helped  to  the  witness  box  by  a  friend  to  identify 
her  father  MictaeL  In  some  cases  whole 
families  came  to  support  the  member  giving 
evidence  and  the  proceedings  had  to  wait  while 
they  filed  out  to  a  side  room  when  the 
identification  evidence  was  complete. 

In  other  cases  it  was  jnst  an  employer  who 
gave  evidence.  Ms  Doreen  Kemnir,  a  Camden 
Council  supervisor,  gave  formal  identification 
of  Mr  Terence  Bet  aged  54,  a  council 
employee.  Mr  Eric  Harris;  landlord  of  the 
Three  Compasses  in  Dalston  Lane,  east 
London,  identified  Mr  Ralph  Humberstone, 
his  morning  deaner.  Dr  Chambers  said  police 
were  stili  trying  to  trace  relative  or  Mr 
Humberstone,  who  was  aged  about  50  and 
came  from  Skegness. 

It  took  little  more  than  an  hour  to  complete 
Che  proceedings.  At  the  end  Mr  Christopher 
Carting,  for  London  Regional  Transport 
expressed  “profound  sympathy  for  all  those 
who  have  suffered  bereavement”.

Hurd  in 
police 
guns 
pledge

Mr  Douglas  Hurd,  the  Home 
Secretary,  said  yesterday  that 
Britain  would  not  become  a 
country  with  a  gun-toting 
police  force. 

Reacting  to  the  two  in¬ 
cidents  in  36  bouts  in  which 
gunmen  were  shot  dead  by 
police;  Mr  Hurd  said:  “Don’t 
let  anyone  suppose  from  two 
days'  tragedies  that  we  are 
becoming  a  country  with  a 
gun-toting  police  force.  That  is 
not  their  wish  and  it  is 
certainly  not  ours”. 

Mr  Hurd,  speaking  on  BBC 
Radio  Four’s  Today  pro¬ 
gramme,  said:  “The  police  in 
this  country  use  guns  in  single 
figures  each  year,  much  less  in 
the  whole  of  England  and 
Wales  than  in  one  big  Ameri¬ 
can  city  in,  say,  two  or  three 
months”. 

The  Prime  Minister,  asked 
in  the  Commons  yesterday 
about  the  shootings,  insisted 
that  the  police  must  have  the 
proper  means  to  defend  them¬ 
selves  against  armed  crim¬ 
inals. 

Later  yesterday,  at  the  an¬ 
nual  Home  Office  Standing 
Conference  on  Crime  Preven¬ 
tion,  Mr  Hurd  said  that  while 
violent  crime  rightly  captured 
the  headlines.  19  out  of  20 
crimes  in  Britain  were  not 
violent.  The  police,  he  said, 
were  right  to  concentrate  on 
violent  crime  and  the  dear-up 
rates  were  high.  It  was  right 
too  that  the  courts  were 
increasingly  hard  on  violent 

criminal* 

However  19  out  of  20 
crimes  were  crimes  against 
property  which  were  much 
easier  to  prevent  than  to 
detect 

Mr  Hurd  said  that  there  had 
been  an  amazing  explosion  of 
popular  energy  as  Britain's 
Neighbourhood  Watch 
schemes  had  grown  from  one 
in  1982  to  more  than  42,000 
today,  involving  more  than 
3.S  million  households. 

Of  the  planned  new  Nat¬ 
ional  Organization  lor  Crime 
Prevention,  details  of  which 
have  been  disclosed  pre¬ 
viously  by  The  Times,  Mr 
Hurd  said  that  he  had  in  mind 
a  body  that  would  in  due 
course  be  independent  and 
free-standing  of  Government.

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B-Cal  merger  faces  second  inquiry

British  Caledonian’s  pro¬ 
posals  for  a  merger  faced 
another  inquiry  last  night 
when  the  Office  of  Fair  Trad¬ 
ing  (OFT)  ordered  an  in¬ 
vestigation  into  its  link  with 
SAS,  the  Scandinavian  airline. 

The  investigation  will,  how¬ 
ever,  be  one  of  the  quickest 
ever  held.  Sir  Gordon  Borne, 
director  general  of  OFT,  has 
given  the  airlines  and  other 
interested  parties  only  until 
today  to  give  their  views  even 
though  formal  proposals  have 
yet  to  be  put  forward. 

He  has  been  told  by  Britan¬ 
nia  Airways  that  “B-Cal  must 


not  be  permitted  to  bale 
themselves  out  of  their  diffi¬ 
culties  by  imposing  additional 
problems  and  restraints  on  the 
rest  of  the  UK  airlines”. 

The  investigation  by  OFT  is 
the  same  as  that  launched  by 
Sir  Gordon  after  the  initial  bid 
by  British  Airways  and,  how¬ 
ever  quickly  it  is  concluded, 
could  pose  new  problems  for 
B-Cal,  which  needs  an  injec¬ 
tion  of  cash  quickly. 

The  biggest  problems  will 
come  if  as  a  result  of  Sir 
Gordon's  investigation,  the 
Department  of  Trade  and 
Industry  calls  for  another 
investigation  by  the  Monopo¬ 
lies  and  Mergers  Commission, 


as  the  existing  British  Airways 
offer  would  have  lapsed  by  the 
time  it  was  completed. 

Another  lengthy  investiga¬ 
tion  could  destroy  the  con¬ 
fidence  of  tour  operators  in 
making  forward  bookings, 
which  is  believed  to  be  why  Sir 
Gordon  is  acting  so  quickly. 

Last  night,  B-Cal  executives 
were  again  preparing  a  de¬ 
tailed  briefing  for  OFT  on  why 
they  wanted  a  merger,  partic¬ 
ularly  with  SAS.

Troubled  BR  engineering  to  be  sold

The  loss-making  British  Rail 
subsidiary,  British  Rail  En¬ 
gineering  Ltd  (Brel),  is  to  be 
sold  to  the  private  sector. 

Mr  Paul  Channon,  Sec¬ 
retary  of  State  for  Transport, 
indicated  yesterday  in  the 
Commons  thal  he  would  look 
favourably  on  a  management- 
worker  buyout  of  the  troubled 
company,  which  lost  £170 
million  last  year  on  a  turnover 
of  £452  million. 

He  said  thal  Brel’s  four 
main  works,  at  Crewe,  York 
and  two  at  Derby,  with  a  total 
staff  of  11.000,  would  be 
offered  for  sale  as  a  single 


entity  by  next  spring.  The 
plant  at  Horwich,  near  Bolton, 
would  be  sold  separately. 

Such  a  course  of  action 
offered  the  best  prospects  of 
creating  a  secure,  viable  in¬ 
dustry  capable  of  diversifying 
beyond  its  current  remit  of 
building  and  repairing  railway 
locomotives  and  rolling  stock, 
Mr  Channon  told  MPs. 

Mr  Peter  Holdstock,  mana¬ 
ging  director  of  BreL  said  Iasi 
night  that  his  directors  in¬ 
tended  to  bid  for  the  com¬ 
pany.  The  bid  would  be 
backed  by  Brel's  employess, 
who  would  be  offered  shares, 
as  well  as  “other  major 
organizations”. 

However  the  Opposition 


condemned  the  move  as  a 
“kick  in  the  teeth”  which 
would  mean  the  death  of  a 
once  great  industry  and  jeop¬ 
ardize  its  existing  jobs. 

Mr  Robert  Hughes.  Lab¬ 
our’s  chief  spokesman  on 
transport,  said  Mr  Channon's 
statement  confirmed  the  cyni¬ 
cal  manipulation  and  betrayal 
of  the  Brel  workforce.  Its 
numbers  would  have  fallen 
from  35.000  to  7,500  by  next 
April  under  the  Tories. 

The  response  of  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  and  BR  management 
to  the  self-sacrifice  of  staff  had 
been  contemptible.  BR  chiefs 
had  limited  their  investment 
to  redundancy  cheques  to  the 
tune  of  £1 70  million. 


Mr  Channon  said  Sir  Rob¬ 
ert  Reid,  chairman  of  BR,tad 
recommended  that  the  Com¬ 
pany  be  put  on  the  market  as 
soon  as  possible.  He  tad 
ministerial  approval  would  be 
needed  before  a  sate  went 
ahead  and  that  the  BR  board 
and  its  merchant  bank  advis¬

In  August.  Delta  made  an 
unsuccessful  £70  million  bid 
attempt  for  George  H  Scholes,

Mix  blessing  at 
Powell  Duffryn 


Doing  well  on  the  back  of 
exceptional  circumstances 
can  have  its  drawbacks,  as 
Powell  Duffryn  would  no 
doubt  agree. 

A  one-off  benefit  from  the 
fall  in  the  oil  price  boosted 
profits  in  the  first  half  of 
1986.  Now  more  normal 
circumstances  prevail,  leav¬ 
ing  a  gap  to  be  filled. 

Thus  to  report  trading 
profits  £24.000  higher  might 
not  seem  a  remarkable 
achievement  but  it  masks  an 
impressive  change  in  mix. 

.  Fuel  distribution  profits 
fell  42  per  cent,  while  those 
from  the  rest  of  the  group 
rosea  third. 

The  swing  in  exceptional 
items  from  last  year’s  ship¬ 
ping  reorganization  debit  of 
£966.000  to  a  £409,000  profit 
from  the  sale  of  some  Carless 
Capel  Leonard  shares  com¬ 
bined  with  a  higher  interest 
charge  to  increase  pretax 
profits  by  10  per  cent. 

Investment  continues  in 
core  businesses,  engineering, 
construction  materials  and 
fuel  distribution.  Shipping 
and  bulk  storage  are  to  live 
off  their  blubber  for  the  time 
being.  Their  future  within  the 
group  is  less  secure. 

Gearing  is  creeping  up  and 
will  have  risen  from  25  per 
cent  to  40  per  cent  by  the  year 
end.  The  last  time  gearing 
was  this  high  it  was  reduced 
by  die  sale  of  the  timber 
division. 

Piecemeal  acquisitions  will 
continue,  but  otherwise  there 
remains  scope  to  improve  the 
group's  return.

A  prolonged  period  of  sub¬ 
zero  temperatures,  but  noth¬ 
ing  loo  drastic,  provides 
Powell  Duffryn  with  dream 
conditions  for  all  its  activities 
except  building  materials. 

Bearing  in  mind  the  meteo¬ 
rological  caviat.  Powell 
Duffryn  could  top  £30  mil¬ 
lion  this  year.  The  shares  are 
fairly  rated  on  a  p-e  of  10.5 
times.  The  yield  remains  the 
principal  attraction,  but  the 
quality  of  the  underlying 
earnings  should  no  longer  be 
disregarded.

Readicut  International  has1 
long  enjoyed  a  market  follow¬ 
ing  based  largely  on  recovery 
prospects.

Can  Hambros  pic  still  be 
called  a  merchant  banking 
group?  With  non-banking  op¬ 
erations  contributing  much 
more  than  50  per  cent  of 
profits,  and  rising,  it  is  hard 
to  know  quite  how  to 
describe  the  company  —  ex¬ 
cept  that  it  is  safer  than  most 
in  current  financial  markets.

Software  millionaire  to

Warburg’s  turn  to  stand 
up  and  be  counted 


Whatever  half-year  results  SG 
Warburg,  the  merchant  bank¬ 
ing  and  securities  group,  un¬ 
folds  today  the  accompanying  statement 
wifi  matter  more.  Interim  pretax  profit 
should  be  in  the  region  of  £70  million, 
but  for  the  second  half  year  all  bets  are 
off.  Today’s  figures  will  not  cover  the 
the  crucial  period  after  “melt-down 
Monday”,  October  19. 

After  the  shock  which  Barclays  de 
Zoele  Wedd  bravely  delivered  to  the 
market  last  week,  dealing  losses  have 
become  the  burning  issue.  By  revealing 
losses  of  £50  million  or  more  since  the 
stock  market  crash,  BZW  has  made  it 
difficult  for  other  market  makers  not  to 
follow  suit.  It  may  deliberately  have 
done  a  Citicorp:  it  can  afford  to  show 
debilitating  losses  because  of  its 
strength.  BZW  is  well  capitalised  and 
has  the  weight  of  Barclays  pic  behind  it 
Even  so  it  would  be  wrong  to  prejudge 
other  firms,  especially  the  skilled  ones, 
by  a  simple  application  of  the  BZW 
measure.  Whether  Warburgs  (and 
Smith  New  Court  whose  results  come 
next)  turns  out  to  have  suffered  as  badly 
as  BZW  is  debatable.  It  is,  along  with 
BZW,  one  of  London’s  largest  equity 
market  makers.  It  may  have  been 
running  substantial  long  positions,  and 
if  so  a  loss  on  the  BZW  scale  is  possible. 
But  Barclays  suffered  heavily  on  hold¬ 
ings  of  second  and  third  line  stocks, 
while  Warburg's  exposure  to  these  is  not 
dear. 

It  appears  that  ai  least  half  of  BZWs 
loss,  or  about  £30  million,  came  in  the 
first  week  of  the  crash  —  before  it  was 
able  to  readjust  its  trading  book. 
Warburgs  has  already  said  that  it  lost 
only  £4.7  million  in  the  first 
week.Warburgs  may  thus  have  antici¬ 
pated  trouble  and  hedged  its  positions 
better  than  BZW.  Its  over  all  loss 
therefore  is  not  likely  to  match  BZW’s, 
unless  something  went  surprisingly 
wrong  in  the  later  stages  of  the  markers 
collapse. 

To  be  shrewd,  controlled  and  well 
capitalised  are  supreme  virtues  for 
major  market  makers  and  while  foe 
three  leading  domestically  owned 
groups  can  no  doubt  improve  their 
systems,  techniques  and  performance, 
their  resilience  during  testing  times 
augurs  welL  Like  BZW  Warburgs  also 
made  healthy  profits  from  share  trading 
in  foe  first  half  of  foe  year  to  cushion 
some  of  the  foil  in  the  second  half. 

Ironically,  foe  crash  may  prove  to  be  a 
blessing  in  disguise  for  the  big  market 
makers’  strategic  position.

Trade  fears  delayed 

The  financial  markets  have  sud¬ 
denly  become  blas6  about  the 
United  Kingdom's  growing  trade 
deficit. 

Yesterday’s  red  figure  of  £282  mil¬ 
lion,  slightly  below  the  market’s  average 
guess,  would  in  any  case  hardly  have 
caused  panic.  But  there  might  not  have 
been  such  a  phlegmatic  response  to  the 
Chancellor’s  Autumn  Statement  on 
November  3,  which  predicted  a  £2.5 
billion  current  account  deficit  for  the 
year.  This  implied  an  average  monthly 
deficit  of  £570  million  during  the 
quarter.  It  now  seems  more  likely  that 
Mr  Nigel  Lawson  exaggerated  his 
forecast  and  did  not  have  in  mind  that 
the  last  two  months  would  show  a 
deficit  of  £1.4  billion. 

Even  in  these  distracted  times  such  a 
figure  would  put  a  sell  sign  over  sterling. 

The  underlying  problem,  in  trade 
terms,  is  that  Britain  is  growing  fester 
than  other  leading  countries,  let  alone 
the  developing  world.  There  was  some 
hope  that  Japan  and  eventually  even 
West  Germany  might  catch  up.  The 
more  worrying  prospect  now  is  that  a 
recessionary  turn  in  the  world  economy 
would  show  Britain  even  timber  out  on 
a  limb. 

British  firms  have  not  really  earned 
their  share  of  the  huge  US  import  boom. 
That  provides  some  cushion  against  a 
possible  combination  of  US  recession 
and  a  cheap  dollar.  There  is  no  present 
fear  of  the  pound  failing  to  hold  its  own 
against  the  world  biggest  debtor  cur¬ 
rency.  The  world's  second  biggest 
creditor  can  surely  afford  a  modest 
deficit 

The  greater  the  disparity  between 
British  growth  and  the  rest  of  the  world, 
however,  the  more  overseas  exporters 
are  likely  to  throw  everything  at  Britain 
and  the  harder  it  will  be  to  counter 
recent  worrying  trends  in  exports, 
exemplified  by  the  fell  in  October. 
Sterling  is  therefore  in  danger  of 
dropping  quite  sharply  against  the  mark 
once  a  G7  meeting  has  lessened  the 
crisis  atmosphere. 

Initially,  that  would  not  worry  Mr 
Lawson,  who  has  been  juggling  inter¬ 
vention  to  keep  sterling  down  against 
the  mark  while  supporting  the  dollar. 
But  such  trends  can  soon  get  out  of  hand 
and  force  another  damaging  retreat  on 
interest  rates.  No  wonder  the  Chancellor 
is  keen  for  the  Germans  to  expand.

Mr  Francis  Maude,  Min¬ 
ister  for  Corporate  and  Con¬ 
sumer  Affairs,  said  in  con¬ 
junction  with  yesterday’s  pub¬ 
lication  of  Department  of 
Trade  and  Industry  guidance 
notes  on  recognition  that  three 
criteria  had  to  be  met: 

•  An  exchange  had  to  be 
subject  to  supervision  in  the 
country  where  it  had  its  head 
office,  with  rules  and  practices 
giving  British  investors  pro¬ 
tection  at  least  as  good  as  that 
provided  by  tbe  Financial 
Services  Act 

•  An  exchange  had  to  be  able 
and  willing  to  co-operate  with 
the  responsible  British, 
authorities.

and  investors  alike,  while 
guaranteeing  “appropriate" 
levels  of  investor  protection. 

“We  therefore  intend  to  rely 
heavily  on  the  supervisory 
authorities  in  the  head  office 
country,  and  on  the  coopera¬ 
tion  arrangements  we  estab¬ 
lish  with  them,"  Mr  Maude 
stressed. 

He  saw  no  point  in  trying  to 
set  up  a  rival  supervisory 
apparatus  that  would  dupli¬ 
cate  what  overseas  regulators 
were  doing  and  impose  extra 
burdens  on  the  exchanges  for 
securities,  futures  and  options, 
and  commodities.

Mexico  may  devalue  official 
peso  to  avert  illegal  trading 


New  Zealand  brokers  ready «

The  Mexican  government  is 
expected  to  devalue  the  of¬ 
ficial  rate  for  the  peso  soon  to 
bring  the  controlled  and  free 
market  rates  into  line. 

Last  week’s  collapse  of  the 
free  market  peso  saw  its  value 
plunge  3Z8  per  cent  in  two 
days  to  0.03921  US  emits 
(0.022p)  from  0.05837  US 
cents.  At  the  same  time,  the 
controlled  market  -  in  which 
75  per  cent  of  Mexico’s  trade 
and  tourism  transactions  take 
place  —  barely  moved,  record¬ 
ing  a  1.4  per  oent  slippage 
during  the  week.

can  exporters  to  divert  their 
controlled  dollar  earnings  into 
the  free  market  and  reap  enor¬ 
mous  profits.

Most  observers  feel  that  the 
government  will  have  to  bring 
the  two  rates  together  rather 
quickly,  which  implies  a  hefty 
devaluation  of  the  controlled 
peso. 

The  Banco  de  Mexico’s 
decision  to  step  out  of  the  free 
market,  leaving  the  peso  un¬ 
protected,  was  tbe  result  of 
capital  flight  caused  by  the 
tremendous  drop  in  the  local 
stock  market  over  the  past 
month.  Investors  panicked  as 
stocks  tumbled  and  sold  out  at 


bargain  prices.  They  then  put 
the  salvaged  funds  into 
dollars. 

The  stock  market  has  had  to 
be  propped  up  through  mas¬ 
sive  purchases  of  stocks  by 
National  Financiers,  the  gov¬ 
ernment  development  bank.

New  Zealand  stockbroking 
Anns,  facing  a  75  per  cent 
drop  in  income  from  two 
months  ago,  have  begun 
retrenchments  and  further 
staff  lay-offs  are  seen  as 
inevitable. 

By  Monday’s  close,  the  New 
Zealand  market  had  plum¬ 
meted  45.5  per  cent  from  its 
peak  on  September  18,  and 
turnover  had  dwindled  to  less 
than  half  of  those  boom  days. 

A  Wellington  broker  said: 
“You  just  have  to  look  at  the 
numbers,  a  50  per  cent  loss  in 
volume  is  a  50  per  cent  loss  in 
income.  In  addition,  value  has 
nearly  halved  The  average 
broker  is  looking  at  25  per  cent 
of  his  income  two  months 
ago.”  Brokers’  incomes  are 


based  on  commissions  of 
about  2  per  cent 

The  stockbroking  industry 
has  expanded  rapidly  since 
deregulation  of  the  financial 
sector  in  1984  and  the  broking 
industry  at  the  start  of  last 
year.  But  analysis  say  some  of 
that  expansion  will  be  re¬ 
versed  as  the  heightened 
competitive  climate  and  hard 
times  begin  to  bite. 

Last  week,  MB  Stock¬ 
brokers  Ltd,  the  Wellington 
and  Auckland  broker,  laid  off 
22  staff  after  a  sharp  foil  in 
trade. 

One  provincial  broker  has 
been  put  out  of  business 
because  of  a  client’s  losses 
resulting  from  the  October 


crash  and  two  Auckland  bro¬ 
kers  have  implemented  rat¬ 
ionalization  planned  before 
the  crash. 

A  comparison  of  share  turn¬ 
over  and  prices  between  tbe 
height  of  the  bull  run  late  last 
year  and  Monday  gives  an 
indication  of  tbe  income  drop. 
On  some  of  those  heady  days 
more  than  NZ$100  million 
(£35  million)  worth  of  shares 
changed  hands,  compared 
with  NZ$7  million  last  Friday. 

Mr  Rick  Flower,  chairman 
of  the  Auckland  Stock  Ex¬ 
change,  said  that  job  losses  in 
the  industry  appear  inevitable. 
But  many  films  would  be 
likely  to  adopt  a  wait-and-see 
attitude,  he  added.

About  46  million  Bell  Re¬ 
sources  shares  have  traded  in 
the  last  week  at  prices  as  high 
as  Aus$1.95  a  share,  brokers 
said. 

Share  analysts  were  scep¬ 
tical  about  reported  specula¬ 
tion  that  Mr  Roben  Maxwell, 
the  publisher,  or  Standard 
Chartered  were  involved.  “It 
looks  like  institutional 
buying."  said  Mr  lan  Story, 
research  director  of  BZW 
Meares,  the  Sydney 
stockbroker. 

Mr  Maxwell  and  Standard 
Chartered,  in  which  Beil 
Group  has  a  15  percent  stake, 
have  been  mooted  as  potential 
Bell  Resources  buyers  along 
with  Elders  IXL  and  Broken 
Hill  Proprietary.  Elders  and

Stocks  surge  on  dollar  and  rate  ent 


(Renter)  —  Share  prices  ended 
a  moderate  day's  trading 
sharply  higher  and  near  the 
best  levels  of  the  session,  with 
domestic  and  foreign  inves¬ 
tors  both  buying  after  a  re¬ 
newed  rise  in  the  dollar, 
brokers  said. 

The  US  currency  surged  to 
DM1.6830  at  the  fix  from 
DM1.6667  on  Monday.  “The 
market  hinges  on  the  dollar 
and  if  it  falls  again,  share 
prices  will  drop  as  well,"  one 
dealer  said. 

Others  said  that  yesterday’s 
surprise  cut  in  the  rate  at 
which  the  West  German  cen¬ 


tral  bank  adds  liquidity  to  the 
money  market  also  boosted 
sentiment  and  fuelled  specula¬ 
tion  the  Bundesbank  will 
lower  its  discount  rate  in  the 
near  future,  dealers  said. 

The  Bundesbank  cut  the 
allocation  rate  for  securities 
repurchase  pacts  to  125  per 
cent  from  3.50  per  cent, 
offering  banks  liquidity  at  a 
1/4  point  lower  rate. 

Dealers  said  that  although 
this  move  was  unlikely  to 
filter  through  to  corporate 
customers,  a  possible  cut  in 
the  discount  rate  was  likely  to 


reduce  the  cost  of  borrowing 
for  companies. 

The  Commerzbank  index  of

We  have  two  pufalidy- 
ftraded  networks:  BBC1, 
which  increasingly  resembles 
a  commercial  network  with¬ 
out  commercials,  and  BBC2, 
which  relies  heavily  on  pro- 
gramme  swaps  with  BBC1 
and  whose  lack  of  flair  in 
providing  minority  or  ordinal 
programming  has  been  ex¬ 
posed  by  Channel  4. 

In  the  private  sector  there 
is  one  wholly  commercial 
and  unofficial  network 
comprised  of  regional  broad¬ 
casters  and  a  fourth  network, 
a  curious  hybrid,  that  has 
proved  that  broadcasting  is 
not  as  expensive  as  the  other 
broadcasters  had  wanted  ns 
to  believe. 

The  result  of  this  ad  hoc 
structure  that  has  developed 
over  the  last  30  years  is  that 
we  have  a  surfeit  of  minority 
television  —  the  opposite 
problem  to  that  of  the  Ameri¬ 
cans.  It  is  popularly  believed 
that  an  additional  commercial 
channel  is  all  that  is  required 
to  solve  our  industry's  prob¬ 
lems.  But  the  FCC,  the 
American  broadcasting  regu¬ 
lator,  discovered  more  than 
IS  years  ago  that  the  three 
fiercely  competitive  networks 
abased  their  commissioning 
powers  by  demanding  of 
weaker  producers  the  surren¬ 
der  of  domestic  and  inter¬ 
national  syndication  rights. 
Channel  4  has  inherited  the 
sins  of  its  parents  in  this  area 
in  its  search  for  increased 
funding  ami  independence. 

It  is  unreasonable  and  un¬ 
democratic  to  expect  pro¬ 
grammes  for  minority 
interests  to  be  shown  daring 
peak  viewing  hours.  Fortu¬ 
nately  minority  programmes 
tends  to  be  tow-bodget  and 
therefore  broadly  equate  with 
the  advertising  re  venae  avail¬ 
able  at  non-peak  times. 

Hie  challenge  faring  the 
Government  is  to  design  a 
structure  that  allows  market 
forces  to  produce  the  qnal-

4  should  be  privatized  on  the 
basis  that  its  management 
and  shareholders  are  entitled 
to  only  a  modest  fixed  share 
of  the  advertising  revenue 
available  to  it  with  the  bal¬ 
ance  passed  on  to  programme 
makers.

Should  the  Government  de¬ 
cide  that  a  similar  networking 
structure  is  appropriate  to 
ITV  daring  peak  viewing 
hours  then  regional  broad¬ 
casters  need  not  fear  they 
canid  continue  to  collect 
advertising  revenue,  passing  1 
on  about  80  per  cent  of  the 
revenue  to  the  network,  which  1 
would  then  give  mach  of  it . 
back  to  them  for  acceptable 
programme  projects;  and  they 
would  have  no  levy  to  pay  as 
they  would  no  longer  be 
exploiting  a  monopoly 

situation. 

They  would  also  be  en¬ 
titled  to  submit  pro¬ 
grammes  for  consider^ 
atioa  by  a  much  richer 
Channel  4,  although  all  net¬ 
works  would  be  obliged  to 
consider  programme  projects 
from  all  sources  strictly  on 
merit. 

Independent  producers 
(who  might  well  raise  capital 
nsing  the  Business  Expansion 
Scheme  under  revised  rules), 
smaller  regional  broadcasters 
and  a  more  am  tented  general 
public  would  however  be  the 
chief  beneficiaries,  because 
they  would  no  longer  be 
unfairly  disadvantaged  by 
restrictive  practices.

Architects,  dentists, 
even  bridge  players, 
could  soon  have 
their  own  special¬ 
ized  television  ser¬ 
vice.  Direct  television,  aimed 
at  target  audiences,  is  on  the 
way  by  the  1990s.  And  for 
doctors  at  least,  it  is  to  become 
a  reality  next  spring,  with  far- 
reaching  consequences  for 
health  care  and  the  treatment 
of  patients. 

A  hint  of  what  is  in  store 
came  last  month  with  the 
announcement  by  the  BBC  of 
proposals  for  a  subscription 
television  service  for  docforc, 
with  medical  programmes 
transmitted  on  BBC2  after 
close-down  hours  to  specially- 
adapted  video  recorders. 

The  scheme,  which  would 
raise  an  estimated  £1  million  a 
year  for  the  corporation,  has 
the  personal  backing  of  the 
Prime  Minister.  Recent  rum¬ 
blings  of  discontent  within  the 


Home  Office  are  likely  to  be 
cast  aside  shortly  as  ministers 
give  the  go-ahead  for  the 
scheme,  which  probably  does 
not  require  a  change  in  the 
broadcasting  laws. 

Whatever  conclusion  the 
Government  reaches,  British 
Direct  Television,  which  will 
make  the  programmes,  in¬ 
tends  to  start  up  the  advertis¬ 
ing-funded  service  in  March 
next  year  —  with  or  without 
the  help  of  the  BBC.  It  is  set  to 
sign  a  contract  with  Super 
Channel  which  will  enable 
daily  programmes  to  be 
beamed  into  surgeries  and 
hospitals. 

This  is  only  the  tip  of  the 
technological  iceberg,  how¬ 
ever.  The  doctors  will  also  be 
offered  a  24-hour  data  service 
supervised  by  the  newly- 
fbnned  British  Medical  In¬ 
formation  Consortium,  cons¬ 
isting  of  key  medical,  civil  and 
commercial  bodies. 


Prescription 
for  change 

BBC  2  is  to  take  part  in  surprising 
after-dark  activities  as  advertisers 
target  audiences  with  rare  precision 


Two-way  terminals  will  be 
capable  of  receiving  a  con¬ 
stantly  updated  service  cover¬ 
ing  everything  from  the 
availability  of  hospital  beds  to 
a  record  bank  of  patients.  In 
addition,  doctors  will  be  able 
to  send  information  to  a 
central  computer  under  the 
control  of  BMIC,  which  will 
be  able  to  spot  at  an  early  stage 


any  adverse  reactions  by  pa¬ 
tients  to  drugs. 

With  such  sensitive  infonn- 
ation  being  handled,  ethical 
control  of  BMIC  is  crucial.  It 
will  rest  with  an  IBA-style 
board  of  governors  elected  by 

participating  organizations 

which,  it  is  hoped,  will  include 
the  DHSS,  the  Committee  on 
Safety  of  Medicines,  the  BMA 


and  most  of  the  royal  medical 

colleges. 

The  result  of  the  combined 
TV  service  and  medial  com¬ 
puterization  will  be  a  “funda¬ 
mental  improvement  in  pat¬ 
ient  management,  in  health 
care  and  in  the  quality  of  the 
job  that  (he  GP  is  able  to  do  . 
according  to  Laurence 
Greetham,  chainnan  ot  Brit¬ 
ish  Direct  Television.  Even¬ 
tually  medical  and  pharma¬ 
ceutical  information  through¬ 
out  Europe  will  be  pooled. 

“It  will  revolutionize  the 
way  a  general  practice  op¬ 
erates.  In  future  you  will  go  to 
your  GP  and  he  will  look  at  a 
television  screen  to  see  your 
records.  If  he  prescribes  a  drug 
for  you  he  will  be  able  to 
compare  that  with  any 
prescription  he  has  given  in 
the  past,  and  the  computer 
will  warn  him  if  the  prescrip¬ 
tion  is  wrong.” 

Greetham  expects  that 


about  500  hospitals  and  5,000 
general  practices  will  be  linked 
into  the  medical  information 
service  within  five  years  - 
with  half  the  nation’s  popula¬ 
tion  indirectly  involved.  For 
the  lull  service,  a  practice  will 
have  to  pay  around  £50  a 
month  per  doctor. 

If  the  medical  world  is  ripe 
for  such  a  revolution,  what 
stops  the  tome  specialist  TV 
and  information  techniques 
being  applied  to  architects, 
lawyers,  farmers,  accoun¬ 
tants?  “Absolutely  nothing 
and  that  is  what  we  intend  to 
do,"  says  Greetham.  “We 
believe  that  the  major  growth 
in  television  will  be  in  direct 
television  of  a  specialist  type. 
A  full  information  service  has 
always  been  promised  by  the 
silicon  chip  but,  until  .now,  it 
has  not  been  delivered  in  a 
comprehensive  way."

Beer  without  the  wallop 


Such  is  the  demand  for  Christmas 
commercial  television  air  time  that 
only  top  dollars  need  apply.  Nat¬ 
ions  campaigns  on  ITV  are  now 
costing  £55.000  for  30  seconds — as 
much  as  40  per  cent  more  than  at 
other  times  of  the  year.  The  price,  of 
course,  is  fuelled  by  the  wine,  beer 
and  spirit  suppliers.  And  this  year 
their  battle  for  the  nation's  throats 
has  a  new  front  —  alcohol-free  beer, 
in  which  the  market  has  doubled  in 
size  over  the  last  year  to  be  worth 
£45  million  and  is  expected  to  in¬ 
crease  tenfold  by  the  turn  of  the  cen¬ 
tury.  But  it  is  also  a  market  which  is 
becoming  distinctly  crowded. 

Next  Wednesday  the  television 
commercials  of  the  relaunched  Bar¬ 
bican  beer  take  their  bow.  The  £2.5 
million  advertising  campaign  is  an 
attempt  by  Brirvic,  the  son  drink 
arm  of  Bass,  to  re-assert  its  alcohol- 
free  lager  as  the  market  leader. 
Barbican  was  launched  in  1979  with 
its  famous  television  advertising 
featuring  then  high-flying  football 
manager  Lawrie  McMcnemy.  It  was 
typical  of  the  product’s  fortunes  that 
he  was  later  to  be  prosecuted  for 
drinking  and  driving. 

Since  1986  several  new  contend¬ 
ers  have  burst  on  to  the  scene, 
principally  Kaliber,  brewed  by 
Guinness.  Not  only  did  this  brand 
have  genuine  style  but,  crucially,  it 
had  an  acceptable  taste.  In  only  18 
months  Kaliber  is  already  challeng¬ 
ing  for  market  leadership,  and 
several  foreign  imports  from  Den¬ 
mark  and  Germany,  as  well  as 
products  from  Allied,  Whitbread,

Swan  and  Tennants  have  been 
developed. 

“Suddenly  alcohol-free  brews  are 
making  a  noise  that  can  be  heard  in 
the  very  noisy  beer  market,”  says 
Simon  Barter,  Britvic’s  marketing 
manager.  “This  is  set  against  in¬ 
creased  concern  about  health  and 
fitness  as  well  as  growing  concern 
about  drinking  and  (hiving  — 


which,  of  course,  is  why  this  season 
is  so  important" 

In  order  to  fend  off  the  com¬ 
petition  Barbican  has  changed  its 
taste,  its  ad  agency  and  its  packag¬ 
ing.  Bridget  Wilkin,  senior  brand 
manager  in  charge  of  Kaliber,  says: 
“Ail  our  advertising  has  been  aimed, 
at  making  the  product  credible  in  its’ 
own  right.  The  long-term  success  of 


these  products  will  come  when  they 
are  chosen  because  people  like  them 
and  not  just  because  they  are 
driving.  The  use  of  street  credible 
comedians  such  as  Billy  Connolly, 
Lenny  Henry  and  Michael  Elphick 
adds  to  our  message.  We  have 
produced  a  credible  product  for  the 
palate  educated  on  alcohol." 

But  although  the  brewers  are 


anxious  to  move  their  alcohol-free 
beers  out  of  the  seasonal  drinking 
and  driving  ghetto,  that  is  where  the 
product  starts.  Last  Christmas  Kal- 
iber’s  sales  leapt  400  per  cent  In 
West  Germany  alcohol-free  brews 
are  four  times  as  popular  as  here. 

“The  real  breakthrough  win  come 
when  one  of  these  products  goes  on 
draught;  this  will  add  both  to  its 
respectability  and  to  its  volume 
sale,"  says  Peter  Russell,  director  of 
marketing  consultancy  Phillips 
RusselL 

The  feet  that  alcohol-free  lager  is 
losing  its  “wimp"  image  is  mirrored 
by  the  lager  story.  When  lager  (with 
alcohol)  was  first  pushed  hard  in  the 
early  1970s  many  predicted  failure: 
it  was  associated  with  women's 
drinking  and  most  beer  is  drunk  by 
men.  Now  it  accounts  fra:  45  per 
cent  of  all  beer  sales. 

It  still  remains  to  be  seen  whether 
low  and  no  alcohol  beer  takes  off  as 
a  fully-fledged  sector  in  the  beer 
market  —  tike  Pils  lager  or  strong 
real  ale — or  whether  it  gets  stock  as 
yet  another  low-volume  bottled 
product  like  sweet  stout  or  vintage 
cider.  At  present  the  average  outlet 
sells  only  13  bottles  of  low  or 
alcohol-free  beer  a  week.  The 
success  of  Perrier,  however,  shows 
that  a  stylish,  high-image  alter¬ 
native  soft  drink  can  succeed. 
Without  that  image.  Barbican  and 
the  others  are  going  to  be  mainly 
products  used  when  the  heat  is  on 
about  drinking  and  driving  at 
Christmas.

A  case  of  Frost  bite 


“OK.  David,  go!"  barks  TV  producer 
Wallace  WcsifeldU  like  a  dog  owner 
commanding  his  prize  greyhound  to 
start  running. 

In  the  next  room,  David  Frost, 
with  one  eye  on  the  cameras,  has  been 
chatting  half-heartedly  to  the  Ameri¬ 
can  presidential  candidate  seated 
opposite  him.  It  is  Governor  Michael 
Dukakis  of  Massachusetts.  He  is 
being  interviewed  for  Frost’s  TV 
series.  The  Next  President. 

On  Sunday  BBCl  will  show  Frost's 
interviews  with  American  presidents 
past  and  present.  This  is  a  prologue  to 
a  scries  in  which  he  interviews 
presidential  candidates  and  their 
wives.  The  programmes  will  be 
broadcast  throughout  the  United 
States  until  February  when  the  first 
primaries  take  place. 

As  the  cameras  begin  to  roll.  Frost 
explains  to  the  candidate  how  the 
interview  will  be  structured.  He  has 
intentionally  left  this  until  the  last

minute:  if  the  interview  is  to  appear 
spontaneous,  the  candidate  should  be 
made  to  think  on  his  feet. 

The  conspiratorial  half  whisper 
barely  audibly  over  the  TV  monitor  is 
replaced  by  the  familiar  jaunty 
presenter's  voice  which  has  become 
Frost’s  trade  mark:  “Governor,  it's 
very . . .  very  good  to  be  here 
on  * on  a  heck  of  a  day  really.  Not 
the  best  day  of  your  life . 

The  day  had  started  badly  for 
Dukakis  when  he  announced  at  a 
press  conference  that  his  campaign 
manager  had  leaked  compromising 
information  about  fellow  Democratic 
presidential  candidate.  Joe  Biden, 
plagiarizing  Neil  Kinnock’s  general 
election  speeches.  This  had  led  Biden 
to  pull  out  of  the  presidential  race. 

Frost  at  that  moment  was  in  aD 
aeroplane  hallway  across  the  Atlantic 
with  three  hours  of  travel  ahead  of 
him.  He  was  reducing  his  extensive 
notes  on  to  two  buff  coloured  folders. 
They  would  be  used  to  prompt  him 
during  his  interview.  Dukakis  had 
already  done  his  own  preparation;  he 
had  asked  to  see  copies  of  past  Frost 
interviews  just  as  a  boxer  might  study 
his  opponent's  previous  fights. 

Because  of  his  other  TV  work. 
Frost  only  arrived  in  Boston  on  the 
afternoon  of  the  Dukakis  interview. 
By  the  time  the  plane  touched  down, 
the  whole  of  Boston  is  humming  with

news  of  the  Joe  Biden/Dukakis  affair. 

John  Floiescu,  co-executive  pro¬ 
ducer  of  The  Next  President ,  greets 
Frost  with  the  news  as  he  sweeps 
through  Customs.  The  strategy  forthe 
interview  is  worked  out  in  Frost's 
hotel  room.  “If  you  bring  up  the 
scandal  at  the  beginning  you  risk 
alienating  Dukakis;  he  might  even 
walk  oul’’  FJorescu  says,  thinking 


about  the  520.000  it  would  cost  to  re¬ 
schedule  the  interview. 

Frost  disagrees;  “It  is  far  better  that 
1  ask  about  the  scandal  at  the 
beginning:  once  he  knows  that  is 
behind  him  he  can  relax.”  Frost’s 
view  prevails. 

As  planned.  Frost  immediately 
brings  up  the  scandal.  But  be  does  not 
come  over  as  a  news  reporter  hungry 


for  a  sensational  revelation.  Instead 
his  attitude  is  more  along  the  lines  of 
the  friendly  family  doctor  called  in  to 
stitch  up  a  wound.  The  candidate 
reacts  like  a  patient  in  the 
psychiatrist's  chair,  glad  to  share  his 
emotional  tale  with  someone  so 
understanding. 

When  Dukakis  explains  that  cam¬ 
paign  manager  Sasso  himself  insisted 
on  resigning.  Frost  asks  whether 
Dukakis  would  have  dismissed  him. 
Dukakis  pauses,  and  then,  seeing  that 
there  is  no  escape,  gives  Frost  the 
straight  answer  he  has  been  striving 
for:  “In  government.  I'm  not  sure  that 
just  one  mistake  like  this  one  would 
be  grounds  for  dismissal.”  It  is  the 
kind  of  comment  which  could  ruin  a 
man's  eligibility  for  the  White  House. 

It  turns  out  that  Frost's  kid  gloves 
approach  hides  a  sting  every  bit  as 
lethal  as  the  more  direct  line.  As  the 
interview  progresses  the  candidate's 
character  is  exposed  by  the  appar-

ently  soft  questions.  Who  else  wouki 
admit  enjoying  going  to  work  by  bus 
and  buying  the  groceries?  Who  else 
would  confess  that  he  was  more  upset 
when  he  lost  the  1978  Governor's 
election  than  when  his  beloved 
brother  died? 

When  it  is  Frost's  turn  to  speak,  his 
hands  shoot  out,  fingers  splayed  like 
octopus's  tentacles,  the  better  to 
articulate  the  next  question.  His 
piercing  eyes  never  leave  the 
candidate's  face  except  when  he  casts 
a  quick  look  at  the  folders  on  his 
knee. 

It  is  almost  four  o'clock  in  the 
morning  on  Frost's  time  clock  when 
the  interview  draws  to  a  close. 

Afterwards.  Frost  jubilantly  cele¬ 
brates  what  he  regards  as  a  successful 
interview  with  a  Churehillian  cigar. 
“During  the  last  25  minutes  he  really 
opened  up.”  he  says.  But  then  he  is 
struck  by  a  sobering  thought.  “If 
Dukakis  withdraws  from  the  Presi¬ 
dential  race,  the  interview  will  join 
the  Biden  tapes  on  the  cutting  room 
floor.  Time  wasted ...  Ah  well, 
that's  politics.”  he  philosophizes. 

“I  can't  wait  to  see  the  pro¬ 
gramme.”  says  the  Dukakis  press 
officer  as  Frost  gets  into  his  car.  “I 
can’t  wait  to  gel  some  sleep,”  says 
Frost,  and  then  with  a  royal  wave, 
and  a  “Bless  you,”  he  is  whisked  into 
the  night

There  is  something  about  a  derelict  bam 
—  the  more  derelict  the  better  —  that 
tempts  man  to  convert  iL  It  is  partly  the 
challenge  of  bringing  a  redundant  build¬ 
ing  back  into  use,  partly  the  romantic 
vision  of  the  finished  article  as  the  ideal 
country  home,  and  partly  the  hope  that  it 
will  provide  a  home  cheaper  than  one 
ready  for  occupation. 

In  that  last  bope  he  is  probably  wrong, 
as  it  costs  a  great  deal  of  money  to  put 
flesh  and  clothes  on  the  skeleton.  A  barn 
costing  £50,000  in  its  raw  state  can  need 
up  to  £ 1 00,000  spent  on  it  to  transform  it 
into  a  really  good  home.  It  will  almost 
certainly  cost  more  than  the  purchaser 
first  ihoughL 

But  this  factor  helps  to  give  the  private 
individual  an  advantage  over  the  builder 
or  developer  when  a  bam  comes  up  for 
sale.  The  demand  is  great,  and  the 
suitable  case  for  conversion  does  not 
appear  loo  often,  so  there  is  always 
enormous  interest.  Thus  barns  are 
frequently  sold  at  auction  to  achieve 
their  maximum  price. 

Where  the  barn  and  its  location  have 
potential  for  a  development  of  more 
than  one  home,  particularly  If  it  can  be 
given  the  popular  “courtyard”  look,  the 
developer  is  Likely  to  win.  but  he  has  to 
keep  in  mind  his  need  to  make  a  profit. 

Conversion  saves  the 
15%  on  alterations 

and  the  individual  can  outbid  him  in  the 
profit  margin. 

If  a  bam  is  listed,  there  is  the  possible 
difficulty  in  conversion  because  of 
restrictions  designed  to  preserve  the 
building,  but  counterbalancing  that  is  the 
benefit  of  saving  the  15  per  cent  VAT 
imposed  on  building  alterations  and 
improvements  except  for  listed 
buildings. 

S treat  Place  Bam  at  Streat  near 
Lewes,  East  Sussex,  dates  from  the  16th 
or  17th  century  and  is  one  of  the  largest 
traditional  Sussex  bams  to  come  on  to 
the  market  in  recent  years.  It  is  built  of 
flint  and  bride,  with  part  weatherboard¬ 
ing,  and  the  agents  say  the  main  structure 
is  substantially  sound,  although  in  need 
of  restoration. 

The  bam  has  planning  consent  for

conversion  into  a  house  with  three 
reception  rooms  and  four  bedrooms,  and 
there  is  a  range  of  outbuildings,  includ¬ 
ing  workshops  and  an  old  pump  house 
centred  around  a  secluded  farmyard, 
which  could  be  formed  into  a  walled 
garden.  The  grounds  are  about  three- 
quarters  of  an  acre.  Humberts  is  seeking 
offers  of  more  than  £130,000.  John 
Husband,  from  Humberts’  Lewes  office, 
says;  “In  view  of  the  barns's  outstanding 
location  as  well  as  the  shortage  of  bams 

of  this  calibre,  we  anticipate  considerable 
interest  from  potential  purchasers.” 

Strutt  &  Parker  has  bams  for  conver¬ 
sion  in  Kent  and  Suffolk.  This  agent  is 
offering  a  period  bam  on  the  Leeds 
Guile  estate  with  planning  consent  for 
conversion  to  a  four-bedroom  country 
house.  Simon  Lewis,  from  the  Canter¬ 
bury  office,  says  that  about  £120,000  is 
expected  for  the  bam.  It  is  of  brick  and 
weatherboard  and  has  fine  views  over 
Leeds  Castle  towards  the  North  Downs 
—  and  has  easy  access  to  the  M20  for  the 
fast  route  to  London. 

Foxes  Farm  Bam.  at  Framsden,  near 
Helmingham.  Suffolk,  is  a  traditionally 
constructed  Suffolk  bam  with  outline 
planning  permission  for  conversion  to 
one  dwelling.  The  agents'  Ipswich  office 
is  selling  it  for  the  Tollemache  Trustees 
and  is  seeking  offers  around  £75,000. 

The  expected  price  -  and  the  picture— 
show  bow  much  needs  to  be  done,  but  it 
is  a  delightful  old  building,  believed  to 
have  been  built  in  the  16th  or  17th 
century,  and  it  is  in  a  secluded  rural 
position.

In  addition  to  the  great 
halL  there  is  a  sitting  room,  a  dining 
room,  a  galieried  landing,  a  master 
bedroom  suite  and  three  further  bed¬ 
rooms.

■  This  week's  cheapest  property 
costs  £1.  However .  potential  buyers 
should  know  that  the  agents,  Knight 
Frank  &  Rutley ,  are  seeking  someone 
who  would  undertake  full  restoration 
and  that  the  property  is  a  bridge.  The 
High  Bridge  at  Leighton,  near 
Welshpool.  Powys,  is  in  a  wooded  valley 
east  of  the  Severn  and  is  one  of  many 
notable  structures  on  the  Leighton 
estates,  acquired  in  the  last  century  by 
the  Naylor  family,  it  was  built  in  1 858  as  a 
carriageway  for  horse-drawn  vehicles, 
decorated  with  gargoyles  and  a  crest, 
with  the  alluring  dimensions  of  1 8ft 
wide,  44ft  high  and  three  20ft  spans.  It  is 
listed  Grade  II  and  needs  restoration. 
Demolition  has  been  refused.  The  agents, 
at  Shrewsbury,  await  £1  offers. 

■  The  Old  Grange  in  Hampton 
Village  south  of  the  Thames  was  once 
owned  by  the  Shakespearian  actor 
David  Garrick.  Now  the  twin  Dutch 
gables  of  the  house  hide  eight 

double  bedrooms,  a  smoking  room  and  a 
room  burn  as  a  bakery  in  Tudor  times. 
The  Grade  II  listed  building,  with  well 
preserved  period  detaH  inside,  and 
with  a  walled  garden,  is  for  sale  through 
Black  Horse  Gascoigne-Pees' 
Teddington  office  at  £450,000. 

■  Astwood  Park  Farm,  a  country 
house  in  10  acres  on  the  edge  of  a 
Buckinghamshire  village  between 
Newport  Pagnell  and  Bedford,  was 
straddled  by  bombs  dropped  in  1940. 
and  still  has  cracking  on  its  half-landing  to 
prove  it.  The  house  has  been 
extensively  improved  since  1982  ana,  say 
the  agents,  now  needs  only  internal 
decoration  and  minor  work.  It  has  three 
reception  rooms  and  four  bedrooms, 

.  and  outbuildings,  including  stables,  which 
could  be  attached  to  the  house  and 
converted  to  further  accommodation.  The 
joint  agents  Jackson-Stops  &  Staff 
and  R.H.  &  R.W.  Clutton  want  otters  of 
more  than  £260.000. 
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Hailsham  Grange  In  East  Sussex;  a  Grade  II  listed  Queen  Anne  boose,  was 
described  by  Pevsner  as  “the  one  really  worthwhile  building  in  Hails  ham”,  which 
may  be  a  harsh  judgment  on  the  other  buildings  in  the  town  but  is  a  fine  accolade 
for  the  house  itself.  Haihsham  Grange,  built  in  1704,  was  at  one  time  the  vicarage 
to  St  Mary's  Church.  It  has  many  original  features,  iAtlssding  an  Adam  fireplace, 
which  came  from  the  town  house  of  Lord  Derby  in  Stratford  Mace.  The  house  has 
three  reception  rooms,  a  conservatory,  a  master  bedroom  suite  and  three  further 
bedrooms.  There  is  also  a  self-contained  flat,  and  the  walled  and  secluded  gar¬ 
dens  include  a  coach  house,  which  is  at  present  a  garage  and  store  rooms,  but 
could,  subject  to  planning,  be  converted  into  a  separate  residence.  Humberts’ 
Lewes  and  London  offices  are  seeking  offers  of  more  than  £375,000

■  Fir  Tree  cottage  is  a  Grade  II  listed 
cottage  near  the  church  at  Earl  Soham, 
near  Wood  bridge,  Suffolk.  The 
cottage,  dating  from  the  17th  century,  is 
part  timber-framed  and  part  brick 
under  a  newly  rethatched  roof  and  was 
extended  in  1969.  it  has  two 
reception  rooms  and  three  bedrooms. 
Strutt  &  Parker's  Ipswich  office  is 
seeking  offers  around  £130,000. 

■  Mackerye  End,  near 
Wheafhampsfead.  Hertfordshire,  is  an 
outstanding  Grade  I  listed  house 
dating  from  the  eariy  i6th  century.  The

Soho  in  the  heart  of  London  is  certainly  a 
lively  area,  but  would  you  want  to  live 
there?  Most  people  these  days  would 
rather  not.  hut  there  is  no  doubt  that  the 
area  is  changing. 

Westminster  City  Council,  in  whose 
area  Soho  lies,  is  keen  io  get  private 
enterprise  and  sponsorship  involved  in  a 
renewal  programme,  and  the  agents, 
Drucc.  point  out  that  investors  have 
realized  it  is  probably  the  last  area  in 
central  London  with  great  potential  for 
improvement  and  growth  in  residential 
accommodation. 

Westminster  has  now  published  a 
brochure.  The  Simis  of  Soho,  which  is 
not  about  the  traditional  streetwalkers 
but  instead  calls  on  local  businesses  and 
residents  to  provide  financial  support  for 
an  extensive  programme  of  high-quality 
improvements  in  the  area.  The  council's 
five-year  environmental  improvement 
programme  known  as  the  Soho  project  is 
costing  £2.4  million.  It  is  aimed  at 
restoring  and  conserving  the  area's 
character  and  vitality  and  at  allowing 
people  to  walk  in  a  safe,  dean  and 
attractive  neighbourhood. 

Already  private  sponsorship  has  raised 
more  than  £206.000  towards  the  cost  of 
improving  the  streets  of  Soho,  and 
several  of  the  projects  —  such  as  the 
pedestrianizaiion  of  Gerrard  Street  and 
improvements  in  China  Town  —  have 
been  completed. 

The  agents,  part  of  the  Hanover  Druce 
group,  are  convinced  that  the  area  can 
only  improve.  Bernard  Gordon,  the 
agents’  joint  chief  executve,  says  prices 
are  80  per  cent  cheaper  than  in  Mayfair. 
He  says  a  two-bedroom  flat  in  Brewer 
Street.  Soho,  would  cost  about  £125.000 
for  a  90-year  lease,  while  a  similar  flat  in 
Mayfair  would  be  £225.000. 

Mr  Gordon  says:  “The  Mayfair  buyer 
is  unlikely  to  buy  into  Soho.  It  is  the  new 


money,  executives  still  just  clutching  at 
Big  Bang  salaries,  advertising,  public 
relations  and  visual  arts  executives  who 
all  want  to  live  in  the  area,  but  who  also 
recognize  the  potential  financially  and 
romantically.” 

A  new  development  of  24  apartments 
in  Marshall  Street  by  Gable  House 
Estates  sold  in  less  than  two  months,  and 
a  one-bedroom  fiat  valued  at  £85.000 
sold  for£I  35.000  eight  months  later.  It  is 
interesting  that  70  per  cent  of  the 
purchasers  are  investors.  37  per  cent  of 
that  number  coming  from  overseas. 

The  demand  for  all  types  of  residential 
property  is  strong,  and  there  is  an 
increasing  move  towards  changing  cur¬ 
rent  commercial  and  office  buildings 
bark  to  residential  accommodation.  In 
Meard  Street  an  unmodernized  one- 
bedroom  flat  can  be  purchased  for  about 
£85.U00.  and  is  worth  about  £150.000 
when  improved. 

In  the  same  street  Druce  is  selling  an 
apartment  with  the  original  18th-century 
wood  panelling  discovered  beneath  the 
grime  of  ages.  In  this  Grade  11  listed 
house  the  one-bedroom  apartment,  now 
refurbished,  is  offered  at  £149.000. 

Mr  Gordon  says  the  up-and-coming 
places  to  watch  are  Meard  Street  and 
Broadwick  Street,  and  adds  that  the 
letting  market  is  also  improving.  “Much 
of  Soho  consists  of  listed  buildings,  and 
progress  of  the  whole  areas  depends  on 
good  refurbishment  There  is  little  space 
for  new  development  unless  unlisted 
buildings  arc.  demolished  and  that 
depends  on  the  future  policy  of  West¬ 
minster  Council. 

"Therefore,  the  onus  must  be  left  to 
investors-developcrs  to  place  the  empha¬ 
sis  on  improving  the  bricks  and  mortar 
that  have  been  standing  for  so  long.”

BROWN  said  that  the  rating 
aulhomy  applied  to  the  justices 
and  obtained  a  warrant  of 
committal  in  respect  of  Ihe  non¬ 
payment  of  the  balance  of  his 
rates.  The  justices  concluded 
(hat  the  applicant's  failure  to 
Jake  the  advice  of  his  account¬ 
ant  either  to  dose  his  business 
or  to  go  bankrupt  constituted 
culpable  neglect  and  on  that 
ground  committed  him  to 
prison. 

He  remained  there  for  nearly 
eight  weeks  when  he  was  re¬ 
leased  on  bail.  He  made  an 
application  for  judicial  review 
and  leave  was  given  to  amend 
those  proceedings  to  include  a 
claim  for  damages  against  the 
justices. 

On  September  22.  I9S7  Mr 
Justice  Webster  quashed  the 
warrant  on  the  ground  that  the 
justices  and  their  clerk  paid  no 
regard  to  ihe  necessity  of 
establishing,  before  they  had  a 
power  to  commit  anyone  to 
prison,  that  the  failure  lo  pay  the 
rates  was  due  to  culpable  ne¬ 
glect.  There  was  no  conclusive 
evidence,  a  necessary  pre-con¬ 
dition  of  a  committal  order,  that 
the  applicant's  failure  was  due 
to  his  culpable  neglect  in  failing 
to  take  the  accountants'  advice. 

Mr  Justice  Simon  Brown  said 
that  the  issue  of  damages  was 
limited  to  two  questions:  (It 
Were  the  justices  liable  in 
damages  for  the  applicant's 
unlawful  imprisonment?  (2)  If 
so.  were  such  damages  limited 
to  one  penny  by  section  52  of  Ihe 

|07Q  aci. 

On  the  first  question,  his 
Lordship  said  that  the  decision 
in  In  rc  McC  fa  Minor)  t[  j  985] 
\C  528)  established  three  cate¬ 
gories  m  which  the  justices  were 
io  he  regarded  as  liable  in 
damages: 

I  Where  persons  exercising  a 
limited  jurisdiction  were  liable 
itt  damages  for  consequences 
flowing  from  a  purported  ex¬ 
ercise  of  the  jurisdiction  beyond 


2  Where  something  quite  excep¬ 
tional.  some  gross  and  obvious 
irregularity  of  procedure  had 
occurred  which  ousted  the 
justices'  jurisdiction  so  as  to 
deprive  them  of  protection  from 
civil  liability. 

3  Cases  exemplified  by 
O'Connor  v  Isaacs  t[  1956]  2  QB 
288)  which  established  the  clear 
principle  that  justices,  although 
they  had  “jurisdiction  of  the 
cause”  and  conducted  the  trial 
impeccably,  might  nevertheless 
be  liable  in  damages  on  the 
ground  of  acting  in  excess  of 
jurisdiction  if  their  determ¬ 
ination  of  the  complaint  against 
ihe  defendant  did  not  provide  a 
proper  foundation  in  law  for  the 
order  made  and  in  pursuance  of 
which  he  was  imprisoned. 

His  Lordship  rejected  the 
justices'  submission  that  they 
had  merely  failed  to  recognize 
the  need  for  a  causative  link 
between  the  applicant's  culpable 
neglect  and  his  failure  to  pay  the 
outstanding  rates  and  that  that 
was  not  of  a  nature  or  degree  to 


no  difficulty  and  he  would 
continue  (he  judicial  review 
application  as  if  commenced  by 
writ:  see  Order  53.  rule  9(5)  of 
the  Rules  of  the  Supreme  Court. 

In  order  to  invoke  the  protec¬ 
tion  of  section  52  the  justices 
had  to  establish: 

1  that  the  action  brought  against 
them  was  for  somethingdone  by 
them  in  the  execution  of  their 
office  as  justices: 

2  that  the  plaintifT“was  liable  by 
law  to  pay  the  sum  he  was  so 
ordered  to  pay”  (requirement 
la))-. 

3  “that  he  had  undergone  no 
greater  punishment  then  that 
assigned  by  law  ...  for  non¬ 
payment  of  the  sum  he  was  so 
ordered  to  pay"  (requirement 
<b». 

It  was  conceded  that  the  first 
requirement  was  satisfied. 


As  lo  requirement  (a)  his 
Lordship  did  not  accept  Mr 
Davies's  submission  that  ihc 
meaning  of  the  word  “order"  at 
its  widest  must  necessarily  refer 
lo  a  court  order,  but  that  the 
justices  were  correct  in  relying 
on  The  Queen  (Ex  pane  l  ’estry 


of  St  Mary  Islington)  v  Price 
Ml $80}  5  QB  3001  where  it  was 
held  with  regard  to  a  rate 
demand  that  “the  rale  itself  was 
the  order". 

Requirement  (a)  was  there¬ 
fore  referring  to  the  underlying 
order  giving  rise  to  legal  liability 
to  pay  the  sum  in  question  and 
thus  the  justices  satisfied 
requirement  (a). 

As  to  requirement  tb)  the 
justices  submitted  that  they 
were  to  enjoy  the  benefit  of  the 
1 979  Act  where  they  could  show 
that,  whatever  went  wrong  in 
the  proceedings,  the  plaintiff  got 
no  more  than  his  just  deserts 
and  that  their  liability  was 
limited  save:  <i)  where  'the 
justices  could  not  prove  that  the 
plaintiff  was  in  fact  the  trans¬ 
gressor  (ii)  where,  assuming  the 
plaintiff  guilty  or  financially 
liable,  he  underwent  greater 
punishment  than  assigned  by 
law.  That  meant  he  served  a 
term  of  imprisonment  beyond 
the  statutory  maximum  pro- 
v  ided.  But  the  justices  argued 
that  neither  circumstance  ob¬ 
tained  here. 

Mr  Davies  submilk’d  that  he 


did  undergo  greater  punishment 
than  that  assigned  by  law  for 
non-payment  of  rates  and  that 
in  order  to  satisfy  requirement 
(a)  the  justices  had  to  establish 
that  the  order  was  the  rate 
demand  itself.  Further,  he 
submitted  that  the  remedy  pro¬ 
vided  by  law  for  non-payment 
of  a  rate  was  a  distress  warrant 
and  that  only  if  insufficient 
distress  was  levied  then  the  law 
enabled  the  rating  authority  to 
make  applications  for  a  warrant 
of  commitment. 

Where  such  application  was 
made,  he  submitted,  the  law  did 
not  permit  imprisonment  save 
only  if  the  requirements  of 
section  103  were  properly  sat¬ 
isfied. 


“No”.  The  criminal  element  of 
blameworthiness  —  an  element 
expressly  provided  by  Par¬ 
liament  to  be  a  necessary  pre¬ 
condition  to  the  proper  issuance 
of  a  warrant  of  commiimem  — 
was  absent. 


It  was  a  possible  construction 
of  section  52(l)(b)  that  ‘three 
months’  imprisonment  should 
be  regarded  as  the  punishment 
assigned  by  law  for  non-pay¬ 
ment  of  a  rate  demand.  How¬ 
ever.  that  was  not  the  only 
available  construction  and  there 
was  no  good  reason  to  construe 
the  provision  benevolently  in 
favour  of  the  justices. 


His  Lordship  accepted  Mr 
Davies's  submissions  as  valid 
although  his  first  submission 
was  unsustainable  ha  v  ing  regard 
to  the  concluding  words  of 
section  1)  of  the  1%7  Act: 
“.  .  .  if  there  is  insufllciem 
distress,  he  may  be  liable  to 
imprisonment  .  .  .“. 

The  answer  in  the  question: 
“Did  the  applicant  gel  his  just 
deserts?"  was  an  emphatic 


The  justices  were  held  liable 
for  damages  at  large  -  the 
amount  to  be  assessed. 


Iflhat  caused  justices  to  pause 
longer  before  sending  ratepayers 
to  prison,  that  would  be  no  bad 
thing.  Section  53  of  the  1979  Act 
expressly  provided  for  the 
justices'  indemnification  oui  of 
local  funds.

win  the  Edward  Hanmer  Me¬ 
morial  Chase  for  a  third  year 
in  a  row  at  Haydock  Park 
today. 

Anyone  doubting  his  ability 
to  give  his  best  first  time  out 
need  only  10  refer  to  his  record 
for  reassurance.  He  has  m  fact 
won  on  his  seasonal  reappear¬ 
ance  for  the  past  three  years. 

His  trainer,  Jimmy  Fitz¬ 
gerald,  had  him  ready  to  run  at 
Weiherby  last  month  but  he 
withdrew  him  on  the  day  of 
the  race  because  he  objected  to 
those  controversial  fences  on 
the  Yorkshire  track. 

So  with  another  three  weeks 
work  under  his  belt, 
Forgive'N  Forget  should  be  as 
hard  as  nails  now. 

Quite  recently,  1  asked  Fitz¬ 
gerald  to  give  me  two  horses  to 
follow  this  season,  forgetting 
Forgive'N  Foiget.  “Don’t  for¬ 
get  Forgive’N  Forget”  was  his 
instant  reply,  advice  accompa¬ 
nied  by  a  smile  and  a  knowing 
wink.  !  have  taken  him  at  his 
word. 

Apart  from  winning  today’s 
race  twice,  Forgive'N  Forget 
has  captured  three  other 
chases  at  Haydock.  So  he  is 
dearly  in  his  element  there. 
However,  another  reason 


Woodside  Road  (2.30)  and 
Amadis  (3.0)  are  my  other 
principal  fancies  on  the  Lan¬ 
cashire  track. 


Cybrandian  and  Beau 
Ranger,  his  two  rivals,  are 
both  confirmed  front  runners. 
In  the  circumstances,  they 
could  easily  cut  one  another’s 
throats.  The  strong  pace  which 
they  will  set  will  suit  Marik 
Dwyer,  who  always  likes  to  get 
Forget'N  Forget  settled  and 
relaxed  early  on. 

Last  year,  for  instance,  he 
did  not  even  challenge 
Cybrandian  until  after  they 
had  jumped  the  last  fence.

So  with  that  run  under  his 
bell,  he  should  be  cherry  ripe 
for  the  BMW  Series  qualifier 
chase:

Over  the  years,  Irishmen  have 
crossed  the  water  to  try  their

Tommy  Slack,  Jonjo  O’Neill 
and  Ron  Barry  are  just  a  few 
Irishmen  thal  have  dominated 
the  British  jockeys’  champ¬ 
ionship.  Tom  Morgan,  a  24 
year-old  from  Co  Meath,  is 
hoping  to  do  likewise. 

Morgan  is  now  riding  as 
stable  jockey  to  John  Edwards, 
the  Ross-On-Wye  trainer,  who 
recently  enthused  over  his  skills 
in  the  saddle,  saying;  “He  is  the 
best  jockey  I  have  ever  had.” 

“I  will  ride  everything  in  the 
yard  with  the  exception  of 
Pearlyman.  Peter  Scudamore 
has  done  nothing  wrong  on  him, 
but  if  be  is  unavailable  be  will  be 
a  nice  horse  to  climb  on,” 
Morgan  said. 

Morgan  scaled  the  heights  last 
season  by  sharing  the  Irish 
jockeys’s  title  with  Frank  Berry, 
the  wily  old  fox  of  the  jumping 
scene. 

Now  Morgan  has  his  sights  set 
on  the  British  title.  “With 
Francome  out  of  the  way  there  is 
agap  and  you  have  to  go  for  it  l 
probably  have  ten  more  yean  in 
me.” 

In  his  quest  to  win  the  Irish 
championship  Morgan  fell  ont 
with  Dessie  Hughes,  his  re¬ 
tainer.  Morgan  explains:  “I  was 
going  all  out  for  the  champ¬ 
ionship,  trying  to  get  winners. 
At  the  time  there  was  a  virus  in 
the  yard.” 

“It  was  difficult  being  tied 
down  lo  one  stable  when  you 
were  offered  better  mounts.  The 
chance  of  getting  the  champ¬ 
ionship  was  something  I  did  not 
want  to  miss.”

She  was  taken  out  of  training 
after  trailing  in  a  well-beaten 
fourth  behind  ElaRomana  in  the 
Lowther  Stakes  at  York  in 
August.  Previously,  she  had  won 
her  first  two  aefings,  at  New¬ 
market  and  Ascot,  in  good  style. 

Lady  Tavistock  said: 
“Bluebook  has  been  on  holiday 
with  us  at  Woburn.  She  has  put 
on  50  kilos  and  we  have  been 
riding  her  a  lot  in  the  park  to 
help  iser  relax.  She  is  a  hot  ride, 
though,  and  it  will  help  her  settle 
joining  a  string  of  horses  again.*' 

Bluebook’s  temperament  is 
likely  to  be  tested  in  the  Nell 
Gwyn  Stakes  at  Newmarket  in 
ApriL 

The  Tavistocks  also  have  an 
exciting  home-bred  hurdling 
prospect  in  Rustle  —  leased  to 
Robert  Waley -Cohen  —  who 
made  an  encouraging  hurdling 
debut  when  runner-up  to  Away 
We  Go  at  Ascot  on  Saturday.

with  Hughes  after  serving  a  Flat 
apprenticeship  with  Michael 
Kauntze.“l  rode  a  couple  of 
winners  on  the  Flat,  but  my 
weight  was  giving  me  trouble  so 
I  switched  lo  a  jumping  stable.” 

In  Ireland,  1  was  having  some 
problems  with  my  weight,  but 
now  ii’s  under  control.  It  is 
easier  with  more  racing  taking 
place  in  England.” 

The  Morgan  famfly  is  closely 
involved  with  racing.  “My 
father  trained  under  a  permit 
and  1  rode  winners  for  him. 
Ken,  my  elder  brother,  rides  for 
Jim  Dreaper." 

It  was  during  his  time  with 
Hughes  that  Morgan  rode  a 
much-cherished  winner,  Miller 
Hill,  in  ihe  Waterford  Crystal 
Supreme  Novice  Hurdle  on  the 
opening  day  of  the  Cheltenham 
Festival  “It  took  a  week  to  sink 
in,  and  1  still  get  a  kick  from 
watching  the  video." 

The  jockey  said:  “Chelten¬ 
ham  is  a  great  place,  a  fabulous 
course  to  ride  on.  There  are  no 
hand-luck  stories.  It  is  where  it 
all  happens,  the  English  against 
the  Insh." 

In  recent  years  that  have 
been  some  controversial  opin¬ 
ions  about  the  Irish  jockeys’ 
forceful  riding  at  the  meeting.

Morgan  puts  it  down  to  different 
raring  pace. 

“In  Ireland  they  do  not  go  the 
pace  like  in  England.  The  Irish 
races  are  run  much  slower.  If 
yon  are  25  lengths  down  at  the 
last  in  Ireland  your  horse  has 
some  running  left  in  him.  But,  in 
England  if  you  are  not  in 
contention  at  the  last  it  is 
impossible  for  tire  horse  to  find 
anytiiing.” 

“It  is  always  at  the  back  of 
your  mind  oow  you  use  the 
whip.  After  four  or  five  cracks  to 
set  him  on  the  job,  if  there  is 
nothing  there  you  put  it  down.” 

“With  the  slower  pace  in 
Ireland,  Irish  jockeys  last  longer 
and  with  meetings  not  as  fre¬ 
quent  the  lop  boys  tend  to 
monopolize  the  game,”  Morgan 
explained. 

“There  are  so  many  boys 
hungry  for  success  and  it  is 
certainly  very  hard  to  get  the 
rides.  There  are  many  more 
opportunities  in  England.  You 
need  luck  and  more  Tuck  in  this 
game.” 

Morgan's  luck  came  when 
Frank  Leavy,  Dessie  Hughes’s 
stable  jockey,  got  married  and 
took  two  weeks’  off  for  his 
honeymoon.  “On  the  Monday 
he  was  gone  I  node  a  double  and 
by  the  time  he  arrived  back  I 
had  ridden  six  winners.” 

The  strong-featured  rider, 
who  has  little  time  for  other 
interests  away  from  racing,  has 
certainly  been  fortunate  with 
injuries. 

“In  my  seven  years  riding  I 
have  been  very  lucky.  The  only 
serious  injury  was  a  broken  arm 
when  Monanore  fell  and  caught 
it  with  his  hind-legs.  It  was  like  a 
karate  chop.” 

“I  was  off  for  five  months,  but 
on  my  second  ride  back  I  won 
the  Galway  Plate.  As  I  said 
before,  you  sure  need  luck  in 
this  game.” 


Record-breaker  Tenea 
under  hammer  again 

Bloodstock  sales  by  Simon  OXonghlin 


Tenea,  who  was  unplaced  on 
her  only  racecourse  appearance 
before  becoming  the  first  horse 
to  be  sold  at  auction  in  Europe 
fora  million  guineas,  returns  to. 
the  market  at  the  Newmarket 
December  Sales,  which  open 
tomorrow. 

A  daughter  of  that  outstand¬ 
ing  brood  mare  and  sprinter 
Sufvi,  Tenea  made  1,020,000 
guineas  as  a  three-year-old  in 
1982,  and  this  remains  the 
European  auction  record  for  any 
horse  of  raring  age  or  over. 

Tenea’s  first  two  foals  by 
Golden  Reece  are  both  winners, 
and  she  is  being  offered  at 
Newmarket  in  foal  to  champion 
first-crop  sire  Lomond,  whose 
own  dam.  My  Charmer,  now  18, 
was  sold  for  £1 .4  million  guineas 

Events  in  Kentucky,  where 
the  normal  breeding  stock  fare 
was  augmented  by  the  "Night  of 
the  Stars'  and  the  Hermitage 
and  Tartan  Farms’  dispersals, 
indicated  a  decline  in  the  mar¬ 
ket  and  this,  together  with  the 
recent  turmoil  in  the  world’s 
stock  markets,  provides  the 
backdrop  for  Newmarket's  ten- 
day  marathon. 

The  December  Sales  feature  a 
record  number  of  lots,  although 
over-production  is  hardly  a 


proud  boost,  and  last  year’s 
record  turnover  of  34.4  million 
guineas  may  be  bettered. 

Tomorrow  sees  the  start  of 
four  days  devoted  to  foals,  the 
sale  ends  on  December  5  with  a 
day  of  yearlings,  and  in  between 
come  broodmares,  horses  of 
racing  age  and  a  handful  of 
lesser  stallions. 

The  highlight  of  last  year's 
December  Sales  was  tile  sale  of 
Jim  Joel’s  illustrious  breeding 
stock,  including  Fairy  Fool- 
■sieps,  and  this  year  sees  the  final 
instalment  in  the  protracted 
break-up  of  the  partnership 
between  Robert  Sangster  and 
Stavros  Niarchos. 

This  57-5irong  consignment 
of  brood  mares,  fillies  and  foals, 
is  headed  by  Tenea.  Arkadi  na 
and  Dunetie  —  the  last  two  also 
auction  record  holders  as  brood 
mares  in  their  day,—  and  it 
would  be  surprising  if  Sangster 
did  not  exploit  the  financial 
advantage  of  a  part-owner  to 
retain  some  of  the  choice  offer¬ 
ings  submitted  from 
Swettenham  Stud. 

In  addition  to  his  share  in 
these,  Niarchos  is  selling  a 
further  Sg  lots  under  the  name 
of  Course  Investment 
Company.

Tough  talk  from  IOC  president

The  World  Coaches'  Summit  Con¬ 
ference,  meeting  here  (his  week,  was 
sternly  wanted  yesterday  that  it  is  the 
responsibility  of  those  using  advances 
in  scientific  technology  to  make  sure 
that  athletes  are  neither  encouraged 
nor  manipulated  to  cheat  in  the 
Olympic  Games. 

Drug  abuse  is  a  danger  to  the  health 
of  competitors,  Joan  Antonio 
Samaranch,  the  president  of  the 
International  Olympic  Committee 
(IOC),  said  in  his  opening  address  to 
the  conference,  adding:  “Cheating  is 
something  we  cannot  accept  in  the 
Olympic  movement" 

This  major  policy  statement  repre¬ 
sents  a  significant  shift  in 
Samaranch's  attitude.  He  has  tended 
to  say  over  the  past  year  that  the 
responsibility  on  drag  abuse  lies 
primarily  with  individual  international 
federations.  He  is  now  grasping  the 
nettle  for  the  IOC  whose  credibility 


with  the  public  is  more  at  risk  on 
failure  to  tackle  (he  drugs  issue  than 
from  its  ability  to  handle  political 
interference  beyond  its  control. 

The  conference  here  could  be  sure, 
Samaranch  stressed,  that  daring  the 
Winter  Olympics  in  Calgary  and  the 
Summer  Olympics  in  Seoul,  the 
doping  control  “will  be  very  exact  and 
verv  tough".  This  should  be  made 
dear  to  all  sports  federations,  he 
warned,  because  the  IOC  had  a  duty  to 
give  an  example  to  all  organizations  in 
sport. 


“We  welcome  the  efforts  made  by 
many  governments,"  Samaranch  said. 
“But  we  ask  the  international  federa¬ 
tions  to  help,  ami  to  give  more  (effort) 
to  this  dangerous  threat,  the  most 
serious  we  face  in  sport."  The  true 
offenders,  he  suggested,  were  seldom 
known;  the  least  offenders,  the 
competitors,  were  often  those  to  be 
punished. 

The  conference  is  being  attended  by 
professors  and  doctors  of  sports  and 
science  from,  among  many  countries, 
the  United  States,  Canada,  Czecho¬ 
slovakia,  the  Soviet  Union  and  Japan. 
Samaranch's  lecture  was  a  frontal 
attack  upon  the  undercover  nse  of 
performance-improving  dings,  which 
it  is  known  are  in  common  nse  by  some 
doctors  officially  attached  to  national 
teams. 

Sports  scientists  are  at  the  ethical 
frontiers  of  sport,  Samaranch  stated, 
and  he  asked  who  should  be  the 
conscience  of  science.  “Yon  are  more 
aware  of  this  than  L”  be  said,  and 


asked  them  to  reflect  on  the  legitimacy 
of  their  actions. 

“At  a  time  when  the  daily  progress 
of  human  sciences,  together  with  the 
increased  capacity  of  mastering  the 
inter-relations  between  them,  thanks 
to  computers,  enables  almost  every¬ 
thing.  I  feel  that  those  persons 
exercising  authority  in  sport  should 
reflect  seriously  on  the  legitimacy  and 
limits  of  their  action,"  he  said. 

The  main  difficulty  for  the  IOC  is 
that  its  events  come  only  every  four 
years  and  they  have  no  authority  to 
impose  suspensions  from  other  events. 
What  b  needed  now  is  for  Samaranch 
to  support  words  with  deeds;  for  the 
IOC  medical  commission  to  impose 
mmimiBn  four-year  suspensions  and 
to  introduce  random  testing.  With  the 
poblkity  sanranding  the  Jenkins  case 
and  evidence  ofhage  sporting  traffic  in 
drags,  only  sharp  deterrent  action  by 
the  IOC  can  protect  the  future  of  the 
Olympic  Games. 


Russians  lift  curtain  on , 
drug  abuse  in  sport 


A  newspaper  inquiry  in  the 
Soviet  Union  has  revealed 
that  leading  competitors  have 
taken  drugs  to  improve  perfor¬ 
mances  and  that  several  for¬ 
mer  athletes  are  now  suffering 
side-effects,  including  sterility. 

This  is  the  first  time  that 
detailed  articles  have  ap¬ 
peared  about  drug-taking  in 
the  country,  although  several 
Russian  sportsmen  and 
women  have  proved  positive 
in  testing  at  international 
competitions. 

Previously  the  subject  has 
been  taboo,  but  the  new  spirit 
of  glasnost  has  encouraged  the 
newspaper  to  cany  articles 
that  warn  of  the  dangers  of 
drug-taking.

Spinners  lick  their 
fingers  at  chance 
of  Lahore  pickings

If  the  pitch  is  anything  to  go 
by.  the  first  Test  match  be¬ 
tween  England  and  Pakistan, 
starting  here  today,  promises 
to  be  that  modern  rarity,  a 
spinners*  celebration.  It  has 
been  used  already  this  season 
for  three  one-day  inter¬ 
nationals,  and  in  the  last  of 
them  a  week  ago  the  ball 
turned  from  the  start,  albeit 
slowly. 

The  pitches  at  the  Gaddafi 
stadium  can,  in  fact,  be  quite 
fast  and  green;  but  Imran's 
retirement  ruled  out  the 
possibility  of  Lheir  being  one 
of  those  now.  Without  him 
Pakistan  see  their  best  chance 
as  lying  with  their  slow 
bowlers,  and  to  take  advan¬ 
tage  of  the  conditions  they 
have  re-callcd  Iqbal  Qasim 
(slow  left-arm)  to  join  Abdul 
Qadir  (leg  breaks)  and  Tauseef 
Ahmed  (off  breaks). 

England  have  decided  not 
to  follow  suit,  though  they 
thought  about  iL  Including  a 
third  spinner  would  have 
meant  their  leaving  out  Foster 
and  opening  the  bowling  with 
De Freitas  and  Cupel,  and  the 
fact  that  the  ball  sometimes 
swings  here  when  it  is  new  was 
in  Foster's  favour.  In  the 
interests  of  balance  they  have 
gone  for  Cook  as  Emburey's 
spinning  partner  in  preference 
to  Hemmings.  In  the  corres¬ 
ponding  Test  match  four  years 
ago  Cook  took  1 1  for  83  on  a 
turning  pitch  in  Karachi; 
Hemmings.  for  his  part,  has 
fitted  well  into  the  one-day 
scheme  of  things.  The  reasons 
for  choosing  Cook  are  sound 


enough,  but  Hemmings  would 
have  let  no  one  down. 

it  is  quite  an  experienced 
England  side,  if  not  a  particu¬ 
larly  good  one.  Except  for 
Capel  they  have  all  played 
Test  matches  overseas.  Of  the 
1 1  which  played  against  Paki¬ 
stan  at  The  Oval  in  August, 
which  was  England's  last  Test 
match,  Moxon  and  Gower. 
Botham,  Edmonds  and  Diiley 
are  missing,  their  places  being 
filled  by  Gooch,  Athey,  Capel, 
Hemmings  and  Foster.  Setting 
one  off  against  the  other,  1 
suppose  the  first  five  just  edge 
out  the  second,  but  there 
would  be  precious  little  in  it. 

For  the  moment,  anyway, 
the  Pakistanis  are  all  at  sixes 
and  sevens.  Already  down¬ 
hearted  after  being  beaten  in 
the  World  Cup  and  losing 
Imran,  they  have  had  a  bad 
one-day  series.  It  is  sad,  not  to 
say  contemptible,  that  as  soon 
as  Imran  goes  the  rumblings 
start  again. 

Wasim  Raja,  elder  brother 
of  Ramiz  Raja,  one  of 
Pakistan's  opening  batsmen, 
offered  his  services  should  the 
selectors  feel  he  could  be 
useful  in  the  middle  order. 
Now  35,  he  made  four  Test 
hundreds,  one  of  them  against 
England,  and  nearly  3,000 
runs  for  Pakistan;  but  he  will 
not  be  playing  today.  In 
Salcem  Yousufs  absence  with 
a  broken  thumb  Ashraf  Ali, 
who  played  the  last  of  his  five 
Test  matches  two  years  ago, 
has  been  recalled  to  keep 
wicket,  partly  for  his  batting.

by  Pakistan  -  with  an  unlikely 
attack  consisting  of  two  tasi 
bowlers  making  their  debuts. 
Alan  Brown  and  “Butch“ 
White,  supported  by  David 
Allen.  Bob  Barber  and  Ted 
Dexter.  Despite  losing  that 
match.  Pakistan  have  yet  to  be 
bowled  out  twice  in  a  match  in 
their  own  country  by  England.

Davison  aiming  to

Leeds  L/nif  erf's  Sitnad  Cup  tie 
against  Sheffield  United  at 
El  land  Road  tonight  takes  on 
added  significance  with  Bobby 
Davison  appearing  as  a  frilly- 
fledged  Leeds  player  for  the  first 
time.

Robinson  passes 
first  test  in 
defence  of  title

Robinson:  good  winner  despite  Che  judges’  inconsistencies 


Paul  Robinson,  the  Tuborg 
British  figure-skating  champion 
last  year,  safely  negotiated  the 
first  hurdle  in  this  year's  com¬ 
petition  at  Lee  Valley  yesterday. 
Robinson  won  the  compulsory 
figure  section  comprehensively 
from  Ashley  Moore,  a  former 
British  champion  on  rollers. 
Robinson  was  placed  first  by  all 
seven  judges:  Moore  second  by 
five  of  them.  A  complicated  tie- 
break  among  several  skaters 
finally  put  David  Reynolds 
(Btilingham/Sireatham),  third 
in  this  championship  in  1984,  in 
third  place: 

But  this  was  an  occasion  when 
the  judges,  unwillingly  for  sure, 
tended  to  overshadow  the 
competitors,  since  there  were 
some  hilarious  divergences  of 
appreciation. 

This  was  nowhere  more 
conspicuous  than  when  Merrick 
Kerr  (Kyle/Murrayfield)  exe¬ 
cuted  the  second  figure,  for  one 
judge,  Diana  Sturck,  gave  him 
3.0.  to  place  him  alongside 
Robinson  in  first  place.  Whereas 
another,  Maureen  Cumming. 
gave  him  2.6  to  place  him  last  of 
the  nine  competitors. 

Mrs  Cumming  is  an  official  of 
long  experience,  whereas  Mrs 
Sturck  was  making  a  first 
appearance  at  this  level.  Mrs 
Sturck  ts  therefore  little  known 
outside  the  inner  coterie  of  ice 
skating,  but  as  Diana  Bantam 
she  was  a  gold  medal  winner  at 
both  figures  and  free  a  few  years 


back,  so  she  should  know  what's 
what. 

But  so.  too,  should  Mrs 
Cumming.  The  enigma  of  such 
diverse  evaluation,  alas,  must 
remain  a  mystery  since  judges 
are  forbidden  to  discuss  such 
matters  in  public. 

Christian  Newberry 
(Solihull/Lee  Valley)  was  simi¬ 
larly  nonplussed  by  his  mark  for 
the  same  figure.  Wendy  Clay 
opened  the  innings  with  a 
dismissive  1.9,  the  lowest 
among  189  individual  marks 
hoisted  yesterday,  whereas 
Elizabeth  Currie  thought  his 
brackets  were  worth  3.4  for  third 
place. 

So  it  went  on.  Margaret  Park 
placed  Kerr  second  in  the  first 
figure,  whereas  four  of  her 
colleagues  put  him  last-  Charles 
WjJdndge  (Queens)  and  Mate 
Renjard 

(Billingham/Murrayfield)  both 
suffered  the  same  perplexing 
experience  of  being  placed  sec¬ 
ond  by  one  judge  and  last  by 
another. 

At  all  events,  Robinson  was  a 
good  winner.

Etheringtoa,  the  sponsorship 
ad  riser  to  the  Sports  Coancfl, 
said:  “The  crash  has  made  no 
difference  whatsoever.  In  fed  I 
have  had  four  inquiries  in  the 
last  10  days,  all  of  at  feast 
£250,000. 

“1  am  not  concerned  abort  the 
future  because  sponsorship  is  a 
relatively  inexpensive  method  iff 
promotion.  If  there  were  any  cut¬ 
backs.  I  would  exped  they  woold 
come  In  other  areas,  like 
advertising,  rather  than  in 
sponsorships.” 

A  spokesman  for  Alan  Pascoe 
Associates,  which  has  contracts

OLYMPIC  GAMES 


Snowfall  brings  new  mood 
of  optimism  to  Calgary 


Calgaty  (Reuter)  —  A  mood  of 
optimism  and  expectancy  has 
settled  on  Calgary  along  with  the 
first  heavy  snowfalls  of  winter. 
In  less  than  a  day  fast  week,  the 
snow  brought  rush-hour  chaos 
to  the  Olympic  dty;  roads  were 
blocked,  traffic  jams  heavy  and 
rail  delays  lengthy.  More  than 
five  centimeieis  fell  in  a  few 
hours,  leaving  a  legacy  of  nearly 
200  minor  road  accidents. 

Yet  Calgary's  650.000  res¬ 
idents  welcomed  the  storm  — 
and  pleaded  for  more.  The  snow 
is  further  proof  that  the  city's 
preparations  for  the  1 5th  Winter 
Olympic  Games  are  progressing 
as  planned,  though  the  opening 
ceremony  on  February  9  is 
almost  three  months  away. 

Even  if  the  Games*  organizers 
had  personally  arranged  the 
weather,  the  first  mayor  snowfall 
of  the  season  could  not  have 
come  ai  a  more  opportune  time. 
“It  was  a  marvellous  public 
relations  exercise,”  the  organiz¬ 
ing  committee's  spokesman.  Bill 
Payne,  said.  “It  was  just  the 
boost  we  needed.” 

Little  more  than  a  day  earlier 
the  Canada  Olympic  Park, 
venue  of  the  ski  jumping,  luge 
and  bobsleigh  events,  was  of¬ 
ficially  opened  at  a  cost  of  S60 
million  (about  £33  million).  Just 
hours  after  the  first  flakes  had 
begun  falling  the  plane  carrying 
the  Olympic  flame  from  Greece 
touched  down  on  the  other  side 
of  Canada  in  St  John’s, 
Newfoundland. 

Snowfalls  less  than  100  days 
before  the  start  of  the  Olympics 
are  a  promising  sign,  because  a 


warm  February  remains  the  one 
factor  many  fear  could  blight  the 
proceedings. 

All  the  major  venues  have 
been  completed,  accommoda¬ 
tion  for  2,500  competitors  and 
5,000  media  personnel  is  well  in 
hand,  the  outcry  over  an 
embarrassing  ticket  scandal  has 
died  down  and  the  Gaines  are 
on  target  to  make  a  substantial 

profit. 

But  while  the  possibility  of 
mild  weather  remains  a  real 
threat  —  the  warm,  westerly 
Chinook  wind  can  raise  mid¬ 
winter  temperatures  by  25“  C  in 
a  couple  of  hours  —  the  recent 
icy  spell  has  done  much  to 
alleviate  fears. 

The  storm  gave  the  Alpine  ski 
venue  at  NaJriska  on  Mount 
Arlan  and  the  Nordic  skiing 
centre  at  Canmore.  both  ol 
which  were  criticized  last  year 
after  warm  weather  disrupted 
several  preview  events,  their 
first  significant  dusting  of  natu¬ 
ral  snow. 

Calgary's  average  February 
temperature  is  minus-10*  C  and 
organizers  are  confident  there 
wuJ  be  no  departure  from  the 
norm  in  1988,  even  though  an 
abundance  of  real  snow  is  not 
vital  to  the  success  of  the  XV 
Winter  Olympics. 

What  does  matter  is  a  sus¬ 
tained  period  of  cold  weather  to 
allow  the  maximum  use  of 
Calgary's  computerized  snow¬ 
making  machines,  which  are 
guaranteed  to  produce  enough 
artificial  snow  to  keep  the 
Games  on  schedule. 


Canmore,  like  NaJtiska  a  one- 
hour  drive  west  of  Calgary  into 
the  Rockies,  is  similarly 
equipped  —  the  first  time  snow¬ 
making  equipment  has  been 
used  so  extensively  for  Nordic 
skiing  events  at  an  Olympics. 

“We  have  the  equipment  to 
make  all  the  snow  necessary. 
What  we  need  is  three  or  four 
days  of  sub-zero  temperatures  to 
make  enough  snow  ”  Payne 
said. 

The  Gaines*  other  main  cen¬ 
tres  are  the  SadrUedome  and  the 
magnificent  and  unique  Olym¬ 
pic  OvaL  The  Saddledome,  a 
17,000-seat,  saddle-shaped 
arena  close  to  the  city  centre, 
was  built  four  years  ago  and 
features  the  world’s  largest  sus¬ 
pended  concrete  roof. 

But  the  OvaL  the  world’s  first 
fully-enclosed  400-metre  speed¬ 
skating  track,  remains  the  jewel 
in  Calgary's  crown.  Large 
enough  to  accommodate  five 
ice-hockey  rinks  side  by  side,  the 
4,000  seat  Oval  is  ringed  by 
windows  that  allow  natural  light 
but  deflect  direct  sunlight  off  the 
ice. 

Sponsors  are  reported  to  have 
contributed  nearly  S6S  million 
(about £36  million)—  more  than 
10  times  the  amount  attracted 
by  the  1980  Lake  Placid  Games 
—  with  one  brewery  responsible 
for  $10  million  alone. 

The  bulk  of  the  Gaines* 
expenses,  estimated  at  $470 
million  (£264  million),  have 
been  covered  by  the  sate  of  the 
US  broadcasting  rights  to  ABC 
Television  for  $309  million 
(£174  million).

Borg’s  new  ladder  of  wealth 


Stockholm  (AP)  —  Bjorn  Borg, 
who  won  five  consecutive 
Wimbledon  singles  tides  from 
1976  to  1980,  amassed  an 
estimated  $75  million  (about 
£41.700,000)  in  prizes  and 
endorsements  during  his  career, 
but  his  fortune  now  amounts  to 
less  than  eight  million  dollars, 
according  to  published  reports 
based  on  tax  records.  Figures 
from  the  first  income  tax  return 
Borg  has  filed  in  Sweden  in  1 1 
years  show  that  in  1986  he  had 
taxable  income  of  $1 84,000. 

Now  a  successful  business¬ 
man.  Borg  moved  back  to  his 
native  country  two  years  ago 
after  residing  in  Monte  Cano 
since  the  mid-1970s.  He  moved 
to  the  tax  haven  in  southern 
France  to  avoid  the  Swedish 
taxes,  one  of  the  highest  in  the 
world.  Tax  figures  for  some 
individuals,  which  are  public  in 
Sweden,  will  not  be  officially 
published  until  early  next  year,  a 
Swedish  Internal  Revenue  Ser¬ 
vice  (SIRS)  spokesman  said.  But 
a  Swedish  television  pro¬ 


gramme  on  Borg  said  his  for¬ 
tune  was  listed  on  tax  records  as 
$7,920,000,  which  is  consid¬ 
erably  less  than  the  amount  he 
earned  during  a  1 0-year  pro¬ 
fessional  career  that  started  at 
the  age  of  16  in  1973. 

Borg,  who  also  captured  six 
French  Open  singles  champion¬ 
ships  before  retiring  in  1983,  is 
believed  to  be  worth  much 
more.

Neither  France  nor  Sweden, 
the  nations  subsequently  se¬ 
lected  by  the  FA  to  replace  its 
original  choice,  are  available. 
The  alternatives  are  so  limited 
that  the  triangular  tournament 
is  likely  to  be  reduced  to  no 
more  than  the  traditional  an¬ 
nual  fixture  between  England 
and  Scotland,  at  Wembley  on 
May  21. 

Waging  war  against  “the 
acrid  enemy"  is  scarcely  the 
ideal  preparation.  England 
need  to  tone  themselves  by 
taking  on  sophisticated  and 
gentle  opponents,  rather  than 
Ihe  physically  passionate 
challenge  which  will  inevitably 
be  presented  by  a  side  hurt  by 
its  failore  to  join  the 
Continent's  top  eight 
countries. 


Yet  the  exercise,  which 
carries  the  potentially  fearful 
risk  of  injury,  could  be  one  of 
only  two  outings  between  the 
end  of  March  and  the  finals 
themselves.  England  are  to 
complete  their  warm-op  in 
Switzerland,  against  hosts 
who  are  designed  to  lift  their 
confidence. 

England  were  to  have  trav¬ 
elled  to  Portugal  in  April  but 
even  that  plan  has  yet  to  be 
confirmed.  “If  that  is  not 
possible,  we  could  juggle  the 
schedule  around,"  Glen 
Kirton,  an  FA  official,  said 
yesterday.

Bobsleigh

The  British  Bobsleigh  Associ¬ 
ation  (BBA)  received  a 
£30,000  pre-Olympic  boost 
yesterday  with  the  announce¬ 
ment  of  plans  to  build 
Britain's  first  simulated 
bobsleigh  track. 

ft  will  be  constructed  not  in 
the  mountains  of  North 
Wales,  nor  amid  the  ski  slopes 
of  Aviemore.  but  in  the  sum¬ 
mer  resort  of  Blackpool. 

The  £15  million  venture,  to 
be  opened  in  April,  is  to 
become  the  1988  showpiece  of 
the  Blackpool  Pleasure  Beach 
amusement  park.  The  500- 
metre  track,  built  of  gal¬ 
vanized-  steel  tubing,  will  be 
ihe  most  expensive  fun-ride 
ever  erected  in  Europe. 

A  percentage  of  the  “riding- 
fee"  from  each  fere-paying 
customer  will  be  donated  to 
the  BBA  as  part  of  a  sponsor¬ 
ship  deal  with  the  British 
Olympic  bobsleigh  team. 

“Wc  have  been  guaranteed 
a  minimum  of  £30.000.  but 
the  final  figure  could  well  be  in 
excess  of  £50,000."  Simon 
Strong,  the  secretary  of  the 
BBA.  said. 

“The  initial  instalment  has 
already  been  handed  over  and 
is  earmarked  towards  the  cost 
of  sending  the  team  to  Calgary 
for  official  pre-Olympic  train¬ 
ing  next  week." 

Geoffrey  Thompson,  the 
managing  director  of  the  42- 
acre  Pleasure  Beach  complex, 
announced  the  sponsorship 
deal  at  the  British  Ski  Club  in 
London  yesterday. 

“The  ’Avalanche  Run',  as 
wc  are  calling  it.  will  last  about 
90  seconds  and  will  provide 
one  of  the  most  thrilling  rides 
Britain  has  ever  seen,"  he 
said.

WPBSA  urged 
to  outlaw 
beta-blockers

The  World  Professional  Bil¬ 
liards  and  Snooker  Associ¬ 
ation  (WPBSA)  was  prevented 
yesterday  from  using  the  drag- 
testing  facilities  of  the  Sports 
CoancO  until  it  bans  the  nse  of 
beta-Wockers  among  players 
in  the  Britain's  favourite  tele¬ 
vision  sport. 

Colin  Moymhan,  the  Min¬ 
ister  for  Sport  wrote  to  Rex 
Williams,  the  WPBSA  chair- 
mam  who  has  admitted  taking 
beta-blockers  himself  under  a 
doctor's  prescription,  support¬ 
ing  a  suspension  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  Sports 
CounriTs  Drag  Abuse  Adv¬ 
isory  Group. 

Moynihan  expressed  bis 
disappointment  that  the 
WPBSA  was  enable  “to  step 
into  line  frith  recognized 
sports  in  adopting  procedures 
and  practices  to  ensve  an 
effective  system  of  doping 
control". 

In  his  letter  to  Williams 
during  the  Ten  neats  UK 
championship  at  Preston  tins 
week,  Moynihan  said  he 
hoped  the  WPBSA  would 
reconsider  its  attitude  and  flat 
the  “suspension  need  only  be 
Shortlived". 

The  move,  which  has  to  be 
robber-stamped  by  the  fall 
Sports  CoancO,  is  the  result  of 
the  revelation  in  The  Times 
last  April  that  five  tests  for 
beta-blockers  had  been  pos¬ 
itive  from  over  200  samples  in 
the  previous  15  months. 

Beta-blockers,  even  with  a 
doctor's  prescription,  are 
banned  by  the  Sports  Council, 
which  has  adopted  the  list  of 
the  International  Olympic 
Committee,  because  of  wide¬ 
spread  misuse  by  some 
competitors,  particularly 
shooters,  seeking  to  relieve 
anxiety,  stop  tremors  and  slow 
heartbeats. 


The  WPBSA  declined  to  act

Such  a 
disciplinary  measure  is  long 
overdue  and  will  be  welcomed 
by  all  who  are  weary  of 
successive  boycotts  at  Mon¬ 
treal,  Moscow  and  Los 
Angeles.
